Hon. James Tent of Ashmont, for 
many years manager of the New 
England News company, died Mon- 
day morning at his summer home at 


Magnolia. Mr. Tent retired from 
active business about four years

Mr. Taft and his party 
left Washington Sunday night on 
board the Mayflower. With the 
president were Mrs. Taft, Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth, Sr., of Cincin- 
nati, Miss Mabel Boardman, Count 
Von Bernstorff, the German embas- 
sador, and the secretary of the navy 
Also on board the Mayflower as 
aids to the president were Admiral 
Charles Badger, United States navy, 
Maj. T. L. Rhoads, United States 


army, and Lieut. John W. Timmins, 


United States army, while the secre- 
tary of the navy had as his aids 
Capt. Templin Mott, United States 
navy, and Lieut C. L. Palmer, Unit- 
ed States navy. When the May- 
flower steamed into Hampton Roads 
a presidential salute of 21 guns was 
fired by the German and American 
warships. After the Mayflower re- 
turned the salute President Taft 
went aboard the Moltke to formally 
welcome the visiting sailors. The 
return call was made by the German 
officers and the presidential party 
later started back to Washington. 
The officers and men of the Ameri- 
can warships were hosts Tuesday 
at Hampton Roads to the officers and 
men of the visiting man of war. The 
German officers left for Washington 
on a specially chartered steamer. 
Upon their arrival there Wednes- 
day morning official visits were e* 
changed and followed by a lunch- 
eon at the German embassy, to 
which 100 guests were invited.

THE WITCH OF WENHAM 


By Mary Taylor Falt 


PART I 
Fascinating and dramatie poetic history is inter- 
woven about the North Shore, particularly about 


Danvers, Salem and Wenham, through Whittier’s poem, 
“Phe Witeh of Wenham.’’ It immortalizes the old 
Prince house at Danvers, also Wenham, Wenham Lake 
and the present new and flourishing summer locality 
of the North Shore, Beaver Dam. 

This house, about whose past Whittier found such 
romance worthy of his muse, is said to have confined 
Danvers. In the morning, when the constable came to 
remove the witch to Salem for trial, she was missing. 
She had been confined behind bolted doors. Her es- 
eape was doubtless aided by friends, but at the time 
it was attributed to ‘‘Satanic interference.”’ 

The dramatic personnae, who acted their immortal 
parts in this legendary drama of historical North Shore 
localities, were Andrew, the son; his mother, the 
golden-haired, blue-eyed witch of Wenham, who 
‘‘tended her mother sick and blind, supplied her every 
want, whose voice was glad with holy songs, her lps 
sweet with prayer.’? Andrew loved this beautiful 
eolden-haired girl of Wenham and _asserted——‘{o 
where you will in ten miles round is none more good 
and fair.’’ 
dramatic poem. 

The love Andrew professed for the Wenham maid 
engendered a deep hate for her in his mother. To- 
vether with many other prejudiced women, they ac- 
eused the young girl of that colonial sorcery known as 
witch eraft. Their colonial pastor was likewise preju- 
diced and said: ‘‘The witch shall perish in her sins.”’ 

Ann Putnam, traditionally famous as a star witness 
in colonial witchcraft trials, stated that she heard her 
‘chanting the Hebrew refrain’’ and ‘‘making water 
to flow amain around a dried-up water well, as bare- 
armed, loose-haired at full moon she wove her spell.’’ 
Ann was followed by other women of Wenham, who 
said, she ‘‘made buttereups take wing and turn to 
vellow-birds. Meek as she sits in meeting-time, the 
ecdly minister noted the spell that doth compel the 
young men’s eyes to her. The mole on her chin was 
Satan’s sign and her lips were stained with unblest 
wine.’’ ere ae 

At the last dramatic scene between Andrew and 
his mother, he eried, ‘‘Nay mother, hold thy cruel 
tongue God knows he never made a whiter soul than 
hers hy Wenham side,’’ but the mother through her 
strong antipathy criticised her thus: ‘‘The wickedest 
witch in Salem jail is to that girl a saint. Son Andrew, 
for the love of God and of thy mother stay.’’ The 
mother’s tears could not stay Andrew. He mounted his 
horse and rode away to Wenham to see the accused 
maiden he loved and for whose fate he had grim fore- 
bodings. 

The daughter of Marshal Herrick, the Salem con- 
stable, who knew the accused young girl maintained 
her innocence eryinge: ‘‘They lie, they lie my father. 
dear! 
erystal pure, as Wenham waters be.”’ 

Despite her plea Marshal Herrick rode to Wenham

to arrest the accused young girl. She is pictured in 
the poem near the trees of Wenham Lake shaping her 
bridal dress from one of her mother’s and awaiting 
Andrew’s coming. A girl beautiful, with tender mouth 
and dreaming eyes, yellow hair blowing in the breeze, 
happy in her youth and love. Suddenly writ in hand 
the marshal rode toward her down ‘‘ Alford Hill’’ 
hard of face. He stopped, approached her and grasped 
her hands:—‘‘Come with me to Salem town for so the 
law commands!’’ Her piteous demands to be released 
were of no avail. She was carried to the old Danvers 
house, put in the bolted garret for safe-keeping to be 
called for trial. 

It was at that point her lover proved her rescuer. 
Learning of her pending fate and whereabouts, he 
came to the house in the night. Under the garret win- 
dow he whistled a familiar love ditty. She forced the 
scuttle of the old garret back. He whispered: ‘‘Slide 
down the roof to me so softly none may hear.’’ She 
obeyed and dropped into his outstretched arms. He 
shared with her his saddle on the waiting horse. Noise- 
lessly they rode away. 

When they reached the open way, he gave free 
rein. Wildly they rode through the murky midnight — 
through Ipswich. At high noon the next day they 
were being ferried across the Merrimac by an old 
ferryman, who ‘‘many times let his oars lie idle’’ to 
gaze at the beautiful young woman. When they left 
the ferry his last farewell was: ‘‘God keep her from 
the evil eye and harm of witch.’’ She whispered to her 
lover: ‘‘He does not know a little witch am I,’’ and 
laughed for all her fears were passed. 

Andrew rode all the next day until sundown. A 
friendly door in ‘‘Berwick town’’ opened to them. 
The Quakers living there who had suffered from the 
persecutions to their sect opened hearth and heart to 
them. They dwelt there until ‘‘off its breast the land 
threw the haunting horror of witcheraft’’ through 
shame and pity and ‘‘spectres ceased to roam.’’ ‘‘And 
onee more by Beaver Dam’’ the larks sang and the 
violets grew. No more chains were forged and jail- 
bolts backward fell. Youth and age were once more 
free from the ‘‘hell’’ of witcheraft. 

PART II 

To end this legendary tale of witcheraft without 
appending some information regarding this peculiar 
period in our local colonial history would not make 
this article serve its instructive mission. 

The Puritans were dissenters from the ‘‘corrup- 
tions of the church of England.’’ In the new world 
cven ‘‘idle drones,’’ ‘‘swearers’’ and the intemperate 
were lawbreakers and were summarily dealt with. But 
despite this strenuous religious and law-abiding period 
in Colonial history, greater corruptions resulted. 

In 1692 Salem was composed of all the present 
towns of Beverly, Danvers, Marblehead, Peabody, Wen- 
ham, Manchester and parts of Topsfield and Middle- 
town so that the term ‘‘Salem Witch”? covers a wide 


From 1632-1692 there was a marked change in the 
characteristics and mental acumen of the Salem set- 
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tlers. The first pioneers were men of education. Those 
who followed were much their inferiors. 

Historians, who have made the witch craft delu- 
sion a special study, claim it did not result wholly from 
ignorant superstition but partially from religious big- 
otry. Everybody believed it. It is claimed that the 
people in general, even their superiors, were men of 
limited parts and lacked the education of their ances- 
tors. Colonial ministers of Boston and Salem believed 
in all the current superstitions of that period. They 
encouraged rather than stopped it. It was indeed the 
very darkest age of local colonial history. 

_ As a very religious people withal, there existed a 
‘strong belief in the evil power of the invisible world. 
The colonial ministers, who practically usurped all the 
power of church and government, began to find their 
power waning. To hold their great influence they built 
up a new power on error and superstition. All who 
doubted stood forth as enemies to the clergy. Such 
adverse influence had to be stopped or the ministerial 
power was lost. The Quakers were dragged through 
the streets of Salem tied to the ends of a cart and 
whipped. They had dared to maintain contrary be- 
liefs. Banishments from the colony were frequent for 
slight dissentions or lack of observance of ministerial 
laws. 

It was not only the religious gleanings of Biblical 
tales of whicheraft that so deeply impressed them. 
Just imagine the Colonial Salemites gathered around 
their huge fireplaces in the wilds of the North Shore 
reading for diversion ‘‘Discourses of the Damned Art 
of Witcheraft’’? written about 1600. Our modern 
lurid. 

As late as 1765, it was taught that to deny the 
possibility of all such sorceries was to contradict the 
revealed word of God and to have dealings with evil 
spirits. Crabbedness in old age or misfortune, common 
scolds, neighborhood gossips, who knew the innermost 
secrets, present and future, of their neighbors, were 
verily believed to be ‘‘in compact with the devil’’ to 
torment and cause death to God’s people. 

The outbreak of witch craft in the Salem territory 
in 1692 is not phenomenal. It was quite general in all 
the colonies. It did not get a firmer hold, however, in 
the minds of the ‘‘Salem Village’’ people. It was fos- 
tered by certain ministers and prominent men. 

Its first inception in Salem is said to have been 
in the home of Rev. Samuel Parris. Tituba, his West 
Indian slave, taught the minster’s daughters and girls 
of the neighborhood to practice tricks of jugglery and 
ineantation for amusement. Ann Putnam was among 
the girls who witnessed them. 

When Rev. and Mrs. Parris discovered what was 
going on, they called in Dr. Griggs. He was at loss 
to know how to treat such a ‘‘disease.’’ He diag- 
nosed their cases as ‘‘bewitched by the devil.’’ People 
eame from far and near to witness their ‘‘antics.”’ 

Now all this had been going on secretly with these 
colonial girls. They delighted in showing their prow- 
ess and amazing their friends. What today we would 
eonsider was a social accomplishment was to their el- 
ders a source of the gravest concern. The girls knew 
severe punishment and public discipline in church faced 
them. They must avoid it. 

What was their method of procedure? Deceit and 
false accusation which carried witchcraft’s first mar- 
iyrs to the gallows because no clemency was shown 
them since these girls belonged to families of promi- 
pence and respectability and no scandal must touch 
them. This is a plausible suggestion of some witch 
eraft historians, 


Thus came about the first witcheraft trial and 
the execution of Tituba, Sarah Good, a laborer’s wite, 
and Sarah Osbun accused by the Parris girls and their 
friends. At the execution of Sarah Good, the Rev. 
Mr. Noyes addressed her: ‘‘You are a witch and you 
iknow you are a witch.’’ ‘‘You are a liar,’’ was her 
indignant reply, ‘‘l1 am no more a witch than you are 
a wizard and if you take my life God will give you 
Lleod to drink.”’ 

Modern melodrama is not to be compared with the 
numerous eases of witchcraft delusion and execution 
that Salem history gives us. Our beautiful North Shore 
territory was peopled then with imaginative geniuses. 
They did not stop at intentional or wilful falsehood to 
increase the tide of this sensational period or the out- 
pourings of disordered minds. They were insane over 
their new belief. 

In 1696 the first radical change took place. January 
14, 1697 Stoughton colonists ordained that day as a 
public fast day. God was implored to turn away his 
anger for what had happened. Heirs of executed or 
imprisoned witches were reimbursed by the general 
court. Everybody was in favor of having the great 
wrong righted. July 8, 1703, Salem’s ministers ad- 
dressed a memorial to the General Court in behalf of 
innocent people who had suffered. Still they never de- 
nied their belief in the delusion or ‘‘disease’’ only de- 
plored the tragic and hasty manner of their attempted 
reform. It was a ‘“‘horrid nightmare’’ like any great 
modern misfortune of plague, famine, conflagration or 
earthquake. 

Thus the North Shore territory, which is so beau- 
tiful, restful and admirable in present day dress and 
atanosphere, should be still more impressionable to the 
thoughtful tourist. It is a great, shadowy amphi- 
theatre peopled with the mystic characters of the past, 
who made their mistakes and atoned. We should, as 
their modern audience, be tolerant critics and urgent 
reformers of all modern wrongs, be grateful for our 
innumerable privileges and blessings. ‘‘Witcheraft in 
Salem Village’”’ teaches a great lesson.

No 
one ean or will gainsay the unti- 
mate value of good legislation, but 
no one can escape the conclusion 
that legislation, however ideal 
and valuable as progress in govern-, 
such legislation may be the real 
problem still rests in educating the 
people to the standard of the re- 
formatory law. It is true that you 


cannot legislate people good, for 
goodness is a pers°nal problem. 


The action of any legislature may 
be for the publie weal, but it is also 
true that such legislation may re- 
flect the ideal of the best people 
and not express the real will of the

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masses. So there faces us in practi- 
eal government the double problem 
of making progress in legislation 
for good, but not so fast as to de- 
feat the very ends of good and ef- 
fective government for enforceable 
laws which represent the will of the 
people. So after all the problem 
results in placing large responsibili- 
ties up°n the leaders of the people 
not only to present good legislation 
as law but to create great centres 
of influence which will develop an 
increasingly wholesome sentiment in 
the community that will support 
and demand the execution of the 
good laws as they are made by 
legislatures. But in such a line of 
reasoning one error must not be 
overlooked, that good legislation 
can and may become a powerful 
means in public instruction. It is 
true that the ‘‘thou shalt not’’ of 
law is not so high a virtue as the 
genuine love of law and restrained 
liberty, yet it is nevertheless true 
that there are and always will be 
in every community individuals 
wh°® are incapable of receiving in- 
struction in law and goodness ex- 
cept in the terms of legislative laws 
and the threatened punishment for 
the transgression of the law. So 
legislation can and must be ideal. 
Only that ideal must be practical 
and not unreal. It may be ideal in 
that it may lead the community to 
a higher level of good laws but it 
must be practical and real in that 
it expresses the will of the pe°ple. 


An Effective Measure. 


There is no line of legislation 
that involves more careful thinking 
and vigorous fighting than the for- 
mulation of sane and_ effective 
liquor laws. It is universally con- 
ceded as a moral and_ practical. 
necéssity that unrestrained traffic 
in intoxicating liquors is dem°raliz- 
ing and unquesionably suicidal to 
the government. The methods of 
approach to the problem vary from 
the prohibitionists of the old-old 
school wh°® know but one issue and 
that issue the abolition of the traffic, 
to the laissez faire policy of many- 
who do not give the problem a 
thought but are willing to permit 
things to go as they may. As long 
as history has been written an age 
is unknown that did not have the 
problem to meet. Massachusetts is

committed to the policy of local op- 
tion rather than state prohibition. 
According to this policy each city 
or town is permitted to express its 
will upon the questi°n of whether 
liquor shall or shall not be sold and 
that will is law. Consequently the 
community has its own say upon 
this problem and may govern itself 
according to its own will. The in- 
auguration of this policy was a tri- 
umph of pr°gress in liquor legisla- 
tion and appears to be practical in 
many ways although like many 
other problems in government there 
are some objectionable features. In 
addition to this restrictive measure 
the greatest gains for good govern- 
ment were made in the enactment 
of the law pr®ehibiting one retailer 
to dispense liquor over the bar to 
expose the goods for sale in bottles. 
The two classes of licences were — 
separated by the legislature of 
Massachusetts in 1910-11 to protect 
the weaker members of society and 
to prevent the not infrequent 
abuses, arising from the practice of 
selling liquors in bottles to partially 
or wholly intoxicated individuals, 
to continue the debauch elsewhere. 

The bill was advoeated by the. 
forces for righteousness in Massa- 
chusetts but was oppressed by the 
retail liqu°r dealers and the more 
radical temperance societies and 
the prohibitionists. No law is ideal 
but the results of the law have been 
satisfactory and have achieved 
many of the ends for which it was 
passed. A comparison of the tables 
of arrests for drunkenness in the 
state for the corresponding m°&nths 
reveals a decrease of eight per cent. 
In Boston the wholesale licences 
have decreased from 915 to 282 a 
decrease of 633. The number of 
saloons in that city have decreased 
87, from 766 to 679. In all of Massa- 
chusetts there are more than Twelve 


‘ hundred less wholesale licenses, a 


decrease of nearly seventy per cent. 
The open saloon has also felt’ the 
law and there are two hundred and 
fifty less saloons in Massachusetts 
than existed before the passage of 
the bill. One apt writer says: “‘ More 
saloons have been permanently elim- 
inated than now exists in Berk- 
shire, Franklin, Hampshire and 
Hampden Counties, ineluding the 
cities of Springfield, Helyoke, Chi- 
copee, Northampton, North Adams

showing in so short a time of opera- 
tion. The strange part of the whole 
matter lays in the fact that both 
radical liqu°r element and the radi- 
eal temperance forces oppossed the 
bill.

Flag Day Exercises Under Auspices 
of Manchester WRC. 


The seating capacity of the Town 
hall was taxed to the utmost Thurs- 
day evening to accommodate those 
who attended the Flag Day exer- 
cises of the WRC. Mrs. Alfred Her- 
sey as patriotic instructor deserves 
much of the credit for the success 
of the occasion. Mrs. Lue Stuart 
Wadsworth, the past national pa- 
triotie instructor of the Relief Corps, 
eave the address of the evening. 
Mrs. Wadsworth is well known in 
her connection with patriotic work 
and her words were very well re- 
ceived. She spoke, in part of the 
respect every man, woman and child 
in the United States owes to the 
flag. From the origin of Old Glory 
and from the terrible cost in 1861 
of keeping it ‘‘the flag of the free’’ 
she impressed her audience with the 
true nobility of our flag. Miss Elsie 
Jordan of Salem, gave a number of 


readings which received lively ap- 
plause. Francis M. Stanwood, 
whose name is so well-known in 
Manchester, was Chairman of 
Judges and in a _ most pleasing 
manner he spoke of the grievous 
difficulties which beset the paths of 
judges.

The retirement of Senator Crane 
from the United States Senate to 
take effect in 1913 came as a sur- 
prise to the citizens of Massachu- 
setts. The papers containing the 
announcement of the senator’s re- 
tirement also contained the an- 
nouncement that the mayor of Bos- 
ton was a candidate. The serious 
question is before the people of the 
Commonwealth to decide as to who 
shall sueceed Senator Crane. Various 
eandidates have been suggested, but 
who is the man of the ability, of 
scholarly attainments, with the good 
will ef the people and the native 
ability to organize and maintain 
the campaign that will co-ordinate 
‘‘eliques, factions and parties’’ in 
the Repubhean party? 

One man looms above all others 
and that man is ex-Governor Curtis 
Guild, United States ambassador to 
tussia. The dignity with which he 
receives the call stands out in 
marked contrast to the aspirations 
of the mayor of Boston. 
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As governor, Curtis Guild advo- 
eated and secured many _ effective 
bills. He secured laws preventing 
campaign contributions from cor- 
porations, a law making it possible 
for farmers and wage-earners to 
serve on unpaid commissions, laws 
enforcing medical inspection § of 
schools and factories, a statute pre- 
venting the tampering with juries, 
a statute adopting the eight-hour 
system, a statute prohibiting night 
work for women and minors, a stat- 
ute restricting money lenders from 
securing unlimited jassignments of 
wages, a statute providing free em- 
ployment bureaus and other valu- 
able legislation which expresses his 
broad interests, humane judgement 
and political power. 

Since 1883 Mr. Guild rendered 
able service to the Republican par- 
ty, seeking office only when nomin- 
ated for Lieutenant-Governor in 
1902 without a contest and without 
a campaign. He served as Lieuten- 
ant-Governor three years and as 
Governor three years. In 1905 the 
Democratic plurality for Governor 
of 36,000 was changed to a Republi- 
can plurality of 22,000,—a change 
of 58,000 votes. 

Governor Guild has always stood 
for a just revision of the tariff; he 
has always been interested in the 
restriction of child labor; he has 
fought hard for national forest re- 
serves; he has always stood for 
elean polities. Every wind that 
blows reveals clearly that Guild is 
the man of the hour. 

Curtis Guild in the minds of thou- 
sands of Massachusetts citizens is 
the ideal man for the United States 
Senate.

The Parcels Post 


It is possible that during the pres- 
ent session of Congress a parcels 
post will be provided for throughout 
the United States and its posses- 
sions except in the Philippine Is- 
lands. Every effort is now being 
made to pass the Bourne Bill. The 
public has been clamoring for a 
generation for a parcels post and 
for the relief which it may bring 


the outlaying districts and this con- 
venience is now all but assured. 
The cities are not interested in the 
project for the facilities of trade 
are at their doors. Powerful  in- 
fluences have been brought to bear 
in opposition to the bill from the 
organized express companies and 
their allied interests, for the succes- 


sive passage of the bill would of. 


necessity cause a diminution of their 
carrying traffic in small packages 
and present a serious competitor 
even for the larger packages. For 
the trade will follow the lines of 
least resistance and the present ten- 
dency to bulk all packages in one 
large piece for transportation will 
be followed by a new policy of mak- 
ing small packages and using the 
mail in preference to the express. 


The new bill if passed will 
render great service to the public 
providing an efficient economy to 
every line of trade using the small 
package. There are, however, many 
problems besides that of adjusting 
a schedule of parcels post, for the 
question of equitable charges pre- 
sents a serious problem, requir- 
ing time-eating calculations. In ad- 
dition to the varied intricacies of 
the schedule is the possible in- 
justice that may result by the en- 
actment of the bill, throwing an un- 
expected burden upon the post of- 
fices of the country. In many cases 
the offices are insufficiently manned 
to successfully cope with the added 
burdens that must result from a 
small express business being added 
to the regular mail service. In oth- 
er cases burdens will be thrown up- 
on under-paid and _ possibly over- 
worked office help. 


To present a parcels post to the 
country inchoate and immature in 
its details would result in wide- 
spread injustices and react against 
the efficiency and desirability of the 
new arrangements. Post Master 
Tlitcheock is committed to the bill 
and when it is presented in as scien- 
tific a form as eare, fore-thought 
and justice as the human mind can 
formulate, it will be altogether de- 


sirable and will be welcomed by all. 


But this most desirable legislation 
ought not to be obtained until care- 
ful provision has been made against 
wide-spread injustice to the present 
postoffice equipment. The success-

_ One year has passed since the 
new policy of the West Beach Cor- 
_ poration at Beverly farms was in- 
-augurated and it is time now that 
the project is tested in the light of 
_ experience. Ilas the self-sacrificing, 
patient and devoted services of the 
_ public spirited citizens on the Board 
of Directors of the Corporation 
been worth while? As every one 
knows the West Beach Corporation 
is not an investment property. Eve- 
ry executive officer and every mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors serves 
without pay, giving voluntarily for 
the good of the public the benefit of 
_ their time and business experience. 
_ Early last year the board deter- 


_ remove the ‘‘shanties’’ on the shore 
and to construct a modern  bath- 
house. The members of the corpora- 
tion (legal residents of Beverly 
Farms) gave the board of directors 
authority to remove all of the small 
wooden buildings on the shore and 
to construct a modern bathhouse 
‘not to cost over $18,000, on condi- 
tion that the expense be provided 
without assessments or responsibili- 
ties to the members of the corpora- 
tion. The board assumed all of the 
responsibilities of financing the pro- 
_ ject. As the title to the land prevents 
a mortgage the president and direc- 
tors signed the notes by which the 
_ money was provided thus pledging, 
jointly and severally, their individ- 
ual properties to the success of the 
project. The corporation is fortun- 
ate in having such a body of self 
sacrificing able men to serve them 
for the good of the public. Such 
examples of public service are so 
rare that this illustration ought not 
to be passed by without comment. 
The clear vision for public service 
and the careful execution of that 
‘yision by the corporation deserves 
the highest praise. . 
Every dullar of revenue of the 
corporation is used for corporation 
purposes; to provide for the many 
expenses incident to such an enter- 
prise, the payment of the taxes, In- 
terest on the money borrowed, re- 
pairs and structural improvemerts, 
light, cleaning, water, and other ex- 
penses inevitable to the physical 
maintenance of the property. The 
heach itself presents a serious prob- 
lem and the apparently simple mat- 
ter of keeping the beach cleaned on 
investigation will reveal a source of 
continued and unavoidable expense 


mined to make a definite effort to 
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for the work is never done. A change 
of wind and a rough storm may 
pile the shore high with drift wood, 
ocean debries of rockweed and sea- 
weed.

The business administration of 
the corporation has commended it- 
self to every thoughtful citizen and 
property owner and the _ abolish- 
ment of the old haphazard method 
of raising funds to clean the beach, 
to pay the salary of the custodians 
has been welcome. Under the new 
plan the comparatively small fee (a 
comparison for like privileges on 
other beaches will be illuminating) 
is provided for the privileges of the 
beach, and a clean beach at that, the 
use of the overlook, the broad piaz- 
zas, the shower baths, the toilet ar- 
rangements and the quietness as- 
sured by ample police protection. 

The corporation solved a serious 
and perplexing real estate problem 
it has not been surpassed in the last 
and as a real estate movement alone 
generation on the North Shore. 

The architectural, and _ business 
success of the West Beach Corpora- 
tion has enhanced the value of eve- 
ry parcel of property on the shore 
from Beverly Cove to the Wenham 
and Manchester lines. It would have 
been-a serious loss to the community 
of permanent residents and _ the 
transient summer residents if the 
West Beach Corporation had failed 
in the administration of its trust 
and the property reverted to the 
heirs of the public spirited citizens 
who provided the open way to the 
sea.

Fortunately the cor- 
poration has inaugurated a broad 
policy and admitted persons ineligi- 
ble to its membership to privileges 
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of the shore. The success which has 
attended the corporation in its 
broad publie spirited activities and 
administration of its charter and 
Trust has been well earned and 
deserves the unmeasured praise of 
the public, especially of that part 
of the public which has the inelina- 
tion and the leisure to avail them- 
selves of the privileges of the shore.

Garden Party at Danvers 

A June day fete will be held on the 
erounds of the Rebecca Nurse House, 
Danvers, on Saturday, the 29th. The 
house is considered one of the oldest 
and finest frame houses in the coun- 
try. It was built in 1636 by Town- 
send Bishop, and later owned by 
Gov. Endicott and his son. Rebecca 
Nurse, one of the victims of the 
witcheraft delusion of 1692 , spent 
the last fourteen years of her life 
there with her congenial family.

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On Taxation. 
Because there exists no single 


source of revenue for the mainten- 
ance of the government double tax- 
ation has not infrequently caused 
tax payers to rebel. But such rebel- 
lion has usually been of no avail be- 
cause of the confusion existing on 
the statute books of the states. In 
such matters the local boards of 
assessors have been obliged to bear 
the burden of the complaints and 
blame while the tax payer has met 
the unjust bill. Massachusetts and 
New York have now, simultaneous- 
ly, adopted certain tax reforms 
which will mitigate in a large de- 
gree the troubles of double taxation. 
This forward movement inaugurat- 
ed by these two eastern states 
should be continued in the other 
states of the union. Under the old 
law a eitizen of Massachusetts 
might die leaving a large block, or 
manufacturing establishment _ or, 
better still for the purposes of il- 
lustration, a block of railroad stock. 
Massachusetts would apply the in- 
heritance tax. The state in which 
the charter was granted would ap-

ply its tax and then the road would 
be taxed wherever the tracks crossed 
into other states. The injustice is 
apparent and because of it unfair 
and heavy. burdens have been laid 
upon enterprises. The new laws in 
Massachusetts and New York will 
prevent this sort of duplication. 
The change in the law will result 
in a financial loss, temporarily, but 
the state will increase its source of 
revenues by a higher scale of taxes. 
This is a natural result of the new 
law for in some way or another the 
community must meet the expenses 
of the government; but it is more 
fair that this should be raised by 
a just higher scale than it should 
be met by the previous unjust al- 
though lower scale. Massachusetts 
will have to readjust its rate to meet 
the loss of one hundred thousand 
dollars, but the increase resulting 
will not be a _ cireumstanee com- 
pared with the injustice corrected.

‘‘Barbara Fritchie.”’ 


The residents and summer visi-— 
tors on the North Shore are inter- 
ested in the old home of John Green- 
leaf Whittier at Amesbury. The 
visitors who have been there will re- 
member the interesting custodian of 
the old home, Samuel TT. Pickard, 
who is, perhaps, the best informed 
student of the poems and person- 
alia of this great poet. His labors 
have been inspired of love and the 
present generation owes him a debt 
of gratitude that will be difficult to 
repay. In his studies Mr. Pickard 
has unearthed an interesting item 
concerning the sources of the poem 
Barbara’ F ritchie. Mr. Pickard 
writes to the Boston Transcript: 

I think the real incident is given 
below, as told by Barbara herself 
to the miece of her husband, who is 
now residing in Frederick, and who 
has lately been interviewed in re- 
gard to it. She says: 

Dame Barbara did not knowing- 
ly, at first wave the star-spangled 
banner at the Confederate soldiers. 
A niece had gone to see her aunt 
that morning, and told her that it 
was said ‘‘the troops’? would pass 
through the town that day. Later 
the same small maid ran in in much 
excitement and ealled out:

To the loyal old lady ‘‘the 
troops’? meant only one army, the 
Northern; and when she heard the 
sound of marching feet, she _ rose, 
and taking a small silk flag which 
she had removed from its staff and 
hidden in her Bible for safe keep- 
ing, she stepped out upon the porch 
and waved it at the passing men. 
Instantly a murmer arose, and an 
officer riding up to the porch said 
kindly : 

‘‘Granny, you had better take 
your flag in the house.’’ 

“T won’t do it! I won’t do it!’’ 
said the old lady, childishly; and 
then becoming aware for the first 
time that it was the men in gray 
that were passing, she defiantly 
shook the fiag at them. 


The excitement in the ranks now. 


increased, and threatening mur- 
murs arose, so that another officer 
left the line and said to her: 


“Old woman, put that flag away 
or you may get in trouble.’’ 


‘‘T won’t!’’ she replied, and re- 
peated her action. Angry shouts 
arose from the men, and a third of- 
ficer, approaching the porch, stern- 
ly said: 

“Tf you don’t stop that you'll 
have that flag shot out of your 
hand.”’ 


The first officer, who had _ re- 


mained throughout this scene, there- 


upon turned to the last speaker and 
exclaimed angrily: 

‘Tf you harm a hair of her head 
I’ll shoot you like a dog.’’ 

From another source I have an 
additional incident relating to the 
dame. When the Confederate troops 
were retreating, they were followed 
through Frederick by Federal regi- 
ments under command of General 
Reno, who was killed in the battle 
of South Mountain the next day. 
Upon arriving in Frederick, Gener- 
al Reno hearing of the incident of 
the flag, called on the old lady, who 
took from her Bible the silken 
trophy and gave it to him. It was 
found in his pocket after his death, 
and is now in the possession of his 
son, Mr. Conrad Reno, a_ Boston 
- lawyer. 

The incidents related by Mr. Pic- 
kard are of great interest and this 
clipping will be pasted within the 
eover of many home and library 
volumes of Whittier. Mr. Pickard 
has been faithful and untiring in 
his devotion to his work and this 
new light on the old poem is a valu- 
able accession to the already vol- 
uminous gleanings by Mr. Pickard 
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of facts concerning the works of 
John Greenleaf Whittier.

Roland Knight, as salutatorian, 
weleomed the people who had gath- 
ered to see the class take leave ot 
the school. Just now, when Ameri- 
can politics are so much the topic 
of general discussion, his paper up- 
on ‘‘The Trend of American Gov- 
ernment’’ was especially appre- 
ciated. The paper was excellent in 
every way and showed the careful 
thought and investigation which 


had been devoted to it. Mr. Knight 
spoke in a clear, concise way of the 
influences which had been brought 
to bear upon our Constitution and 
form of government, also he touched 
upon the referendum and recall and 
our present day government. ‘The 
delivery was good and the words 
well chosen. 

The honorary essay was delivered 
by Miss Hazel Semons who chose 
for her subject ‘‘Charles Dickens.’’ 
This year, as the one hundredth an- 
niversary of Dickens’ birth, when 
the name of the great master has 
been doubly dear to us all, brought 
an ideal opportunity for a paper 
upon his life and character. . Miss 
Semons made the most of that op- 
portunity and presented to her ap- 
preciative audience a comprehensive 
paper covering the greatest events 
in Dickens’ life. Miss Semons is a 
pleasing speaker and her essay 
gained for her the admiration and 
praise of all who heard her. 


Professor E. jCharlton Black of 
the Boston University gave -the ad- 
dress of the evening. His subject, 
which was very appropriate to the 
occasion, was ‘‘No Palm of Victory 
Without the Dust of Struggle.’’ The 
title was chosen from Horace which 
in itself goes to show that the idea 
is as old as the ages. Prof. Black 
is an able speaker and it goes with- 
out saying that his address included 
every phase of his subject. He 
showed in his vivid way that the 
‘‘dust of struggle’’ is of more real 
worth than the ‘‘palm of victory.’’ 
From those things in the fight of 
life, that choke and blind us we 
gain all virtues. The first of these 
is sincerity. Sincerity is something 
more than mere truthfulness; it is 
getting hold of the essential things, 
the things ‘‘realky worth while.”’ 
Simplicity, too, is one of the good 
qualities which the ‘‘noble drudg- 
ery’’ of labor brings to us. To un- 
derstand ‘‘the other man’’ is worth 
striving for; that is true sympathy. 
Professor Black quoted a bit of 
modern slang when he remnded his 
audience that ‘‘there are others.’’ 
Dickens had this understanding of 
people about him. From the dust 
of struggle he gained his sympathy 
with all classes of people, especially 
of London’s poor. To ‘‘strike a 


blow for the poor’’ was his first 
thought upon becoming a writer. 
Professor Black also mentioned per- 
severance as a result of getting 
down to the depths of struggle. The 
dust of disappomtment and dis- 
couragement will finally foree upon 
us the rugged virtue of persever- 
ance, which conquers all things. We 
would make better men and women, 
Professor Black told us, if our work 
was doubled. The really great men 
are those who do their allotted tasks 
in silence, although they are accom- 
plishing far more than the man be- 
side them who is continually whim- 
pering about ‘‘overwork.’’ The pro- 
fessor closed his address by remind- 
ing us of the finer things in life 
than the every. day round of busi- 
ness. He advised all to read a lit- 
tle real literature every day. From 
these ‘‘great, still books of litera- — 
ture’’ comes the realization of the 
glorious struggle which all the 
world’s great men and women have 
endured, He closed by quoting 
Rudyard’s Kipling’s verses entitled 
“Then you'll be a man, my son’’ 
which he reminded us was as appli- 
cable to young women as to young 
men. Professor Black’s words were 
greatly appreciated by the audience 
as well as by the graduates. The 
class motto, ‘‘Exeelsior,’’ is but an- 
other expression of his subject, ‘‘No 
Palm of Victory without the Dust 
of Struggle.”’ 

‘‘Exeelsior’’ was the title of the 
valedictory by Miss Helen Wing. 
She had studied her subject from 
the time of the promotive Saxons, 
and her paper showed deep thought 
and careful preparation. From the 
days of Beowulf to the present time 
Miss Wing pointed out the steady, 
inevitable improvement of the races. 
Iler words to her classmates were 
well-chosen and impressive and she 
closed her address with the sincere 
wish that they might all live in 
keeping with their motto, Excelsior. 

The musical numbers of the pro- 
gram were unusually good. ‘‘Ber- 
ceuse’’ by fourteen girls of the Glee 
club was very well rendered and 
gained great favor. The chorus by 
the school, ‘‘Sweet Genevieve’’ was 
one of the best. It is a favorite with 
the singers and they put their best 
into the singing of it. 

After presenting the diplomas, 
Mr. J. C. Mackin, the Superintend- 
ent of Schools, presented Francis 
Andrews with the medal for exemp- 
lary conduct, punctuality and at- 
tendanee. With a few well-chosen 
words, he wished the graduates sue- 
cess on their road through life,

Rapid Gowth in Exports to South 
America. 

Exports to South America have 
shown a phenomenal gain in the fis- 
cal year which ends with the pres- 
ent month. Prior to 1911 the total 
value of exports to South America 
had never reached 100 million dol- 
lars. In 1911, the total was, speak- 
ing in round terms, 109 million dol- 
lars, and in the current fiscal year 


which ends with the present month, . 


seems likely to be about 135 mil- 
lion dollars, having more than dou- 
bled since 1905. 

Argentina is the country showing 
by far the largest gain in our ex- 
ports to South America. The figures 
now available in the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics of the Department of Com- 
merece and Labor, indicate that the

total exports to Argentina for the 
complete fiscal year will, amount to 
about 55 million dollars, against 
231% million in 1905, having thus 
considerably more than doubled in 
the period in question. To Brazil 
the total exports for the fiscal year 
will exceed 30 million dollars in 
value, against 11 million in 1905, an 
even larger percentage of gain than 
in the case of Argentina. To Chile 
the total for the year will amount 
to about 15 million dollars, against 
514 million in 1905, also a gain of 
nearly 200 per cent. To Uruguay 
the figures of exports for the fiscal 
year which ends with the present 
month will aggregate about 7 mil- 
lion dollars in value, against a lit- 
tle less than 2 million in 1905. 
This increase in exports to South 
America, while occurring in a large 
number of articles, is especially 
notable in lumber, leather, mineral 
oils, and railway material. For ex- 
ample, the exports of lumber to 
Argentina in the 10 months ending 
with April last, amounted to 5 3-4 
million dollars in value, against 4 
million in the corresponding months 
of last year; and those to other 
South America, over 3 million dol- 


lars, against about 2 million in the

corresponding period of the preced- 
ing year. Illuminating oil exported 
to Argentina in the 10 months in 
question amounted to about 24 mil- 
lion gallons, against about 13 mil- 
lion in the corresponding months a 
year ago; and lubricating oil, over 
4 million gallons, against less than 
3 million in the same months of last 
year. Glazed kid leather exported 
to Argentina in the 10 months of 
1912 amounted to over 1 million 
dollars in value, against 370 thou- 
sand dollars in the corresponding 
months of the preceding year. Au- 
tomobiles exported to South Ameri- 
ca as a whole amounted in the 10 
months in question to 114 million 
dollars in value, against 688 thou- 
sand dollars in the corresponding 
months of the preceding year. 

The total value of exports from 
the United States to South America 
as a whole, was ten years ago, in the 
fiseal year 1902, 38 million dollars. 
Five years ago, in the fiscal year 
1907, it was 82 million dollars, and 
in the current year, as indicated 
above, will probably be about 135 
million dollars, an increase of more 
than 250 per cent in the decade, and : 
of more than 50 per cent in the last 
five years.

Foss Will Stop Noisy Boats 


The noise of the unmuffled motor- 
boats will no longer be heard on 
either land or water if Gov. Foss can 
suppress it. He has announced his 
intention of enforcing rigorously 
the Mass. law which, passed in 1909, 
requires the use of underwater ex- 
hausts or mufflers in all boats pro- 
pelled in whole or in part by gas, 
gasoline or naphtha. 

The plan of campaign includes a 
series of raids on motor-boat owners 
who are not complying with the 
statute, and the crusade will begin 
as soon as it can be determined 
whether the state fisheries steamer 
Lexington, manned, by the state po- 
lice, can be used in suppressing the 
nuisance. 

One of the most recent expres- 
sions of public opinion on_ the 
subject is the formation of the 


Motor Boat Muffling association, 
with Ellerton James of Nahant, 
as its presiding officer. This 
organization, which aims to have the 
law enforced, has sent out hundreds 
of circular letters asking for as- 
sistance in the eollection of evi- 
dence against motor-boat offenders. 


Among the many complaints re- 


ceived is one from @G. Loring 
Briggs, manager of the Boston 
Floating Hospital. He writes: 

“The Boston Floating Hospital 
accommodates 120 permanent pati- 
ents who are cared for both day 
and night. Oftentimes one-third of 
these children are on the dangerous 
list or so eritically ill that it is a 
matter of life and death with them, 
and of course our mortality is large, 
as we receive the most desperate 
eases. We also take care of 120 
day patients, either ailing or con- 
valescent, accompanied by their 
mothers.’’ 


“It will be apparent that motor 
boats passing our ship, either dur- 
ing the day or at night, when it is 
anchored in the harbor, cause us a 
great deal of annoyance. The sim- 
ple passing of a fisherman’s boat or 
a boat used by a man in the course 
of his business is serious enough, but 
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in addition our patients suffer from 
the noise of pleasure boats which 
cruise around us in order to inspect 
our institution, disturbing the quiet 
of our patients, so essential to their 
proper care and recovery.”’ 
—Salem News.

The Nation’s Birthday Appropri- 
ately Celebrated.

Manchester-by-the-Sea_ celebrated 
the Nation’s birthday in an ap- 
propriate manner yesterday.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


CHANGES IN TELEPHONE SERVICE 


Nearly $150,000 Spent to Improve Service in Manchester and Magnolia 
This Season. Wires Now Underground. 


Telephone subscribers in Manches- 
ter will be glad to know that the 
new central office on Summer street 
will probably be used for the first 
time on Saturday night. Unless the 
plans are changed within a few 
hours the service of over 300 sub- 
seribers with nearly 450 telephones 
will be almost instantly transferred 
about midnight from the present ex- 
change on Union street to the new 
building on Summer street. 

The change from one switchboard 
to another will take but a few sec- 
onds and no subscriber will be in- 
convenienced. Service will be con- 


tinuous. As late as possible before 
the change notices will be sent 
every subscriber in the town. 


After the removal to the new 
office, which will be equipped with 
the most modern devices in tele- 
phony, there will be no further need 
to turn the crank in order to eall 
the operator. Simply removing the 
receiver from the hook is all that 
will be necessary. 

In the fall subcribers now con- 
nected with the Magnolia exchange 
will be served from the Manchester 
office and will have all the advant- 
ages of the latest type of switch- 
board without additional expense. 
Although both Manchester and 
Magnolia subscribers will be given 
service in the same building they 
will be operated as two distinct ex- 
changes. 

The changes will not all be made 
at once because all the cables neces- 
sary to connect Magnolia subscrib- 
ers with the Manchester office have 
not arrived. When this work is 
completed divided ringing will be 
given in both exchanges; that is, 
only the bell of the subscriber 
wanted rings on two-party lines, 
and on four-party lines only one 
bell other than at the station wanted 
is heard. Other bells on the line are 
silent when the call is made. 

About 3,000 local calls are made 
on the Manchester switchboard 
every day and during July and 
August this number is increased to 
over 4,000. The toll calls to and 
from Manchester aggregate about 
200 daily at the present time and 
will increase very much during the 
next two months. The Manchester 
operating force consists of eight 
young women. 

The removal to the new office will 
eost the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph company over $60,- 
000. The expense of cables running 


to Magnolia approximates $32,000 
and the switchboard and its equip- 
ment represent an investment of 
over $25,000. In addition there is 
the cost of the building, furnishings 
and labor. 

The new central office was de- 
signed to meet the telephone needs 
of Manchester and Magnolia for 
several years. It is of wooden con 
struction. In the basement is the 
stock room, on the first floor is the 
operating and terminal rooms and 
on the second floor is the rest room 
for the use of the operators. 


The Process of ‘‘Cutting-Over.”’ 


What is known as a 
eut-over’’ 


telephone 
is hardly what its name 


suggests. It is a transfer of sub- 
seribers’ lines of eommunication 


from one exchange to another, but 
there is nothing in the nature of 
‘‘eutting’’?’ in connection with this 
performance. On the contrary, it is 
peaceful and bloodless—an almost 
perfunctory performance in its lack 
of appeal to the eye. 

It is this lack of appeal to the 
eye, however, that is the real test 
of a good job. It caps the climax 
of, perhaps, a year’s work, and, 
though the telephone using public 
may not feel greatly concerned over 
this ‘‘cut-over,’’ the telephone man 
who has had any hand in it is an- 
xiously awaiting the verdict. If 
there is no appeal to the eye, no 
kicking from subscribers, no sensa- 
tional outbreak of any kind, the job 
has been well done. 

The ‘‘eut-over’’ then although it 
consumes but a few moments of 
time, and is only a small part of a 
complicated proceeding, is the 
supreme test by which the effiici- 
ency of months of labor is to be 
judged. 

When the telephone company de- 
cides to change from what is known 
as a magneto to a common battery 
system it must preface the actual 
‘‘eut-over’’ by a complete re-adjust- 
ment of its plant. Every foot of 
the many miles of open wires con- 
necting hundreds of houses and offi- 
ces with the exchange is carefully 
inspected, repaired and put in the 
best possible condition to avoid in- 
duction troubles. 

There are two kinds of switch- 
boards in common use, the magneto, 
thus named because the current 
necessary in calling the central of- 
fice is generated by a magneto, 
which is connected with each in- 


strument; and the common battery 
or relay system, where the current 
is all furnished at the power plant 
of the company. 

In the course of time these pre- 
liminaries, too technical for detailed 
description, are completed. Mean- 
while, a new exchange building or 
operating room has been equipped 
with the latest telephone applances, 
including a new switchboard, with 
its thousands of inter-connected 
lines. 

For several days before the ‘‘cut- 
ting-over’’ the new building, or 
operating room, is ready for the 
actual change, both new and exist- 
ing exchanges have _ switchboards. 
The original cables are extended to 
the new office, but the connections 
between subscribers are still com-_ 
plete in the old office. The effect of 
this is to have two fully equipped 
switchboards connected to the same 
lines or cables, one ready to super- 
sede the other. 

The cutting over is almost always 
done at night, because at this time 
the least number of subseribers use 
the wires. On the night of the 
‘‘eut-over,’’ additional operators are 
provided in order that both switvh- 
boards may be used The old 
switchboard is used up to the very 
second of ‘‘cutting-over.’’ In less 
than one minute after the ‘‘cut- 
over’’ the new switchboard may be 
used to the full capacity of service. 

In order to keep the lines running 
into the new exchange entirely free 
from connection or interference 
with the lines running to the old 
exchange, little pieces of wood 
called ‘‘opening plugs,’’ about the 
size of a lead pencil and an inch and 
a half long are inserted in the little 
holes or ‘‘jacks,’’ in which sub- 
seribers’ lines terminate. This is 
done in order to keep all the eireuit 
open and prevent subscribers’ calls 
from showing on the switchboard. 

The actual work of ‘‘eutting- 
over’? is simple. In the old ex- 
change one squad of workmen liter- 
ally rips the wires from the switch- 
board, while in the new exchange 
another squad is busily engaged in 
pulling out the wooden plugs, thus 
closing the circuit and putting the 
new system into instant operation. 
It is all over in a minute. 

The lines are then tested with 
ereat care. If there are any ‘‘trou- 
bles,’’ it usually is possible to 
remedy them before daybreak. If 
there are none, the subseriber simply 
lifts his receiver from the hook and 
gets the operator without turning 
the crank and ringing the bell, as 
of yore.

“Avalon,” the Summer Home of Hrederich Aver at Pride's Crossing

RACING the site for many years occupied by 

the Robbins mansion, on a portion of the old 

Paine estate at Pride’s Crossing, is ‘‘Ava- 

lon,’’? Mr. Frederick Ayer’s summer home. 

This palatial dwelling was designed by 

Messrs. Parker & Thomas, architects, of Boston, and the 

location chosen for its placing is the crest of a high 

elevation commanding a view 

of old ocean, and the pie- 

turesque Beverly shore. The ; 

estate, of which it forms a 

part, is twenty-two acres in 

extent, and the house stands 

back from the highway a 

full half mile, the ground 

boundaries outlined by thin 
stretches of woodland. 

The house is distinctly 
Italian in style, and in gen- 
eral appearance is one of the 
most charming homes in the 
section of the shore where it 
is located. It covers an area 
of fully ten thousand square 
feet, and the central portion 
which is three stories in 
height is flanked on either 
side by a two-story wing. 
The exterior finish is of 
brick, covered wth rough- 
cast plaster, the soft grey 
tones contrasting admirably 
with the dark red of ‘the 
tiled roof which shows a 
deep overhang Italian 
fashion. 

The broad entrance door 
opens upon a spacious hall- 
way, elliptical in shape, ear-

paneled oak to a height of about nine feet from the 
floor, the space above being of stone. The ceiling shows 
heavy beams of oak. At one end of the room there is a 
massive mantel of limestone reaching to the full height 
of the room, and at the other end, opposite the fireplace, 
which is flanked on either side by sconces of beautiful 
pattern representing angels holding torches aloft, a 
gallery has been. built for 
the accommodation of the 
musicians who play here 
during a dance or afternoon 
coneert. Beautiful seven- 
teenth century tapestries 
adorn the paneled walls, 
and hangings of erush 
strawberry satin shade the 
broad windows. The  fur- 
niture is of beautiful de- 
sign, entirely in keeping 
with the general design of 
the room. 

The living-room opens at 
one side into the library, a 
charming apartment oceupy- 
ing the first floor of one 
wing. <A low dull English 
oak wainscot extends around 
the sides of the room, the 
wall space above hung with 
Japanese paper of exquisite 
tints and pattern, represent-- 
ing the four seasons of the 
year, and finished at the top 
with a deep oak cornice. A 
beautiful open fireplace 
graces one end of the apart- 
ment, and handsomely fin- 
ished  bookeases extend 
around three sides, their

roof, its floor of black and 
white marble tiles, and the 
woodwork stained pure white. White wood paneling, 
several feet high, lines the walls of the great broad 
stairways, their low treads covered with dark red vel- 
vet, and their balustrades and rails constructed of orna- 
mental iron, which wind gracefully from one side of 
the apartment to the floors above. 

The hall opens upon the living-room, a spacious 
apartment, occupying the entire sea front of the man- 
sion, and measuring about sixty-five feet in length by 
thirty feet in width. Five long windows line the end 
of the room overlooking the terrace, and afford won- 
derful glimpses of old ocean in all her varying moods. 
This terrace is laid down to grass land, and includes in 
its scope two broad covered verandas, opening from 
the rooms at the end of either wing, the one on the left 
class enclosed and filled with palms and tropical plants. 
A broad flight of stone steps connects with the lawn, be- 
low which slopes by easy grades to the water’s edge. 


The treatment of the living-room is  distinetly 
Italian, dignified and charming. The walls are of

rare volumes. The _ soft 
green hangings that shade 
the broad double windows match in tint the plush of 
the comfortable settle arranged before the fireplace 
and resting against one end of the handsomely carved 
writing table. 

From the opposite site of the living-room leads the 
dining room, which in turn connects with the breakfast 
room. The dining room is finished in white wood with 
wall hangings of yellow damask, and the window shad- 
ing repeat in coloring these same combined tints. The 
broad fireplace is topped with a mantel of delicate earv- 
ing, and the hearth is of marble. Beautiful oil paint- 
ings adorn the walls, and above the handsome side- 
board hangs a fine old-time mirror.

The breakfast room is cosy and inviting, and con- 
nects with the finely equipped service department. It 
is finished in white wood and contains a handsome fire- 
place with facing and hearth or ornamental tiles.

This year’s Summer Social Regis- 
ter just issued, in comparison with 
that of last year, would indicate a 
marked inerease in the number of 
families summering by the sea-shore, 
a considerable decrease in foreign 
departures, and an increase in the 
arrivals from abroad. 

Of the 13,901 items of information 
concerning summer addresses and 
changes in the prominent families 
of New York, Washington, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, Boston, Providence, 
St. Louis, Baltimore, Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati and Dayton, 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland, Buffalo, south- 
ern cities from Richmond to Atlan- 
ta, and New Orleans which is new 
this year,—7,413 families are lo» 
eated inland, practically the same as 
last year; 3173 are by the sea-shore, 
a 10 per cent. increase over last 
year; 808 families are found at 
Bankers’ addresses abroad; 140 may 
be found on their yachts. 

1,047 families have gone abroad 
since April Ist, a decrease of 33 per 
cent. 387 families have arrived, an 
increase of 30 per cent. 

570 persons have married since 
April 1st, as compared with 729 last 
year. 

There are noted since April Ist, 
the deaths of 218 men and 145 wo- 
men, practically the same as last 
year.

Diminishing Railway Returns. 


Confidence in the ability of a rail- 


- way company properly to continue 


its operations and adequately to 


~ maintain and extend its facilities de- 


pends in greatest measure upon its 
net operating revenue. This is what 
is left of the receipts from traffic con- 
stituting the total operating revenue, 
after the operating expenses have 
been met. As the mileage of the 
railways tend to increase year by 
year, an accurate measure is ob- 
tained of the operating trevenues, 
operating expenses, and net operat- 
ing revenue by ascertaining what 
they have amounted to for each 
mile. It may be, for example, as 
was the case in March, that while in 
the aggregate net operating revenue 


has increased, it has decreased when 


measured per mile of line. 
Monthly summaries of the reven- 
ues and expenses of the steam rail- 


ways of the U. S. have been com- 


piled by the Bureau of Railways 
Eeonomies from the reports filed 
month by month by the railways 
with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, for the twenty-two months 
from July, 1910 to April, 1912, the 
latest month for which returns are 
available. Net operating revenue 
per mile of line for the railways as 
a whole in comparison with the cor- 
responding months of the previous 
year decreased in eighteen of these 
months, and increased in but four. 
The decrease per mile of line per 
month was as great in amount as 
$53, and as great in ratio as 15 per 
cent. The greatest increase for any 
one of the four months showing in- 
ereases was $31, or 14.1 per cent. 
This was in February, 1912, and was 
exceptional as this month contained 
one more day than February, 1911. 
The highest average net operating 
revenue per mile of line for any one 
month of this period was $409, the 
lowest $203. 

Seven of the ten months from 
July, 1911 to April, 1912, show de- 
creases in net operating revenue 
per mile of line as compared with 
the corresponding months of the fis- 
eal year ending June 30, 1911; and 
eleven of the months of the fiscal 


year which ended June 30, 1911, 
showed decreases in comparison 
with the respective corresponding 


months of the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1910. It is therefore evi- 
dent that the trend of railway net 


revenue has been downward for the 
past two years. 

The summary for April, 1912, 
shows that net operating revenue 
was less than for April, 1911, by 
$6,026,440, equivalent per mile of 
line to $33, or 11.4 per cent. This 
net operating revenue, which in the 
aggregate amounted to $56,362,945, 
averaged $8.57 for each mile of line 
for each day in April, less by $1.11 
than for each day of April of last 
year. This is the gross income per 
mile of line per day before anything 
has been taken out for taxes, rent- 
als, interest on bonds, appropria- 
tions for betterments or dividends. 
Taxes for April amounted to $44 
per mile of line, an increase of 9.4 
per cent. 


Motor Boat Muffling Now Being 
Enforced. 

At last the efforts of Governor 
Foss and the State police to have 
the muffling law enforced have be- 
eun to bear fruit. Officer Grady of 
the State police, accompanied by 
City Marshal Lehan of Salem, a 
Salem reserve officer, and a repre- 
sentative of the Motor Boat Muffling 
association, spent the greater part of 
Friday night and Saturday morn- 
ing and Sunday afternoon on the 


waters of the harbors of Salem and 
Beverly overhauling the boats which 
were guilty of the most serious vio- 
lations of the muftling law. The 
names and addresses of the owners 
of a number were taken, and a 
warning given them as to the neces- 
sity of equipping their boats at once 
with a muffler sufficient to comply 
with the law. It is not known 
whether these offenders will be sum- 
moned into court, as the local and 
state police are keeping their plans 
to themselves, but it is assured that 
further excursions will be made in 
the different harbors along the 
coast, and the campaign continued 
until the shores of Massachusetts 
are rid of this great and unnecessary 
disturbance. 

Complaints are coming in by 
every mail to the officers of the 
Motor Boat Muffling association, of 
which Ellerton James of Nahant is 
the president, Stoughton Bell of 
Cambridge, secretary and _ general 
counsel, and Robert W. Hill of 
Salem, associate counsel, and the 
association is determined to co-oper- 
ate with the state and local police to 
the fullest extent of its funds in the 
confident belief that the public will 
welcome a proper enforcement of 
this law.

Workingmen’s Compensation Act 
Became Effective July 1. 

The so-called Workingmen’s Com- 
pensation act, which became effec- 
tive July 1, provides that in an ac- 
tion to recover for personal injury 
sustained by an employee in _ the 
course of his employment, or for 
death resulting from personal injury 
so sustained that it shall not be a 
defense that the employce was negli- 
gent, that the injury was caused 
by the negligence of a fellow em- 
ployee, or that the employee has as- 
sumed the risk of the injury, as have 
been previously recognized in such 
cases when brought before the com- 
mon law suits. 

The act also creates a state insu- 


- rance company intended to provide 


insurance for those accepting the act 
as cost- The acceptance of this act 
is not compulsory on the part of 
either the employers or employees. 

The employees may give notice 
that they reserve their rights and 


- intend to sue at common law. Should 


they do this they will be in exactly 
the same position as before the pas- 
sage of the act. Their employers 
will then be lable for such damages 
under the common law as may be as- 
sessed by juries, whether or not the 
employers have accepted the act. 
The employers also may refuse ac- 
ceptance and take their chances at 
common law. If they do accept the 
act, however, they will be lable as 
set forth in the act to such employees 
as have accepted it and liable under 
the common law to those who have 
not. It is, believed, however, that 
the act is a long step forward in 
bringing about a more mutually sat- 
isfactory method of adjusting the 
questions of such liability as are con- 


_ stantly arising. 


It is provided in the act that the 
employees who accept its provisions 
shall receive in case of death or in 
jury the following benefits; medical 
and hospital services during the 
first two weeks after the injury. 
Weekly payments where the injury 
incapacitates the employee for a 
period exceeding two weeks from 
earning his full wage. In case of 
death resulting from the injury those 
wholly dependent upon the injured 
person get a weekly payment of one- 
half his average weekly earning (but 
not more than $10 nor less than $4 
a week) for 300 weeks. Those part- 
ly dependent get lesser amount and 
where there are no dependents the 


expenses of the last sickness and 
burial not exceeding $200 are re- 
quired to be paid. 

For certain specific injuries the 


following amounts which are in ad- 
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dition to all other compensations, 
are to be paid: For the loss of both 
hands, both feet, one hand and one 
foot, a reduction of one-tenth of nor- 
mal vision in both eyes, the employee 
gets a weekly payment of one-half 
his average wage (but not more than 
$10 nor less than $4 a week) for 100 
weeks: For loss of either hand, eith- 
er foot, or either eye, one-half the 
weekly wage (but not more than $10 
nor less than $4 a week) for 50 
weeks. For loss of two or more 
fingers (including thumbs or toes) 
at or above the second joint, one- 
half the average weekly wages (but 
not more than $10 nor less than $4 
a week) for 25 weeks. For loss of 
at least one phalanges of a finger, 
thumb or toe, one half the average 
weekly wage (but not more than $10 
nor less than $4 a week) for 12 
weeks. 

In ease of total incapacity the in- 
jured employee gets one-half the 
average weekly wage (but not more 
than $10 nor less than $4 a week) up 
to 500 weeks—or $3,000 maximum. 

If the employee is injured by rea- 
son of the serious and wilful mis- 
conduct of the employer or any per- 
son regularly intrusted with and ex- 
ercising powers of superintendence, 
the amounts of compensation as 
above are doubled, and the employer 
is himself liable for this extra com- 
pensation. 

The operation of this new act is 
under the supervision of an indus’ 
trial accident board of five appoint- 
ed recently by the governor.

‘*Ladies First.’’ 


This was the simple command 
given by the officers of the 
steamship Titanic after her eol- 


lision with an iceberg on the night 
of the 14th of April. 

It was not a mere phrase of cour- 
tesy. It did not mean that men 
should step aside for women, as a 
man might give precedence to a 
woman in a street car, or in enter- 
ing a hall. It meant that, with a 
supply of lifeboats and rafts suffi- 
cient to save only one-third of the 
passengers and crew, the men should 
give place to the women. The men 
were stronger than the women. They 
might have crowded into the life- 
boats and rowed away. But they 
did not. They helped the women to 
safety, and themselves went down 
with the ship. Out of all on board, 
only a handful of men, aside from 
those needed to man the boats, were 
saved. 

The Journal of Education, com- 
menting upon this fact, rightly said: 
““The world must surely be better 
for the spectacle of multi-million- 
aires and the other men passengers 
helping women and children into the 
lifeboats and confronting their own 
death with composure.”’ 

This is true. Yet what happened 
on the Titanic is precisely what 
would have been expected to hap- 
pen. The whole world would have 
been shocked if a different order 
had prevailed. It was the instinct 
of the average man in his relations 
with the average woman,—the in- 
stinct of care and protection and of 
sacrifice when necessary, which was 
manifested at that tragic moment. 

Is it too much to hope that, im 
view of this typical and significant 
incident, suffragists who have busied 
themeslves with attempts to arouse 
sex antagonism will relax their ef- 
forts in that direction for a little? 
At least until this incident is forgot- 
ten, let it be admitted that the 
average man, up and down the soctal 
scale, is neither a brute nor an 
enemy of woman. — (From July issue 

of ‘‘The Remonstranee,’’ the organ 
of the Massachusetts association op- 
posed to the further extension of 
suffrage to women.)

The conerete bridge over the Bos- 
ton & Maine tracks and leading to 
the estates of William A. Tucker, 
Ezra C. Fitch and George H. Hood 
on Norton’s Neek, Manchester, has 
just been turned over by the econ- 
tractors. It is said to be the largest 
conerete bridge in New England 
for vehicle traffic and has the long- 
est luten truss of any bridge in the 
United States.

CLOSSON HORORED 


His Picture of ‘‘A Nymph and Wat- 
er Babies at Play’’ Bought for 
the National Gallery Collec- 
tion of American Works 

A gratifying recognition of Wil- 
liam Baxter Closson’s achievements 
in the field of painting has just come 
to him in the purchase, by William 
T. Evans, of an oil painting entitled 
**A Nymph and Water Babies at 
Play,’’ which will be added to the 
collection of pictures by American 
painters in the National Gallery, 
Washington. Mr. Evans has written 
to the artist in a very cordial tone 
about the picture, saying that it 
is highly regarded at the National 
Museum, where it is now permanent- 
ly hung with the rest of the Evans 
gift to the nation. Mr. Closson was 
formerly, as will be recalled, a Bos- 
ton wood engraver of distinction, 
and it was not until the substitution 
of mechanical processes virtually 
drove hand work in engraving out 
of the market that he gave up that 
speciality, in which he had achieved 
marked success, and he then took up 
painting, devoting himself to figure 
work in outdoor setting, with a 
strong tendency toward ideal and 
decorative motives. One or two ex- 
hibitions at the Vose Gallery in this 
city and elsewhere have given a very 
favorable impression of his original 
talent. At present Mr. Closson is 
passing through Boston on his way 
to Magnolia, where he is planning to 
spend the summer in painting the 
figure. His studio is not very far 
from the place where William M. 
Hunt’s studio used to stand in the 
days when Magnolia was an artist’s 
ecolony.—Boston Transcript.

NATIONAL FORESTS 


Interesting Data From Office of 
Secretary of Department of 
Agriculture. 

President Taft has just made 
considerable changes in National 
forests in Montana, Arizona, Neva- 
da, Utah, and California through 
Presidential proclamations modify- 
ing the boundary lines. By these 
changes nearly 275,000 acres of land 
are eliminated from the Forests, 
about 65,000 acres are added, and 
about 55,000 acres are transferred 
between two Forests, while a new 
Forest is created by the division of 
an old unit into two. 

The net result is to bring down 
the total gross area of the National 
forests to about 187,400,000 acres, 


of which nearly 27,000,000 acres are 
in Alaska. To a considerable ex- 
tent, however, the reductions, so far 
as land actually owned by the Gov- 
ernment is concerned, are apparent 
rather than real, owing to heavy 
alienations in the tracts eliminated. 
Some 22,000,000 acres of the Na- 
tional forest gross area are not 
owned by the Government. 

The high water mark of the Na- 
tional Forest gross area was reached 
in 1909, when the Forest boundaries 
included over 194,000,000 acres. It 
was then realized, however, that in 


‘making the examinations on which 


the Presidential proclamations creat- 
ing the forests were based the work 
had been too rapid to insure in all 
cases the best boundaries. Some- 
times land which should have been 
ineluded was left out, while at other 
times land was taken in which was 
not best suited to forest purposes. 

Consequently a complete overhaul- 
ing and rectification of the forest 
boundaries was planned, and has 
been going on ever since. By suc- 
cessive proclamations President Taft 
has eliminated nearly 11,000,000 
acres, while he has added about 
4,000,000. acres. 

In Montana the new proclama- 
tions eliminate a total of 116,370 


acres from six Forests—the Custer, 
Absaroka, Blackfeet, Kootenai, 
Lewis and Clark and Flathead— 
while 14,640 acres are transferred 
from the Blackfeet to the Kootenai 
and 40,640 from the Kootenai to 
the Blackfeet, to facilitate adminis-,. 
tration. In Arizona 106,540 acres 
are eliminated from the Coronado 
National forest. In Nevada, 49,840 
acres are eliminated from the Hum- 
boldt and 55,840 acres added, of 
which 12,800 acres are included in 
the new Ruby National forest, com- 
posed principally of that part of the 
old Humboldt lying south of the 
Southern Pacific railroad. In Utah, 
1,340 acres are eliminated from the 
Sevier, while in California, 8,680 
acres are added to the Shasta and 
480 acres to the Klamath. 


In his article on page 46 of this 
issue on ‘‘The Church Problem on 
the North Shore,’’ Rev. Clarence 
Strong Pond makes a strong ap- 
peal for closer attention to this 
feature of our life during the hustle 
and bustle of a busy summer season.

Rev. 


The problems which confront the 
churches of the North Shore are 
unique and serious and the possibili- 
ties of solving them in large part 
lies beyond the power of those who 
are most interested in its solution. 
The ministers of the North Shore 
can maintain their church services 
with regularity and do faithful 
work, but they are seriously handi- 
capped by some conditions which 
faithfulness on their part cannot 
overcome or even relieve. Many 
will be surprised to learn what I 
have learned that there are many 
who come to the North Shore who 
are deprived by their work on Sun- 
days and week-days from attending 
the services of any church during 
the season. Two weeks ago there 
was inaugurated in our own church 
a service for Scandinavian people 
on the North Shore. The service 
was held originally at 7.30 on Fri- 
day evening. At the suggestion of 
a Scandinavian the service was 
changed to 8-30 and in one week the 
attendance was doubled. Even at 


that hour I am informed that there, 


are many who are unable to attend 
because of duties which prevent. 

I have been informed by some of 
the Protestants who have attended 
the evening services during the week 
that they are never able to attend the 
Sunday service because of the early 
hours. This means that attendance 
at the morning service is entirely 
out of the question. The service is 
held at 7.80. It appears to me that 
these conditions could be changed 
without very much inconvenience to 
the households on the Shore. I make 
this appeal for those who cannot 
make the appeal for themselves. 

Another serious influence which 
every church has to combat is the 
non-church attendance of church peo- 
ple during the summer months. Dur- 
ing the winter these people attend 
the churches which they belong and 
increase their power by the moral in- 
fluence of their personal presence in 
the House of God. In the summer they 
come to the shore and the church 
is forgotton and their personal in- 
fluence willingly or unwillingly, wit- 
tingly or unwittingly, is thrown with 
the unrighteous element which is ex- 
istent in this as in every community. 
The church consequently has an ad-

ded burden for it is handicapped by 
the inertia of church pcople, and 
young people are quick to detect the 
habits of summer people and their 
neglect of the church services. 
The results of such influences upon 
young plastic minds are disastrous 
and those who do not know the ex- 
act facts cannot appreciate the great 
harm that is being done to young 
minds on the North Shore’ by the 
abandonment of the church during 
the summer months, by those who 
are accustomed to worship regularly 
during the winter in their own home 
city churches. 

This is not so much a protest as it 
is an appeal. 

I do not believe that those who 
come to the shore realize how much 
the efficiency of the churches of the 
North Shore have been impaired in 
the past by carelessness on the part 
of summer residents or owners of 
estates, nor how much they can in- 
crease the efficiency of the church by 
personal attendance and a little 
thoughtfulness concerning the hours 
of labor on the Sabbath Day. 

The attendance of the permanent 
residents of the North Shore is ir- 
regular just as soon as the summer 
season opens. The helpful automo- 
bile and ever ready telephone has 
added other burdens and it is a for- 
tunate business man on the North 
Shore who is able to get through 
the Sunday without some attention 
being demanded concerning prospec- 
tive or pending contracts. Here again 
is another cause that prevents church 
attendance. The whole problem of 
hours and labor on the Shore harms 
the church and the attendance and 
in the end the community, because 
this influence cannot continue from 
one generation to another, with its in 
creasing influence, without doing a 
harm to the community which in the 
end must react—and that inevitably 
against the Shore as a place for rest 
and residence.

Kditor North Shore Breeze: 

Dear Sir: We hear a great deal 
about high prices and graft on the 
North Shore. The following actual- 
ly took place at Beverly Farms: A 
few years ago one of our best known 
summer residents ordered from their 
butcher a hind quarter of native 
spring lamb. Now, by the way, this 
buteher had not been in the business 
very long and he was very anxious 
to please the customer, so he called 
up the wholesale house where he 
bought his lambs and asked for a 


hind quarter of native spring lamb. . 


They told him that it was a very 
hard thing to get at this time of the 
year and it would be very expen- 
sive, if, indeed, he could get it at all. 
Undaunted by this the young man 
took the train for Boston, went 
through the markets until he found 
what he was after. The check the 
young man gave for it shows he paid 
over ten dollars; he charged the 


customer a little over eleven dol- 
lars. The customer put up a great 
kick and claimed it was a high-hand- 
ed case of robbery and graft; and he 
no doubt thinks so to this day. He 
claimed he could send to Boston and 
eet, the same thing for six dollars. 

Now, many North Shore families 
have heard about this famous hind 
quarter of spring lamb. After going 
to Boston and looking up the facts 
in the case I thought it would be in- 
teresting reading, so I asked the ed- 
itor of the North Shore Breeze to 
publish it. 

If this young man had_ been 
schooled in the tricks of the trade he 
would have been alright, as you will 
see. ‘The wholesaler that sold the 
lamb showed me on his books where 
he charged twelve for native hind 
quarters of spring lamb at this par- 
ticular time. Now, mind you, they 
told me at the same time they had 
western spring lamb which the 
wholesalers sold for four dollars per 
hind quarter and the retailers sold 
for six dollars, getting on each a 
profit of fifty percent. If this young 
man had bought one of these west- 
ern lambs for four dollars and sold 
it for six he would have made a large 
profit and no one would have ques- 
tioned his honesty. He wanted to be 
honest and bought just what the cus-

tomer wanted. But circumstances 
were such that it worked against 
him. 


Under the circumstances the cus- 
tomer could not be blamed. The old 
saying that honesty is the best poli- 
cy is true to-day. This young man’s 
business has grown and grown and 
to-day he has the largest business on 
the North Shore. This true story 
shows how easy it is in many eases 
to judge others wrongly. No doubt 
similar cases often happen. But it 
pays to be honest.

of doors and gradually became the general assemblage 
place of the family, and they quickly set to work to 
make it into a living-room as comfortable and attrac- 
tive as the one indoors supplies with cosy nooks for 
lounging, reading and smoking, and equipped with com- 
fortable chairs, a table or two for books, papers and 
flowers, a couple of hammocks, and pots of growing 
plants. The veranda thus became a spot of beauty; the 
seed of its usefulness was sown, and we have not even 
yet fully reaped the benefits of its fruits. 


The location of this important adjunct is causing 
present day architects no little concern, for they realize 
it must be placed as advantageously as possible, and that 
it must be as large and attractive as the amount al- 
lowed by the home-builder for this purpose will permit. 
The increased use of porches as dining-rooms and living- 
rooms calls for ample areas, but the veranda must not 
unduly darken the rooms which give upon it, and care 
should be taken that these rooms are supplied with wide 
windows and with lofty ceilings. 

The principal advantage of the veranda is the semi- 
privacy which it affords, being a happy compromise be- 
tween the freedom and freshness of the outdoor world, 
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and the pleasing seclusion of indoor life, and therefore 
it should be arranged with this idea in mind. Country 
homes are generally quite secluded and free from the 
serutinity of pedestrians, but occasionally one is found 
that is in full view of the main highway, and such a 
house requires a screening for its veranda. One of the 
most effective ways of screening such a porch is to use 
shades made of 
wooden slats closely 
woven and _ stained 
dark 
brown. These shades 
modify the heat of 
the sun and in addi- 
tion afford seclusion 
to the hostess and

be enclosed with a railing or not depends partly upon 
the style of the architecture of the house and partly upon 
the taste of the owner. Sometimes the spaces between 
the posts are left vacant; again, they are filled in with 
potted plants or boxes filled with flowers. If the rail- 
ing is used it must be constructed of material harmon- 
izing in finish with the general scheme of the house, so 
as not to add an inartistie touch to an otherwise harmon- 
ous whole. Low rails of stone or wood have their ad- 
vantages, for they furnish support for artistic trellises, 
over which pretty flowering vines can be trained to 
clamber, and thus are a distinct embellishment to a ver- 
anda no matter how charming it may already be. 
Many country homes of the present are supplied with 
a separate veranda that is used as a breakfast room. It 
is generally connected with the dining-room, or located 
in close proximity to the butler’s pantry for convenience 
of service, and furnishes a delightful nook in which to 
partake of the morning meal, permeated as it is with 
fresh, health-giving air, and surrounded by Nature at 
her best, with the merry notes of the feathered song- 
sters sounding a hearty greeting. At first a fad, the 
porch breakfast has now become almost a necessity, and 


many an enthusiastic suburbanite partakes of the first — 
meal in the open air from early spring until the biting 


green or. 


guests who partake — 
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frosts of late autumn compel him to seek interior shelter. 

To furnish a veranda to the best advantage for liv- 
ing purposes, furniture should be used that can with- 
stand tke weather and hard usage. Numerous easy chairs, 
a settee furnished with crash or denim covered with cush 
ions, and hammocks are essential, and a swinging couch 
is an addition that is sure to be greatly appreciated. 
Wicker is undoubtedly the most popular porch furniture 
at the present time, and it deserves to be, for it com- 
bines in construction the desirable qualities of coolness, 
light weight, and durability, and then, too, it is equally 
attractive in its natural light coloring or when stained 
a soft green, or some other tint. Chairs of almost every 
shape as well as settees and swinging hammocks can be 
purchased in wicker, and tables of this material are also 
easily obtained. 

The tea-wagon is a useful bit of furniture to install 
in the outdoor living-room, and it has been considerably 
improved of late. An attractive model is siinply a wick- 
er table with the top sunk in to hold cups and saucers, 
and fitted at one side with a handle and mounted on 
two wheels. It is generally accompanied by a wicker 


stand equipped with three shelves placed one below. 


the other, which proves convenient to hold plates of 
cake or other dainties generally served with afternoon 
tea. 

The best rugs for the porch are the natural-hued 
grass or hand-woven rag-carpet rugs, which are unin- 
jured by either rain or sun. Indeed, either of these ele- 
ments rather improves them, for they but take on softer 
tones than come with the fading or bleaching process. 

When the veranda is completely furnished, florists 
are frequently employed to give fragrant finishing 
touches, for flowers have come to play an important part 


in the decoration of the outdoor living-room. Some- 


times boxes are ensconced about the veranda edge plant-

ed with flowers of one color, or a combination of red 
and white, pink and white, etc., or they are filled with 
sweet old-fashioned blossoms that resemble a bit of 
grandmother’s flower plot transplanted from its old-time 
bed. Again soft, blue Japanese crocks filled with hy- 
drangeas decorate the spaces between the room sup- 
ports, and are also frequently used to ornament the en- 
trance steps. If the veranda has a rail over which 
vines have been trained to clamber, hanging baskets 
arranged above are attractive. They are prettiest when 
covered with natural colored rattan, and as they are 
fitted with a drainage, numerous flowers thrive well in 
them, notably, nastur- 
tiums. 

As to the vines which 
may be employed to dec- 
orate the veranda there is 
an almost limitless supply 
to select from. The crim- 
son rambler rose is easily 
grown as is the Virgins 
Lower vine, which has a 
long season of bloom dur- 
ing which time it presents 


a bank of snowy star- 
shaped fiowers of delight- 
ful fragrance. The ele- 
matis is anoti.er good vine 
and is especially attrae- 
{ive when used ia conjunc- 
tion with the coceimea. 
The snow white blooms 
of the former contrast ad- 
mirably with the rose-coi- 
ored blossoms of the lat- 
ter, which resemble halt- 
closed rosebuds at a dis- 
tance. Then there are the 
Virginia creeper vine, the

OLD DRAWINGS 


How few visitors to our National 
Museums linger over the drawings 
of the old masters! How few. of 
the thousands who apparently ap- 
preciate the canvases on the walls, 
can enthuse over the original draw- 
ings of the master! And yet these 
drawings reveal to the student, the 
artist’s mind, his striving and am- 
bition: they give an insight into his 
artistie work and they bare the 
master’s character, far more than 
his paintings do. The finished paint- 
ing shows the artist in his ‘‘recep- 
tion garb’’ bedecked with all his 
medals so to speak. His original 
drawings show him with his coat 
off, dressed in working garb, at his 
ease, following his own sweet will 
and inclination. His drawings show 
his originality, his strength or weak- 
ness: often they show how much 
freer, and less under the influence 
of his master or his school, he is 
in his drawings, compared to his 
paintings. In these old drawings 
we see a more intimate side of the 
man and his work, than any other 
form of art expression, and it is to 
be regretted that more of these al- 
most priceless relics, have not been 
acquired by collectors in the United 
States. Those of our public 
Museums who are fortunate enough 
to possess original drawings by 
great painters, such as Raphael, 
Guercino da Cento, Guido Rene, 
Boucher, Teniers, etc., are to be 
congratulated, as in consequence of 
their rarity, but few individuals can 
hope to possess them.

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The Sidewalk Question at Beverly 
Farms. 

Alderman Loring was plainly told 
that the Beverly Farms—Beverly 
division problem could arise. In the 
line of duty he told his colleagues 
that there was danger from the old 
problem of division if the demands 
of Beverly Farms were not met. Mr. 
Loring ought not to be criticised for 
his protest, but commended. He has 
been loyal to his office as an Alder- 
man of the City of Beverly. He 
knew that that remark had been 
made and it was the highest sense 
of loyalty to the City of Beverly to 
communicate his knowledge of the 
state of feeling of a part of the peo- 
ple in his district to the Board of Al- 
dermen. <A _ representative govern- 
ment calls for government by rep- 
resentation of the people through 
the office holder. The individtials 
who make the suggestion had the 
right to their opinions and it was 
within the rights of Mr. Loring to 
communicate his knowledge of the 
protests from his ward to the Board. 
It is unfair to criticize a man for re- 
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vealing facts which he should reveal 
in loyalty to duty. 

The Beverly Times says, ‘‘every- 
thing has been done for their pleas- 
ure and comfort in the shape of good 
roads, fire and police protection, in 
fact anything they asked for has 
been done and Beverly will continue 
this policy.’’ If Beverly would con- 
tinue the policy outlined in this 
sentence of the editorial the protests 
now prevalent in Ward Six would 
not be heard. The good will that is 
existent between the two ends of the 
city cannot be questioned, but the 
pity of it all is that the good will 
never seems to go farther than the 
expression of cordial relations. 

Such expressions of good will 
should be expressed in the more tan- 
gible forms of good sidewalks and 
other municipal improvements. 

As a matter of fact the City of 
Beverly seems to find it diffieult to 
actually make any real efforts to 
satisfy the demands of its prosper- 
ous tax-paying Ward. It is because 
Beverly does so little for Beverly 
Farms that the protests have arisen. 
If the protest had not arisen the di- 
vision question would never have 
been mentioned, and if the division 
had not been mentioned Mr. Loring 
in the line of duty would never have 
been forced by his sense of duty to 
reveal to his colleagues the possibili- 
ties resulting from a continuance of 
the Beverly policy of neglect of 
Beverly Farms. 

It appears that the feeling in Bev- 
erly Farms relative to the sidewalk 
question continues to increase. For 
years the sidewalks have been a re- 
proach and every effort to obtain re- 
lief by an adequate appropriation 
from the City of Beverly by the 
Ward has been futile. In the fall of 
1911 a determined stand was made, 
by a committee composed of mem- 
bers from the permanent population 
and the summer residents, for a 
larger appropriation for sidewalks 
in Beverly Farms. As a part of the 
campaign for education and to voice 
the public sentiment a public meet- 
ing was held to protest against the 
policy of the City of Beverly rela- 
tive to the sidewalks in Beverly 
Farms. As a result of this protest an 
enlarged appropriation was spe- 
cifically made for sidewalks. This 
appropriation was made six months 
ago. Consequently a second meet- 


ing was held and among other things 
said incidentally, the old qnestion 
of division was mentioned. Mr. Lor- 
ing was invited to hear the commit- — 
tee’s protest and to report on his suc- 
cess in the Board of Aldermen with 
the sidewalk problem. He reported — 
the nature of the protests made to ~ 
him to the Board of Aldermen. In 
the line of duty he also stated that 
if the sidewalks were not forthcom- 
ing that the protestants felt that 
they had a way of escape by means 
of a petition to the legislature for 
division. 


The new method of laying out 
traffic ways for the automobile now 
being tried out at the junction of — 
School, Central and Union streets and’ 
at the Postoffice corner, Manchester, 
is proving successful. Any method 
of regulation which lessens the risks 
of automobiling is an advantage to 
all concerned and is worthy of being © 
tested. If the rules are strictly 
obeyed and enforced there is no ap- 
parent reason why the new plan will 
not succeed and be productive of 
great good. 


Congressman Gardner has placed 
himself on his record as a candidate 
for another term in Washington. 
The planks of his platform are con- 
servative enough to satisfy the care- 
ful, cautious man of the day, and 
progressive enough to keep within 
the bounds of true progress.

It has a beautiful situation 
at the foot of Turner St., overlook- 
ing Salem harbor, and the embower- 
ing trees give to the ancient gray 
mansion, with its acutely pointed 
gables, an air of romance and dig- 
nity.

almost everything from gingerbread 
men, toys and gibralters to really 
beautiful embroidery suitable for 
Christmas presents. 

You can go over the house for 
A competent guide shows 
the rooms furnished with old-fash- 
ioned furniture and the most stolid 
visitor feels a thrill of romance when 
he climbs the secret stairway. | 

This is the ‘‘residence’’ of the set- 
tlement and the grand old rooms 
with their fine paneling owe at least 
part of their charm to the fact that 
they are lived in. 

In the grounds close to the House 
of the Seven Gables, and almost as 
old, stands the Hathaway house dat- 
ing from 1683. It was formerly 
known as the“‘Old Bakery’’ and was 
moved jhere from Washington St. 
about a year ago. It is now used 
for the Settlement clubs and classes. 

In summer the two front rooms 
are furnished with antiqué furniture 
and the guide who sits weaving like 
the Lady of Shallott tells a most in- 
teresting story of the house. Visitors 
are shown in addition the model 
tenement and the club and_ class 
rooms and no one who sees_ this 
building begrudges the 10 cents ad- 
mission which helps to earry on this 
work. 

Tea is served under the grape ar- 
bor and from there the visitor can 
look across the beautiful garden, 
which lies between the two 17 cen- 
tury houses, to the harbor beyond. 


Surely this is a scene which cannot 
be duplicated on this side of the At- 
lantie. 


Tales of the Moths. 

Great patches of brown, five or 
six feet long and as wide as the 
trunks or limbs of the trees, acres 
of fine oaks, maples, and ash, as 
leafless as in January, tell of the 
ravages of the Gypsy moth in the 
Magnolia woods in and _ surround- 
ing the locality of Rafe’s chasm. 
The patches of brown on the trees 
are thousands of caterpillars now 
in a quiescent state, their work of 
destruction done, waiting only for 
the next transition of form to 
emerge from the ‘‘nest’’ as egg-lay- 
ing moths to commence again the 
eyele of their lives. In April we 
saw their nests, late in May the 
hatching of the caterpillars, and 
now on Sunday last we found their 
great army drawn up shoulder to 
shoulder to begin their next sortie. 
And apparently no attempt has 
been made to wipe out or even stay 
this pest—at least in the much fre- 
quented locality referred to. A few 
men just now, could, by torches or 
other means, destroy millions of 
these creatures, massed as they are 
within convenient reach. If noth- 
ing is done the transformed cater- 


pillar, a moth, will fly over areas 


as yet untouched and next year the 
war on the ‘‘Gypsy’’ will be still 
more hopeless. Delay action for a 
few days and the time for effective 
work is past. The moth army has 
drawn in its outlying squadrons 
and its pickets. It is gathered in 
compact masses where the work of 
annihilation is impossible—at least 
to a large extent. Will not some 
one in authority act and act quick- 
ly? <A visit to the locality will con- 
vince a sceptic of the truth of the 
above facts and the need of immedi- 
ate action.

To Enforce Law Relating to Muf- 
flers on Motor Boats. 

That a motor boat, muffled or un- 
muffled which can be heard for a 
distance of 1-2 mile or more is violat- 
ing the law is the substance of a 
ruling given Wednesday of this 
week by Judge Frank E. Dimick of 
the East Boston Police court, at 
which time and place were tried the 
first offenders against the muffling 
law for this season. Captain Hird 
of the Harbor Police had sum. 
monsed in two Boston fishermen on 
the charge of making an unreason- 


able noise, and the trial of the two 
was made a test case. Testimony 
was put in by several officers show- 
ing the amount and character of the 
noise made, and the distance it 
could be heard, and expert testi- 
mony was also introduced showing 
conclusively that mufflers are made 
and sold today which will limit the 
sound to practically nothing, wheth- 
er the engine be high-powered or 
low-powered, without loss of power, 
and at a low cost. Testimony was 
also introduced by means of a dicta- 
phone showing the sound of the ex- 
hausts as recorded by the instru- 
ment upon the police boat, and as a 
result a vivid illustration was given 
the court of the character of this 
disturbance. The men were found 
guilty and the cases were continued 
a month for sentence in order to 
give them an opportunity to secure 
a mutfler satisfactory to the Harbor 
and State Police. 

Further trials and convictions are 
expected to follow in rapid succes- 
sion for many offenders have al- 
ready been caught by the State and 
Salem Police as a result of several 
excursions in Salem and Beverly 
harbors, and the noisiest among 
them have been summonsed into 
court for trial this coming Satur- 
day. The State Police have spent 
several days at Cohasset and vicin- 
ity, and also in and around New- 
buryport, where several violations 
of the law were found. The local 
police in most of the cities along the 
coast have offered to cooperate with 
the State Police and the Motor Boat 
Muffling Association in this move- 
ment and it is expected that from 
now on a vigorous and effective en- 
forcement of this law will follow. 

Under the auspicies of the Motor 
Boat Muffling association it is ex- 
pected to put a large power boat in- 
to service very shortly to be manned 
by officers of the State Police for 
the purpose of cruising the entire 
length of the North and South 
Shores until this nuisance is 
thoroughly stamped out.

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The Ellis Bill Will Remove Unfair 
Out-of-State Competition. 

The Ellis Bill will have a distinct 
tendency to encourage the produc- 
tion of milk in Massachusetts, be- 
cause it will remove one of the un- 
just discriminations now operating 
Massachusetts produc- 
ers in favor of the out-of-state pro- 
ducers. It will put all the produc- 
ers on an equal footing as far as in- 
spection is concerned. 

At present many of the Massa- 
chusetts producers are being in- 
spected by local officials, but the 
out-of-state milk does not receive 
the same degree of inspection. 

The chief purpose of the Ellis 
Bill is to provide for this out-of- 
state! inspection, which will cover 
two-thirds of the milk sold in 
Massachusetts. Of course, it will 
also cover places in the State which 
are not now looked after by local 
officials. 

It would be an absurd duplica- 
tion of effort and expense for each 
of the cities and towns which re- 
eeive milk from New Hampshire, 
for instance, to send an inspector 
through that state. 

The State Board of Health can do 
it much more economieally for all, 
and with its state-wide jurisdiction, 
it can much more effectively keep 
dirty milk out of the Massachusetts 
market. 

Thus the Ellis Bill will remove 
the existing unfair competition, and 
will greatly benefit Massachusetts 
producers. 

This has proved a very powerful 
argument for the Ellis Bill, and ac- 
eounts in large measure for the 
change of sentiment among. pro- 
ducers towards that much misrepre- 
sented measure. Our farmers are 
now coming to realize how benefi- 
cial its passage will be to the milk 
industry of Massachusetts. 


Model Milk Farm at Greenland, N.H. 

Cold Spring Farm at Greenland, 
N. H., is one of the model milk 
farms which is attracting consider- 
able attention. Charles Brackett is 
the manager of the farm and he is 
probably one of the _ best-informed 
men in this section on the conduct 
of a business of this kind. On a 
recent visit to the farm our inform- 
ant saw fifty head of the finest of 
Jersey cows. Mr. Brackett sends 
500 quarts of Jersey milk a day to 
the city of Portsmouth, N. H. One

of the interesting features of the 
plant is the process of cooling the 
milk. As soon as it is obtained from 
the cows it is turned into a strainer 
which flows down over a_ cone- 
shaped tank filled with ice. By the 
time it reaches the milk receivers it 
is cooled to an ice-chilled tempera- 
ture ready for the bottling process. 
It is then packed in bottles in ice 
boxes ready for the carts. The cow 
stable is of conerete and is 100 feet 
long. An enormous hay barn is lo- 
cated on the farm, some mile from 
the cow stable. All the hay is raised 
on the place. A visit to the farm 
at once impresses one with the 
cleanliness of everything. It would 
repay any one interested to visit 
this farm, which is only a short dis- 
tance from Portsmouth. 


New Topographic Map. 

The State of New York and the 
United States Geological Survey, 
working together, are pushing for- 
ward a complete topographic survey 
of New York State. The surveying 
is being done in rectangular units 
known as quadrangles. Each of 
these units of area includes 15 de- 
grees of longitude by 15 degrees of 
latitude, or about 220 square miles. 
The resulting maps are being pub- 
lished by the Geological Survey, and 
the latest of these maps issued is 
that of the Hammond quadrangle, 
lying in the northern portion of the 
State. This is a comparative little 
settled section, although well tra- 
versed by roads. Oswegatchie River 
flows into the east-central portion of 
the area, trending in a southwester- 
ly direction to the village of Oxbow, 
and then making a radical loop and 
flowing back again in a northeast- 
erly direction. It is interesting to 
note, as shown by the map, that if 
desired it would be a comparatively 
small engineering feat to connect 
the two portions of this river by 
canal near the town of Wegatchie, 
so nearly does the river double on 
its course, and thus create an island 
of considerable extent. 

The topographic surveying of the 
area was done in pe 1910 by J. M. 
Whitman and W. S. Morey, of 
the United States ae ie Survey, 
in cooperation with the State of 
New York. The sheet is a fine ex- 
ample of topographic mapping and 
engraving. The seale of the mup is 
1:62,500, or approximately 1 ineh 
to the contour interval is 20 feet.

Manchester Now Has One of Finest 
. Telephone Buildings on 
North Shore. 


In the issue of July 5th the 
Breeze gave a description of the 
new telephone station at Manches- 
ter, telling of the changes made by 
the company toward giving Man- 
chester and Magnolia an up-to-date 
equipment, as well as a new home 
office. Today we present three pic- 
tures showing the new building, the 
operating room and the test room, 
where the wire chief attends to 
many of the troubles which arise 
from time to time. 

Two weeks ago tomorrow night, 
at midnight, the service of over 300 
subscribers with nearly 450 tele- 
phones was almost instantly trans- 
ferred from the exchange on Union

street to the new building on Sum- 
mer street. ‘Those who are ina 
position to know say that it was one 
of the most successful ‘‘cut-overs’’ 
ever made, which means that the 
large force of men who have been 
at work on the system for the last 
month, did a thorough job and that 
their pork was well-nigh perfect. 
All but six or seven lines were in 
working order almost instantly af- 
ter the change was made. What is 
known as the ‘‘light system’’ is now 
in order here,—which means that 
_ the operator at Central is signalled 
as the telephone receiver is removed 
_ from the hook, instead of having to 
turn a crank, © 

The removal to the new office and 
the consequent changes cost the 
company over $60,000. 

The new office was designed to 
meet the telephone needs of Man- 
chester and Magnolia for several 
years.

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YE ELDER BRETHREN 


34th Annual Reunion of Manches- 
ter’s Unique Organization 


Held Wednesday 
(Written by John D. Woodbury 
of Gloucester.) 


A fair sky and a cooling breeze 
greeted the Elder Brethren of Man- 
chester on their thirty-fourth annual 
reunion at the town picnic grounds 
at Tuck’s Point Wednesday, and the 
gathering was in keeping with the 
day. Ninety-five members responded 
to their names, a few of whom had 
never attended the gathering before, 
although most of the company have 
been practically annual participants 
in the outing for a number of years. 

Seven of those present were over 
80 years of age, William Johnson, 
95; William C. Rust, 84; George F. 
Allen, 84; Daniel Allen, 84; Nehe- 
miah C. Marshall, 84; John R. Allen, 
82; and John C. Elliott, 81. 

Among those whose absence was 
conspicuous was the late Delucena 
L. Bingham, for many years the li- 
brarian of the Manchester public li- 
brary, who has passed away during 
the year at the advanced age of 97 
years. 

A few of the members gathered 
at the pavilion early in the forenoon, 
and the larger portion reached the 
grounds long before the noon hour. 
As usual the intervening time be- 
fore the dinner was announced was 
passed in renewing old acquain- 
tances and the recalling of reminis- 
- cences of the days when Manches- 
ter had a high reputation as a 
manufacturing centre, before, as 
one speaker phrased it, ‘‘the fishing 
and farming and furniture making 
had not been superceded by fashion 
with its fads and follies.’’ 

Although practically the lifetime 
of a generation has elapsed since 
the earlier gatherings of the older 
residents of the town for a chowder 
party had erystalized into the forma- 
tion of the association, it is a re- 
markable fact that three of those 
who were present at the first meet- 
ing in 1878 were able to be present 
Wednesday,—George Forster Allen, 
who has been president of the gath- 
erings since their inception, William 
Choate Rust and Arthur M. Mer- 
riam. 

Promptly at 1 o’clock, the hour 
appointed, Chefs Crombie and Bab- 
cock, who have cooked the chowders 
for the gathering for a number of 
years, announced that all was in 
readiness and all present gathered 
about the tables. After the divine 
blessing had been asked by Rev. A. 
G. Warner, pastor of the Baptist 
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church, attention was given to ap- 
petizing fish and clam chowders 
which had been prepared, and which 
by unanimous consent were voted to 
be fully up to the high standard of 
previous years. 

At 2 o’clock President Allen called 
to order, and the members gathered 
in the picnic house fpr the usual in- 
teresting addresses. 

President Allen in opening gave 
a brief account of the origin of the 
organization, which grew from the 
annual custom of a few of the con- 
genial residents of the town indulg- 
ing in a chowder annually at some 
convenient place along the shore. 
The idea of a permanent organiza- 
tion was suggested by the late Capt. 
Charles Fitz, at one of the gather- 
ings, and the idea found great favor 
not only among the residents and 
former residents of the town but 
among the summer people and oth- 
ers connected with Manchester. It 
was at the suggestion of the mem- 
bers of the association that the 
building was erected, and the flag 
staff was a gift from Greeley S. Cur- 
tis. At one of the earlier gather- 
ings a flag was presented bearing 
the motto, ‘‘Elder Brethren,’’ and 
the organization adopted that as its 
title and has since been known by 
that name. 

The report of the secretary, Wil- 
liam J. Johnson, showed that eight 
deaths had occurred during the past 
year, Delucena L. Bingham, the old- 
est resident of the town, Charles 
Hooper, Jacob Cheever, Jesse Pierce, 
Patrick Guinivan of Beverly, Charles 
F. Lee of Beverly, Capt. William H. 
Collins’ of Gloucester and Augustus 
M. Cheever of Beverly. 

The financial condition of the or- 
ganization was reported in good 
condition, the sum of $190 being on 
deposit in the Cape Ann Savings 
Bank, which by vote of the associa- 
tion will be transferred to the cus- 
tody of the Manchester Trust Com- 
pany. 

The old officers of the association 
were re-elected, and it was also vot- 
ed to choose a vice-president, Ed- 
win P. Stanley being elected to that 
position, and M. C. Dodge, John G. 
Haskell and Francis M. Stanwood 
added to the board of directors. 

Deacon Joseph A. Torrey was the 
first speaker. He expressed himself 
as being proud of Manchester, both 
in her earlier days and now when 
the fishing, farming and furniture 
making had given place to fashion 
with its fads and fancies. Princes 
and presidents have been charmed 
by her beauty and dukes and diplo- 
mats have dwelt among her hills and 


shores. Much has been done by 
wealth to add to the beauties which 
nature has endowed by those who — 
come to visit this beautiful snot, and 
all present should cherish their 
birthright. 

The venerable William Johnson, 
the oldest male resident of the town, — 
who is 95 years of age, gave some 
interesting reminiscences of his boy- 
hood, when living with his parents 
in New Hampshire. In 1825 General 
Lafayette came to Boston to assist 
in the laying of the corner stone of © 
Bunker Hill monument and after-— 
wards made a tour of the country 
with President Jackson, who went — 
from Concord to Porthmouth. His ~ 
father then kept a toll-gate in Ep- 
som, and his mother dressed him as 
a soldier and he was at the gate 
when the party came along. Presi- — 
dent Jackson asked to shake hands 
with him and pressed a $5 gold 
piece into his palm and General La- 
fayette did the same thing, and he 
felt he was the richest boy in New 
Ifampshire. Ile was now 95 years ~ 
of age and felt strong and hearty, | 
and he attributed his excellent 
physical condition to his custom of — 
eating Graham bread. 

Hon. Robert S. Rantoul of Salem, | 
who is always a welcome visitor at 
the gatherings of the Elder Breth- 
ren, spoke of his pleasure in attend- 
ing. He was absent last year, being 
in Europe, feeling perhaps that he 
had talked himself out the previous 
year. He was interested in the ref- 
erence to Capt. F'tiz, because he lived 
in Gloucester from 1832 to 1859, and 
Capt. Fitz lived there at the same 
time and often took for him small 
ventures on his sailings to South 
America. He remembered at one 
time Capt. Fitz has a consignment 
of a hundred young mules, which ~ 
were placed in a pen, but during the — 
night kicked down the pen and 
wandered about the town, to the 
great joy of the boys. Some of the 
mules were so small that a man could 
easily lift them from the ground. — 
They were safely rounded up and 
taken on board the next morning, — 
but they certainly gave the crew a 
run for their money. - 

Mr. Rantoul gave some interest- 
ing stories of his unique experiences 
abroad. He was in Geneva in 1878 — 
just after the close of the Franco- | 
Prussian war, when the sympatizers 
with the commune were driven from | 
France and settled in Geneva. Later — 
they were allowed to return to 
I’rance and they proposed to cele- — 
brate the event with a grand pro- — 
cession. To this the Genevese ob- 
jected, but at that time a hospital 
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was being erected, and the French- 
men agreed to raise money for the 
_ hospital if allowed to parade. 


Con- 
sent was given and in the proces- 


- gion were large hay racks lines with 


cloth into which people threw their 
coins trom the houses as the proces- 
sion passed. The vast procession 
marched all day with no other music 


than the Marseilles Hymn, the bands 


playing it until they were tired, 
when the people would take it up 
and sing it until the musicians be- 
came rested and recovered their 
wind. 

He also gave an account of a Lon- 
don mob in Hyde Park on a Sun- 
day afternoon. The mob was deter- 
mined that D/’Israeli should not 
speak in opposition to Gladstone, 
who was thought to be favoring 
Russia too strongly. An organized 
band of 500 from the East End were 
there, and as soon as the speakers 
mounted a table would charge up- 
on it and destroy it. Sir Charles 
Dilke and Charles Bradlaugh tried 
to speak by climbing a tree, but 
the gang made it too hot for them 
and the police were powerless, 
to control a crowd of 40,000 people. 
The residents on Park Row barri- 
caded the doors and windows, but 
the crowd was finally broken up by 
a man appearing and piling a cocoa- 


nut on three others started the fa- 


miliar game which our boys play 
with marbles, giving the top cocoa- 
nut to the one who hit it. 

Rey. A. G. Warner spoke eloquent- 
ly of the beauties of Manchester and 
the influence which some particular 
associations have upon our lives. 

Francis M. Stanwood of the sum- 


- mer colony after an amusing narra- 


tion of some incidents of a trip to 
Europe taken by him when a young 
man of 22, gave an interesting ac- 
count of the change in newspapers 
during the past half century. The 
day of the editorial page is gone and 
what is wanted now is the news 
without coloring. Men now form 
their own opinions. The ordinary 
man would go home from a gather- 


ing like this and have hard work to ~ 


write an account of it, but the 
trained reporter will cover the es- 
sential facts in a’stickful. He gave 
an interesting resume of the rela- 
tive standing of the Boston dailies, 
and closed his remarks with a feel- 
ing allusion to the invitation to de- 
liver the address on Memorial Day, 
one of the highest honors of his life, 
and the recent presentation to him 
by Post 67 of a picture 

George L. Gould of Boston, spoke 
briefly, recalling the fact that his 


father was the first master of the 
High school and expressing his 
pleasure at being present. 

Town Clerk Alfred S. Jewett was 
the last speaker, and considered his 
advantages as a boy ahead of those 
of the present generation in that he 
was privileged to hear from the old 
ship captains on a barrel at the store 
the story of their experiences 
abroad. ‘Take for instance his fath- 
er-in-law, the late Captain Thomas 
Leach, who took over to the Czar one 
of the finest ships that ever crossed 
the ocean and was received by the 
chiet financial officer of the king- 
dom These captains frequently 
came in contact with prominent men. 

He considered the laborer of ev- 
ery day as having about the same 
sentiments that the bosses were get- 
ting rich from their labors, but those 
whom the fathers stoned, the sons 
build monuments to. Take the case 
of John Perry Allen who was born 
at what was then known as North 
Yarmouth. He learned to make a 
bureau and he moved up town and 
hired half a dozen other men to make 
them and by and by he had half a 
dozen men busy digging out the 
channel or building a causeway at 
work in various ways. 

It is true that when the panic of 
1837 came followed by a fire he was 
forced to the wall and could not 
meet his notes and had to fail and 
there were some men who perhaps 
did not feel sorry because he had 


been more successful than they and 


had been able to have a better din- 
ner. But it was an honor to him 
that through his labors the town 
was able to send out the skilled 
mechanics which made the pianos in 
Boston and elsewhere. 

He recalled the speeches of Mr. 
Allen in town meeting and how in 
his way he advised his fellow voters 
when he thought things were not go- 
ing right. His talk was perhaps on 
the Quintillian style but he always 
told good advice although it might 
not have been well received. 

He di not know of any. one who 
was filling the place of Mr. Bingham 
and doing a similar work unless it 
was Mr. Stanwood. These men may 
have been idealists and  sentimen- 
talists but their work will abide 
when the more conerete shall have 
passed away. 

In closing the meeting President 
Allen alluded feelingly to the de- 
ceased members and expressed the 
hope that all would be spared _ to 
meet again another year.

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HIGH COST OF LIVING 


The matter of the high cost of liv- 
ing is one that is engaging the at- 
tention to-day of all classes, and for 
the solution of which problem, many 
plans have been advanced. The 
popular conception as advanced and 
fostered by the politicians, is that 
the fault lies with our present tariff, 
and that free trade or a_ scientific 
revision downward would be a pan- 
acea. It is also said that a great in- 
crease in the produetion of gold, a 
material augumentation to the vis- 
ible supply of this metal which 
serves as a basis for all standards of 
value the world over, having takea 
place during the past few years, that 
the purchasing power of a dollar is 
less; hence the necessity of limiting 
the purchasing power by increasing 
the price of materials, thus main- 
taining the relative values. It is 
true, doubtless, that the tariff does 
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‘have a certain bearing on the sub- 


ject, inasmuch as it relates to impor- 
tations. In casting about for a elue 
that will assist in detecting the real 
cause for our present conditions, 
would it not be well to examine in- 
to the world-old law of supply and 
demand. As a nation we are no long- - 
er raising sufficient food stuff to com- 
fortably supply our own people; this 
in the face of an annual increase of 
thousands of immigrants to our pop- 
ulation. Of these thousands less 
than ten per cent. ever reach the 
farms and by their labor add to the 
food supply of the country. They 
become consumers instead of produe- 
ers and when to this reality we 
couple the fact that through ignor- 
ance of modern farming methods, 
and a fancied benefit to be desired, 
that yearly vast numbers of our 
farmers are leaving the farms for the 
city, is it any wonder that we are 
fast reaching a very real crisis, a 
breaking point, in our affairs. Each 
year we import vast quantities of 
food stuffs that we should raise at 
home; each year we import greater 
supplies than the year preceding. 
It would appear logical that the only 
way in which present conditions can 
be rectified is by the expedient of 
inducing more people to turn their 
attention to agricultural pursuits, 
and thus by a greater production 
bring ‘‘supply and demand’’ on a 
more even basis.

WENHAM 


Wenham, is fortunate in having 

an ‘‘Improvement Society.’’ This 
organization, now several years old, 
consists of prominent summer resi- 
dents who band themselves together 
for the betterment of the town. Miss 
Helen Burnham is the honored presi- 
dent and Mrs. Adeline P. Cole her 
efficient assistant- The early active 
ities of the society were along con- 
ventional lines—hbeautifying the 
Town hall grounds, providing shrub- 
bery and landscape decoration at 
the ‘‘triangles’’ where highways in- 
tersect, of which there are seven in 
Wenham. The “‘triangles,’’ former- 
ly eye-sores are now parks of rare 
beauty. The society next proceeded 
to introduce sewing classes for the 
girls of the village and manual 
training instruction for the boys. 
So successful have these proved that 
the latter of them has already been 
taken over by the school committee. 
Believing that the older girls should 
have provision made for organized 
constructive recreational education, 
the society undertook to ‘‘mother”’ 
a girls’ club; and engaged a skilled 
teacher of physical culture to give 
instruction throughout the winter. 
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This effort, at the close of the first 
year, is universally pronounced a 
great success. Feeling that a social 
center would be beneficial to Wen- 
ham, the society occupied an old 


-harness shop, standing beside the 


Village church, for the purpose of 
establishing a tea-room. The struc- 
ture, originally far from attractive, 
has been decorated by architect and 
artist until, a veritable symphony in 
green and white, it is the gem of the 
village. Besides the customary tea- 
room a woman’s exchange depart- 
ment is in operation. Miss Gertrude 
Whitney comes from Simmons col- 
lege, after a course in ‘‘institutional 
management,’’ to assume direction 
of the new work. A line of automo- 
biles standing before the ‘‘room”’ 
each afternoon (except Sunday) is 
a true indication of the thriving 
business doing within. Officially the 
tea-room is ‘‘The Sign of the Tea- 
Kettle and the Tabby Cat.’’ When 
friends hear the tabby-cat purring 
her invitation, they know that the 
tea-kettle contains something worth 
while. Most beneficial of all the 
activities of this philanthropic so- 
ciety is the support of a district 
nurse for Hamilton and Wenham. 
Generous friends in the former town 
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co-operate to render this service 
possible. 

The Wenham church makes an 
effort to serve the summer residents 
in religious things. The church is 
Congregational in its denominational 
affiliations. But, as the only ehurch 
in the village, it keeps denomina- 
tionalism well in the rear. Under 
the leadership of the minister, Rev. 
Frederick Morse Cutler, the work is 
organized in six departments, first of 
all being the ‘‘Department of Social 
Service,’’ whose aim it is ‘‘to create 
in Wenham social conditions favor- 
able for the leading of right lives.’’ 
Then come the departments of Bible 
Study, YMCA, (which aims to help 
the town boys and girls, and has 
great success in winning athletic 
championships, and conducts a troop 
of boy scouts), Missions, Church 
Extension and Membership. The 
church is ancient in point of years 
(nearly three centuries old), but by 
the neat card of mvitation which it 
places in the hands of Wenham's 
visitors and sojourners, it reveals a 
modern spirit.

NE of the most interesting things that the 
traveler sees from the train-window as he 
journeys from Boston to Manchester-by-the- 
Sea, is a big new concrete bridge built over 
the tracks at Norton’s Point, a part of West 


Manchester. Extending more than 350 feet in a long 
graceful span, made up of several arches, the 
bridge is highly or- 
namental. At night, 


when it is lighted up, 
it appears like some 
fairy creation, so grace- 
ful are its lines. 
Despite the fact that 
the structure cost up- 
wards of $30,000, it is 
private property. Ever 
since summer residences 
have made their home 
on the point, the rail- 
road crossing has been 
a problem. There is no 
road that leads to the 
point without crossing 
the tracks and witi 
fast expresses running 
every hour, the early 
residents found a grade 
crossing much too dan- 
gerous an experiment. So they built a bridge. For 
twenty-five years the structure stood and, by means of 
continuous repairs, was kept in good condition. About 
a year ago, however, residents on the point decided 
something more elaborate was needed and the result 
was that W. A. Tucker, George H. Hood and E. C. Fitch 
joined in finaneing the building of this new structure. 
After looking about for some time for a contractor, 
they finally chose the contracting firm of T. J. Hynes 
& Son of Wales, Mass., and a gang of men was put to 
work early last September. The work was rushed all 
winter long and the bridge was turned over to its 
owners, complete in every detail, about two weeks ago. 
The bridge measures 387 feet in length, with a 
eross width of 24 feet and a driveway of 20 feet. Built 
of concrete, it has five reinforced arches of from 30

to 39 feet clear span. The main girder is a solid strip 
of concrete 49 feet long, making it the largest girder 
built under the patents on which the structure is de- 
signed. It is the largest concrete highway bridge in 
Massachusetts and its builders say it will still be stand- 
ing in good condition at the end of 500 years. 

While the whole bridge is an impressive piece of 
work, the balustrades 
that skirt the driveway 
are particularly inter- 
esting. They are mod- 
eled in sections with 
broad spindles and 
heavy stone piers mark- 
ing the sections. At 
regular intervals, on 
both sides of the bridge 
are lamp-posts of elas-. 
sic design surmounted 
by large electric bulbs, 
which are lighted by a 
switch in the garage of 
one of the owners. The 
driveways are of crush- 
ed stone, heavily rolled. 

The bridge was de- 
signed by Walter M. 
Denman, of Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, 
associate engineer in New England of the Luten En- 
gineering Company of Indianapolis, Indiana, under 
whose patents the bridge was built. In matter of grade, 
the bridge is remarkable. Most bridges of this kind 
are built level. But this one has a grade of 10 per cent., 
which is considered a very steep one for that kind of 
a bridge. Yet the grade is so constructed that it is ne- 
gotiated with the least possible expenditure of energy. 

T. J. Hynes & Son are building quite a number of 
such structures throughout New England. Just at 
present the firm is constructing a big dam and power- 
house at Turner Falls, Mass. In the bridge at Norton's 
Point, as well as in many of its other works, it used the 
Knickerbocker brand of Portland cement. The bridge 
required 1,500 ecu. ft., or about 6,000 bags of cement, 
while 75,000 ft. lumber was used in temporary seaftolding.

A RARE OLD PAINTING 


By one of those extraordinary 
chances, which might happen every 
day, or might not happen in a cen- 
tury, a painting of extreme rarity 
and historic interest, has recently 
been discovered, not in Europe this 
time, but right here in Massachu- 
setts, and had it not been for the ac- 
cident of the pieture -falling under 
the eye of Mr. Bernard Berenson, 
the famous art critic, it might have 
still remained in obscurity. 

The painting represents with many 
details, the pomp and ceremony at- 
tendant upon the removal of the 
image of the Holy Virgin from the 
Impruneta to Florence in A. D. 1711, 
and its installation in the famous 
Pitti Palace. A long inscription 
painted upon the panel itself in 
Italian, relates the circumstances of 
the event. It shows the grim old 
stone Pitti in the background, and 
in front of it winds the long eccles- 
iastical procession, with the sacred 
statue being borne under a canopy 
and curiously arrayed soldiers with 
their lances, keeping the crowd back. 

The incription states that the 
wooden panel on which the picture 
is painted, was the very panel up- 
on which the Virgin was carried, 
and it also gives a long list of the 
dignitaries of the Church and State, 
who took part in the ceremony. 

The painting is now owned by Mr. 
Frederick J. White of 74 Sea street, 
Manchester, who came here some 
three or four years ago to spend the 
summer, but finding Manchester so 
much to his liking, determined io

The inactivity of the market still 
continues to be the principal feature.

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‘‘Hiawatha’’ by Indians at 
York, Me. 


Both the summer colony and* the 
year-round inhabitants at York, 
Maine, are going into a big enter- 
prise this summer to rouse the in- 
terest of visitors and natives in the 
preservation of their few tracts of 
woodland, which so far have sur- 
vived the saw mill and the forest 
fires. A ten-day open air perform- 
anee of Hiawatha given by Indian 
players will take place in the woods 
on the bank of a small shady lake. 

These Indians interpret the poem, 
introducing all the songs and dances 
and ceremonial rites, from the fes- 
tivities at the birth of Hiawatha to 
the burial of Minnehaha in a tree. 

One of the New York papers (the 
Sun) called the performance ‘‘The 
real American drama, the Indian 
Passion Play;’’ another paper said 
the Indian players far surpassed 
the Irish Players in simplicity and 
dramatic instinct. 

From the North Shore the dis- 
tance to York is about fifty miles, 
over good roads. A _ tea _ house is 
ready in the woods to refresh trav- 
elers. Parking is arranged for auto- 
mobiles, reserved seats and boxes 
are built and the hour placed con- 
venient to the Boston trains, while 
the trolleys run every few minutes. 
The performances will be given 
daily at 3.30 and 8.30, except Sun- 
day, July 31 to August 10.

The news from the City Hall in 
Beverly that a comprehensive plan 
of sidewalk construction in Beverly 
Farms had been made was like a 
cup of cold water to.a thirsty trav- 
eler, to the residents of Ward Six. 
The Street Commission’s position 
explaining the delay in using the 
appropriation is the inability of the 
residents of the ward to agree on the 
method of sidewalk construction. 
The work will soon be under way. 
Beginning near the depot sidewalks 
will be constructed on the streets 
most frequently used. If the plan 
be adhered to there will be uniform 
sidewalks in Beverly Farms from 
the Manchester line to Beverly 
Cove. The three thousand dollars 
now available will be used and 
Beverly Farms will begin to receive 
some attention from City Hall. 
How Beverly Farms envies the side- 
walk policy and successes in Man- 
chester! The committee of the 
Beverly Improvement Society which 
started the movement for an in- 
creased sidewalk appropriation are 


to be congratulated in obtaining the 
largest sidewalk appropriation Bey- 
erly Farms has ever obtained in any 
one year. But the appropriation is 
for this year only and care should 
be taken that the annual budget for 
some years to come has a sidewalk 
item for Beverly Farms, otherwise 
the fruits of this year’s victory will 
be only temporary. 


Dr. Butler on the Convention 

The analysis of the contests at 
Chicago which nominated President 
Taft, made by President Nicholas 
Murray Butler of Columbia Univer- 
sity is characteristically fair. Such 
sentences as: ‘‘every contest was 
decided fairly and squarely by the 
national committee, and later by the 
committee on credentials, and final- 
ly by the convention itself. The 
country ought to know and all re- 
publican and independent voters 
who feel disposed to support Mr. 
Taft ought to know just what the 
facts are’’ and ‘‘no delegate whose 
seat was in contest was permitted 
to vote on his own ease’’ are illum- 


inating and the high authority 
from which they come will bear 


much weight against the vile twist- 
ings of the facts which have ap- 
peared in yellow journals. 

The hight which Dr. Butler throws 
on the California contest should con- 
vince every thinking citizen who 
will bring to the facts a fair and 
open mind, It will be remembered 
that California is cited by the un- 
named and unborn party as ‘“‘stol- 
en.’’? ‘‘On that question I have not 
an instant’s doubt. To deprive them 
(California delegates) of their seats 
would mean not only that the Re- 
publican national convention is here- 
after to establish the unit rule, with 
all its shocking unfairness, but the 
legislatures in democratic states shall 
have power to dictate how the repub- 
lican convention shall be made up. 
By its action in the California case 
the convention served notice that, 
where presidential preference prim- 
ary laws are enacted, they must not 
attempt to deprive separate congres- 
sional districts of the right of repre- 
sentation to which party law and 
party precedent entitle them.’’ Such 
concise statements of the real facts 
clear the air. The cry of a dishonest 
convention is in keeping only with 
the ward politics of a cheap city. 


The presence of so many Italians 
along the shore, as the result of the 
demand for unskilled labor, pre- 
sents serious obligations to the com- 
munities where they take up their 
residence. Any movement to im- 
prove their lot should be encouraged 
by the public. The only hope of 
America for the future lays in 
inspiring the minds of the young and 
new immigrants with the ideals and 
responsibilities of American citizen- 
ship. 


Ambassador Guild has declined to 
enter the arena and contest the nom- 
ination for the senate. This is in 
line with his previous position of be- 
ing unwilling to be a ‘‘faction’’ can- 
didate. There is every reason why 
ex-Governor Guild should be elected. 
The dignified position which he has 
taken recalls the honorable politi- 
cal contests of other years. 


Congressman Gardner, candidate 
for re-election from this district, has 
declined to run for the senate. The 
congressman has been marked for 
defeat by T. R., but fortunately that 
matter is to be decided by the voters 
of this district. Congressman Gard- 
ner’s return is assured.

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S Fire Warden's Notice 


Town of Manchester, Mass. 


Chapter two hundred and nine of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
eight is hereby amended by striking out 
section one and inserting in place there- 
of the following:—Section 1. It shall 
be unlawful within any city, or within 
any town which accepts the provisions 
of this act, for any person to set a fire 
in the open air between the first day of 
March and the first day of December ex- 
cept by the written permission of the for- 
est warden; that debris from fields, gar- 
dens and orchards, or leaves and rubbish 
from yards may be burned on ploughed 
fields by the owners thereof, their agents 
or lessees; and provided, further, that 
persons above eghteen years of age may 
maintain a fire for a reasonable purpose 
upon sandy or barren land, if the fire is 
enclosed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case such 
fire shall be at least two hundred feet 
distant from any forest or sprout lands, 
and at least fifty feet distant from any 
building, and shall be properly attended 
until it is extinguished. The forest war- 
den shall cause public notice to be given 
of the provisions of this section, and shall 
enforce the same. Whoever violates the 
provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment for not | 
more than one month, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.

The cabinet-work of another  in- 
teresting blind man and basketry of 
‘three men, excellent basket-makers, 
is also. shown. The cabinet-maker, 
Mr. Robertson, of Lynn, is a man 
who was a skilled workman before 
he lost his sight ten years ago and 
he greatly enjoys making new ven- 
tures in cabinet-work by touch. One 
very simple little article made by 
‘ him this season is window wedges, 
in mahogany and white enamel.

Production of Coal in Kansas. 

The production of coal in Kansas 
in 1911 was 6,254,228 short tons, 
valued at $9 645,572, according to a 
statement made public by E. W. 
Parker, of the U. 8. Geological Sur- 
vey, compiled from data collected 
by the Federal Survey and the Kan- 
sas Geological Survey. 

In proportion to its coal produc- 
tion Kansas suffered more than any 
other State in the Mississippi Valley 
region from the labor troubles in 
1910, the decrease from the output 
for 1909 being 29.56 per cent. and 
the production being the lowest dur- 
ing the last decade, 4,921,451 short 
tons, valued at $7,914,709. The pro- 
duction in 1911 increased 1,322,777 
short tons, or 27.08 per cent, in

quantity and $1,730,863, or 21.87 
per cent, in value. This, however, 
was not enough to bring the total up 
to normal, for the production in 
1911 was nearly 50,000 tons less 
than the average production of the 
preceding five years, which included 
the greatly reduced tonnage of 1910. 

In 1910 there were 12,870 men em- 
ployed in the coal mines of Kansas, 
and of these, 10,346, or 80 per cent, 
were idle during the six months’ 
strike. The average number of 
working days in that year was 148. 
The average production for each 
man was 382 tons for the year, or 
2.585 tons a working day. In 1911 
there were 11,625 men employed for 
an average of 189 days, the average 
production for each man being 538 
tons for the year or 2.85 tons a day. 

The major part of the coal out- 
put of Kansas is used for locomo- 
tive fuel and some of the larger 
mines are operated by the fuel de- 
partments of the railroads or by 
companies affiliated with the trans- 


portation interests. None of the 
product of such mines is marketed 
commercially. 


What is true of shooting coal off 
the solid in the other States of the 
Mississippi Valley region applies 
with equal force to Kansas. Out of a 
total of 5,188,158 short tons for 


which the methods of mining were — 


reported to the Geological Survey 
for 1911, the quantity of coal shot 
off the solid was 4,665,140 short tons, 
or 89.9 per cent.

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University of California Medal. 

On the first of June, 1911, the 
University of California instituted 
a competition for a new design for 
its medal established in 1871, to be 
annually awarded ‘‘to the most dis- 
tinguished scholar of the graduating 
class.’’ The requirements as to the 
design were as follows :— 

The obverse of the medal may be 
of whatever design the individual 
competitor desires. The reverse 
should bear the following words: 
‘‘ Awarded by the University of Cali- 
fornia (insert name) the most dis- 
tinguished student of the class of 
(insert year). ‘‘This inscription may 
be arranged in such a manner and 
with such accompanying decoration 
as the competitor may desire. 

The first prize was awarded to 
Mr. Roger Noble Burnham, of Bos- 
ton and Magnolia, who describes his 
design for the obverse as follows :— 

The obverse shows the seated fig- 
ure of a youthful student, physical- 
ly well developed, as many of our 
University students are, or should 
be. On the back of the bench on 
which he is seated is the inscription 
‘“‘The seat and channels of our 
learning.’’ The ‘‘seat of learning”’ is 
represented by a view of the Mining 
building, a home of instruction. In

bols I have grouped all the ‘‘chan- 
nels of learning’’ under three main 
heads :—the Natural Sciences, rep- 
resented by the magnifying glass;

The medal has recently been com- 
pleted, and the size is 67mm.

This ‘‘ University Med- 
al’’ was first conferred in 1871, and 
among the names of those who have 
received it are many of graduates 
who have achieved distinction as en- 
gineers, attorneys, physicians and 
merchants. On eight occasions it 
has been awarded to women. The 
first recipient of the new medal 
(struck in gold) was Lester Seward 
Ready, from Ventura, of the Col- 
lege of Mechanics.

Iowa in 1911 was 7,331,648 short M _ 
tons, valued at $12,663,507, accord- y 
ing to a statement just issued by E. 
_ W. Parker, of the United States 
Geological Survey, compiled from 
data collected by the Federal Sur- 
vey and the lowa Geological Survey. 

The strike of 1910, which stopped 
_ production in most of the mines in 
_ the States of the Middle West for 
the greater part of six months, 
lasted in Iowa for only six weeks, 
and the production in that State in- 
creased over that of the preceding 
year instead of decreasing. In 1911 
the production of Iowa showed a 
decrease of 596,472 short tons in 
quantity, and $1,240,406 in value. 
Prices were fairly well maintained 
and the average for 1911 was only 
2 cents less than that for 1910, 
which was the highest recorded in 
recent years. Iowa is not one of 
the more important manufacturing 
States, its population depending 
chiefly upon agriculture, and the 
markets for its coal, outside of that 
taken by the railroads, are largely 
in rural communities and cities of 
moderate size. Most of the coal 
produced comes from mines with 
capacities ranging from 50,000 to 
150,000 tons. The growth of the 
coal-mining industry is fairly indi- 
eative of the increase and prosperity 
_ of the population: It has been rela- 
tively steady, without violent fluc- 
tuations. The number of men em- 
ployed in the mines of Iowa in 1911 
was 16,599, who worked an average 
of 203 days and produced an aver- 
age of 441.7 tons. The time lost by 
reason of strikes was about 0.7 per 
cent. of the time made and did not 
affect the total production. 

In Iowa, as in the other States of 
the Interior Province, shooting coal 
off the solid is practiced to an un- 
fortunate degree. Of the 6,171,995 
tons for which the mining methods 
were reported to the Geological Sur- 
vey, the quantity shot off the solid 
was 5,017,108 short tons, or 81.3 per 
cent.

Garden Entrances 


By MARY H. NORTHEND 


OW MANY people think of preparing a suit- 
able entrance for their garden! Yet the visit- 
or’s first impression is often the one which 
proves most abiding, and even the owner, 
who knows each nook and corner so well, will 

find his pleasure enhanced, if he approaches his garden 
through an attractive vista. 
This fact is well worthy to 
claim the attention of the 
garden lover, but for some 
reason the point is frequent- 
ly overlooked. The garden 
is a jewel, a beautiful flaw- 
less gem, that requires a 
suitable setting. Nothing 
else can give its beauty the 
same crowning touch to be 


found in appropriate sur- 
roundings. 
The careful preparation 


of an entrance is a scheme 
which can be carried out in 
even a small garden plot, 
but of course the treatment 
must be varied to suit the 
individual case, and the 
same method would not be 
suitable for both an Itahan 
garden and a Grandmother’s 
posy-bed. Much depends, 
too, upon environment, and 
whether the garden lies in 
the midst of open lawns or 
erowding brick blocks. 

A successful garden en- 
{ance gives glimpses of fas- 
cinating pictures in brilliant 
colors, impelling us strongly 
to enter and explore the 
eharms within. Even the 
simplest floral display gains 
added charms if it can be 
approached through portals which, while in themselves 
attractive, also suggest further beauties beyond, lying 
half revealed. The harmonious setting leads us into 
flower land through a pleasing vista, whose charms are 
half individual and half sympathetic. 

For this reason, the arch or geteway is often an ideal 
entrance. Easily made, it lends itself to simple adorn- 
ment, with a facile grace. A simple trellis-work will 
support rambler roses, wistaria, or the rapid growth of 
Virginia creepers. 

Instead of a wooden trellis, wire netting may be 
used, by fitting it out with strong supports, to uphold 
the weight of the climbing vines. 

Ordinary iron gas-pipe is excellent for this purpose, 
being very strong, easily bent into the arched form, 
and at the same time sure to keep the given shape and 
position. 

Sometimes the arch theme is expanded into a little 
rustic summer house, often fitted with a rustic gate at 
each end, and with rustic seats upon each side, the en-

trance to the garden being between the seats and through 
the gateway at each end. This structure is of course 
beautified with climbing vines and often with shrubbery 
or a biennial border. 

Where the garden is enclosed with a hedge, -the 
little wicket gate with its arch above is wholly charm- 
ing. There is a privacy combined with simplicity about 
this arrangement which 
promises much for the en- 
joyment of the enclosure. 

Where the walls are neces- 
sarily of brick or stone, or- 
namental gateposts to which 
gates may or may not be 
hung, add much to the beau- 
ty of the entrance. These 
posts may be of brickwork, 
of granite blocks, of stucco, 
or of cobblestones. It is a 
pretty scheme to leave the 
top hollow, so that it may 
be filled with earth, and 
planted with bright flowers 
and trailing vines. 


garden entrance must con- 
form in their appearance to 
the house and grounds. The 
entrance to a formal garden 
may well be a stately flight 
of stone steps, with broad 
low treads, flanked by digni- 
fied evergreens, trimmed in- 
to formal shapes. There is 
something fascinating about 
gaining glimpses, step by 
step, of the beauties just 
ahead, but. not yet wholly 
revealed. A formal garden 
gains much by this touch of 
distinction, and it matters 
not whether it may bea 
sunken garden, or one located upon a terrace height, 
above the level of the other home grounds. Inequality 
of surface is the only requirement which renders the 
use of the stairway appropriate. 

Where inequalities of surface are treated with an 
eye to landscape effect, a rustic bridge makes a very 
pretty garden entrance. It is not necessary that it 
should be built over water, although thisgcan often be 
contrived in connection with a lily pord or larger 
water garden. It can be constructed across a shallow 
dry ravine, and draped in climbing roses and luxuriant 
vines. 

The wood of the locust and cedar will be .found 
most durable for such constructions, and the foundation 
posts of bridges and arbors must be carefully set upon 
a stone bedding, well below the frost line. <A little eare 
at the outset will save much disappointment latter on. 
All rustic work has the bad fault of showing repairs 
when new wood is put in place of that which has erum- 
bled, but if the structure has been properly covered with 


The size and style of the 
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pink, is a standard old variety, which can be relied upon 
to give good satisfaction. 

Two flowering vines whose beauty leaves little to 
be desired are the Wistaria and the Trumpet Creeper. 
They ought always to be planted together, but they 
rarely are. There is a charm so dreamy and _ poetic 
about the one, and a beauty so glowing and fervent 
about the other, that they seem fitting mates to drape 
an archway or to conceal the monotony of a wall sur- 
face. They are both perfectly hardy and when planted 
together form a fine continuation of bloom. The early 
loveliness of the Wistaria also successfully covers the 
very late foliation which is the Trumpet Creeper’s only 
failing.

Hidden down among the great 
rocks in front of ‘‘Rockledge,’’ the 
beautiful summer residence at Mag- 
nolia of J. Harrington Walker of 
Detroit, is a swimming pool, where 
the children and guests of this fam- 
ily perform all kinds of diving and 
swimming stunts daily, under the 
watchful eyes of their parents and 
maids. This is a most novel con- 
struction and declared by the few 
favored ones who have had an op- 
portunity to inspect it to be the 
ideal of its kind. Nearly  every- 
thing about the pool is natural. 
The steps leading from the house 
have been chipped out of the rocks 
and the basin is a natural hollow 
with the exception of the fact that 
a few crevices have been cemented to 
make the pool watertight. The pool 
is triangular in shape, about 20 feet 
in length, 15 feet wide at the broad- 
est end and five feet deep. The bot- 
tom is painted white, and diving 
places have been made by chipping 
out flat pieces along the sides. Mr. 
Walker has erected a little rustic 
settee at an advantageous spot and 
has placed an iron railing along the 
steps leading into the pool. In. for- 
mer years there was no. way to draw 
off the water, but this year a 
new outlet which has been installed 
allows the pool to be cleaned as oft- 
en as necessary. At high tide, the 
water comes up and fills the pool 
and it remains filled, thus allowing 
Mr. Walker’s children and guests 
an opportunity to swim any time 
during the day regardless of the tide. 
Aside from the swimming pool, the 
Walker children have the finest ten- 
nis court to be found at Magnolia, 
Mr. Walker and his wife being es- 
pecially interested in the athletic 
training of their sons and daughters. 
““My children,’’ says Mr. Walker, 
“take great delight swimming in 
this pool constructed among the 
rocks on the shore in front of my 
summer home.

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ST. JOSEPH’S CHAPEL, MAGN OLIA 


Preparations are being made for 
the dedication sometime this month 
of St. Joseph’s Chapel, the new 
Jatholhe chureh at Magnolia. 

The Catholics have held services 
at Magnolia for a number of years, 
worshipping in Library hall, a priest 
from St. Ann’s chureh being as- 
signed for early morning service. 

A year ago Patrolman Martin J. 
Burke conceived the idea of making 
a canvas among the summer resi- 
dents to secure a lot for a Catholic 
ehurch. This he did after consulta- 
tion with Fr. Dwyer at Gloucester. 
The result was that not only was 
enough money secured for a lot, but 
also enough money was in hand to 
start building the edifice itself. 

Accordingly a lot was secured in 
the rear of Norman avenue, about 
three minutes walk from the centre 
of the Magnolia summer colony. The 
lot on a corner of two roads is ample 


in capacity for present and 
spective needs. 

Plans were secured and the build- 
ing continued. The design is Gothic 
of the Elizabethan period. The 
ground plan is about 46 by 90. For 
about nine feet from the ground 
split granite, peculiar to the local- 
ity, is used, the continuance of the 
walls for 16 feet . being  half-tim- 
bered stucco. A small tower is on 
the westerly end, and the whole har- 
monizes with the woodland — sur- 
roundings. The church accommo- 
dates about 500. 

Inside the finish is in mission style 
North Carolina wood being used. In 
the rear of the body of the church is 
the pastor’s retiring room with ac- 
cessories. There is a small cellar, 
where a heater may be installed if 
wanted, although the church is de- 
signed for use only in summer. 

The grounds have been graded

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and everything about the edifice is in 
finished condition. The entire cost 
was about $18,000, and while the 
chapel is not free from debt it is 
expected to be before long. 

The architect of the building was 
HK. P. Graham of Boston, who was 
the most successful competitor for 
the design for the new City hall to 
be built in Boston, and the contractor 
was Dennis C. Ballou of Magnolia.

Fire Warden's Notice 


Town of Manchester, Mass. 


Chapter two hundred and nine of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
eight is hereby amended by striking out 
section one and inserting in place there- 
of the following:—Section 1. It shall 
be unlawful within any city, or within 
any town which accepts the provisions 
of this act, for any person to set a fire 
in the open air between the first day of 
March and the first day of December ex- 
cept by the written permission of the for- 
est warden; that debris from fields, gar- 
dens and orchards, or leaves and rubbish 
from yards may be burned on ploughed 
fields by the owners thereof, their agents 
or lessees; and provided, further, that 
persons above eghteen years of age may 
maintain a fire for a reasonable. purpose 
upon sandy or barren land, if the fire is 
enclosed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case such 
fire shall be at least two hundred feet 
distant from any’ forest or sprout lands, 
and at least fifty feet distant from any 
building, and shall be properly attended 
until it is extinguished. The forest war- 
den shall cause public notice to be given 
of the provisions of this section, and shall 
enforce the same. Whoever violates the 
provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than one month, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.

In these three 
series there will be three boats on 
each side, each boat of the winning 
side to receive a cup. The side hav- 
ing the best total percentage of its 
three boats wins the cups. Three 
cups are offered in each series and 
the races will be started at 10 o’clock 
on the morning of Tuesday, August 
6; Wednesday, August 7; Thursday, 
August 8, and Friday, August 9. 
The races for the 18-foot knock- 
abouts will be sailed under the rules 
of that association and there will be 
a time limit of four hours. The other 
two match races will be sailed under 
the Corinthian Yacht Club rules and 
there will be a time limit of three 
hours each. 

The regular mid-summer series of 
the Corinthian Yacht Club .will be 
sailed on August 7, 8, 9 and 10, with 
the following classes: 46-footers, 
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38, 31, 25, 20 and 17-foot classes, 
first special class, second special 
class, sonder class, 18-foot knock- 
about, catboat, dory, 15-foot, Man- 
chester One Design, Nahant Bug, 
EK. Y. C., C. Y. C., Duxbury. 

Interclub classes A, B, C, 8S, H.. 
special races for small classes have 
been arranged as follows: Hull 15- 
foot Class, Hingham 15-foot, Alpha 
dory,, beach comber dory, handicap 
boats under 16 feet water-line, 
Pleon Yacht Club Class. For the 
motor boats there will be racing all 
four days, in the following classes: 
Cabin power boats, interclub; open 
power boats, interclub; open and 
cabin power boats, special class; 
speed boats, special class. 

On Saturday morning at 11 
o’clock will be held a ‘‘bang-and-go- 
back’’ race for motor boats, for 
which a cup is offered as first prize, 
$7 as second prize and $5 as third 
prize. All boats will start from 
starting line, going at full speed. 
Outside the harbor off Half-way 
Rock will be the committee boat, 
flying a large Corinthian Club flag. 
When the boats are scattered all 
over the bay the flag will be low- 
ered and the boats race to the finish 
line; the first one to cross the finish 
line wins. To make the race a suc- 
cess, the fast boats must go at full 
speed, so that when the flag is low- 
ered they will be a mile or so outside 
the committee boat, and slow boats 
a mile or so inside; then when they 
turn and race for the finish the 
slow boats will have a mile or so 
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handicap and all kinds of boats will 
finish near together. Boats obvious- 
ly going at a slower speed than they 
are capable of on the way out, be- 
fore the flag on the committee boat 
is lowered, will be disqualified.

NEXT TO MEN’S CLUBHOUSE 


BEVERLY FARMS MINISTER MAKES STATEMENT AS TO 
MOVE OF CHURCH INSTRUCTING ITALIANS IN ENGLISH 


The inauguration of the new de- 
partment for the purpose of instruct- 
ing Italians in English, in the Bever- 
ly Farms Baptist church, calls for a 
statement of its origin and purpose. 

For a number of weeks an enter- 
prising. young [Italian had _ been 
teaching a group of fellow work- 
men the elements of the English lan- 
guage in their home. Having re- 
ceived his own instruction in a pub- 
lic school in Boston, in a day school 
first and later in an evening school, 
he quickly realized the purpose of 
this American institution and ap- 
plied to the local member of the 
School Committee, James B. Dow, 
for a class room. The request was 
received courteously and sympa- 
thetically. There is nothing that 
would have pleased Mr. Dow more 
than to have been able to have 
opened the school and supplied a 
teacher. Unfortunately for the rea- 
sons, namely, that during the sum- 
mer season there is no janitor ser- 
vice, that there are no funds avail- 
able for light, heating or instruction 
and the possibility of finding a com- 
petent person to be in attendance, 
made a declination the only answer 
possible under the circumstances. 

After an informal conference with 
the leading men of the church and 


the pastor, the local member _ re- 
ferred the young men to us. They 
wish to learn English. We wish 


them to learn English because it 
must be the open door to future 
~ Amerieanization. Accordingly the 
use of the building four nights in 
the week has been formally granted 
to them by the pastor and his ad- 
visory board. There was no- other 
course open to us in view of our 


Christian sympathies and our de- 
sire to be useful in the community 
and to be consistent with our al- 
truistie ideals. 

The church advisory board is un- 
animous in their willingness to open 
the church. Everything is to be 
done that we can do.to assist these 
young men and the classes are con- 
fined to the study of English. 

The launching of an enterprise of 
this sort is entirely new to this part 
of the country. I know of no other 
church which has attempted this 
type of community work. Because 
it is new is no reason why it should 
not be tried. 

The success of the classes is en- 
titrely, problematic, resting in no 


‘small degree upon conditions entire- 


ly beyond our control, the willing- 
ness of the men to learn and their 
steadfastness of purposes. We are 
determined, however, to do our part 
and help them all that we can to 
learn English. Willing workers 
among the men have already re- 
sponded and have proven them- 
selves valuable helpers. The class 
has been meeting for two weeks now 
and it is hoped that in the future 
it may continue. It is the spirit of 
this church to serve the community 
as best-it may and we have wel- 
comed this opportunity to express 
our good will to our Itatlian broth- 
ers and give tangible expression to 
our faith in man.

, died at her late home situated 
1 a beautiful old hill overlooking 
he sea in Rockport on Wednesday 
m¢ ering at 7 o’clock. While her 
ath was not unlooked for, her de- 
cease was nevertheless sudden. She 
¥ d awakened that morning re- 
reshed and happy and when the 
nurse came with her morning meal 
found she had passed away. She 
Was a charter member of Preston 
RC, of Beverly Farms, in which 
she had taken an active part, and 
y was much devoted to that organiza- 
tion. The funeral services were held 
at her late home in Rockport this 
afternoon conducted by Rev. Clar- 
ence S. Pond, pastor of the Beverly 
= ‘arms Baptist church, assisted by 
Rev. Mr. Barton, pastor of the Uni- 
versalist church of Rockport. A 
large number of friends from Bever- 
ly Farms were in attendance, inelud-

ment was made in the cemetery in 
Rockport. 

Her husband is now eighty years 
of age, and his loss is a great one, 
but he is bearing up bravely and 
has the sympathy and kindly in- 
terests of his hosts of friends.

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Webster was born in Quincy 74 years 
ago where at that time her father 
had interests in the granite business 
of that place.

Insects in Relation to the Dying of 
The Chestnut Trees 

The importance of having the best 

information that can be secured on 

the subject of insects in their relaxa- 

tion to the chestnut led the Secre- 

tary of Agriculture to project an ex-

tensive investigation through the 
Branch of Forest Insects of the Bu- 
reau of Entomology. 

General investigations since 1893 
have shown that more than 450 spe- 
cies of insects inhabit the chestnut. 
While all of these are not destruc- 
tive, some are especially so. One, 
the so-called two-lined chestnut bor- 
er, is directly responsible for the 
death of more timber, perhaps, than 
all the others combined. This is a 
small, elongate ‘beetle, which flies 
in May and June and deposits eggs 
on the bark of living and dying 
chestnuts, oak, beech, and ironwood 
in the Southern, Middle, and East- 
ern States. The elongate, slender 
larvae mine in the inner bark and 
outer wood in such a manner as to 
girdle the trees. When they at- 
tained their full growth they trans- 
form to the adult stage in the outer 
wood, or bark, to emerge the follow- 
ing spring and repeat the process. 
Investigations have shown that it 
can be conta by disposing of 
the infested trees in such a man- 
ner as to destroy the bark on the 
main trunks during the fall and 
winter months. 

The extensive dying of the chest- 
nut in the Southern States during 
the last century, where the chestnut 
blight disease was not. known to oec- 
cur, together with extensive investi- 
gations in this region, indicate that 
there are a number of agencies of 
destruction which must be investi- 
gated before the problem of pro- 


tecting the chestnut can be solved. 

In some sections of the South 
where more than fifty years ago the 
chestnut trees were abundant, very 
few are present today. Observations 
by Dr. A. D. Hopkins, in charge of 
Forest Insect Investigations, during 
tke past twenty years in the appala- 
chians show a widespread death of 
both chestnut and chinquapin during 
tle period. 

In order that investigations may 
be extended in all sections where the 
cl! estnut grows, owners of timber 
sl ould report to the Bureau of En- 


Railway Business for May 

For the month of May the net op- 
erating revenue of the railways de- 
clined five and five-tenths per cent 
per mile of line as compared with 
May 1911, and that for May 1911 
was four and eight-tenths per cent 
liss than for May 1910. This is the 
salient fact of the monthly summary 
of the Bureau of Railway Econo- 
mics, compiled from the reports of 
the railways to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and embracing 
ninety per cent of the steam railway 
mileage of the country. 

The total operating revenues were 
$226,109,262, an increase of $7 per 
mile of line over May 1911. The. 
operating expenses were $161,368,- 
677, an increase of $24.29 per mile of 
line, while the net operating revenue 
was $64,740,585, a decrease of $17.23 
per mile of line. Taxes amounted for 
the month to $9,897,301, or $45 per 
mile, an increase of nine and two- 
tenths per cent. 

The decrease in net operating 
revenue was most severe for the 
Eastern group of railways, amount- 
ing to eleven and nine-tenths per 
cent. For the Southern group it in- 
creased four-tenths of one per cent, 
and for the Western group less than 
one-tenth of one per cent. The ag- 
gregate of the net operating revenue 
for the eleven months of the fiseal 
year, and also for the five months 
of the calendar year, when measured 
per mile of line, shows a decrease 
in comparison with the correspond- 
ing periods of the previous year.

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SOME INTERESTING OLD TIME WALL

No mementoes of early days afford a more interest- 
ing study than do the wonderful landscape papers still 
to be found on the walls of Colonial homes. They stand 
mute reminders of a bygone age, their patterns depict- 
ing scenes of historical import, and each possesses a 
glamour of mystery that evokes the wonderment of 
present day beholders. 

Salem, rich in old-time relies, possesses several ex- 
amples of these fine old papers. Many of them have 
been on the walls since the date of errection, while some 
few have been discovered in recent years, during periods 
of renovation. One such was unearthed in the Safford 
house when a great mirror was taken down to allow of 
a room being repapered. The entire panel back of the 
mirror was covered with a scene depicting the romance 
of Cupid and Psyche, evidently a remnant of the room’s 
first wall covering that had escaped effacement owing 
to its location. Its coloring was still fresh, and the 
panel showed intact, so it was decided to preserve it, 
and the old mirror was again hung in place. This paper 
was designed by Lafitte, and executed by Dufour, about 
a century ago, and consisted of 26 breadths, each five 
feet seven inches long by twenty inches wide. The de- 
sign was divided into twelve panels, and represented the 
marriage of Cupid and Psyche, Psyche’s lack of faith, 
and the sad consequences thereof. 

The walls of another room in this same home show 
a paper which was put on more than a hundred years 
ago, depicting scenes from an English hunt each panel 
handsomely colored in finely blended tones. Im the first 
is shown the huntsmen in bright red coats seated astride 
prancing steeds, with yelping hounds eager for the start 
beside them, the coloring of the whole emphasized by 
the soft tones of the contrasting greens and browns of 
the forest background. Then comes the run over hill 
and dale, on past cottages where wondering tenants 
gape in open-mouthed admiration, followed by the bring- 
ing of the stag to bay, the jubilation over the capture, 
and finally the feast upon the greensward, showing the 
huntsmen with their ladies fair. 

In the hallway of the old Andrews house, now the 
residence of City Solicitor Coolidge, is to be seen one 
of the rarest of old-time papers, the work of Bartol, the 
famous decorator. It is entirely hand-painted, and 
though Time has somewhat dimmed the brightness of its 
coloring, it is still wholly distinct. It depicts landscapes 
and waterfalls, and the effect of its mellowed and ex- 
quisitely blended tints is most attractive. 

In a chamber of this same dwelling, a quaint paper 
of ancient pattern until recently adorned the walls, be- 
ing the original covering, and numbering several years 
over a century of service. It was arranged in four 
separate patterns, all taken from Nature, repeated in- 
definite order around the four walls, and constituted 
probably the quaintest chamber wall hanging in New 
England. When it was removed a short time ago, a 
connection of the Andrews family sent for a bit of it to 
serve as a pattern, and had it reproduced by Bumstead. 
The reproduction now adorns a room in her home. 

The occupant of another Salem residence a while

ago discovered in her attic rolls of old paper which > 


upon investigation proved to be one of the three rarest. 
known varieties. It is the Don Quixote pattern, depict- 


ing scenes from the adventures of this well-known 


character, beginning with his setting forth in quest of 
glory with his faithful steed, Sancho Panza, and con- 
tinuing on through his adventures to his return, a sad- 
der and a wiser man. This paper had been stored away 


for nearly half a century, but it appears today upvn 


the walls of one of the rooms as fresh as when it was 


brought from over the seas in the hold of some cumber-— 


some merchantman. Its soft, harmonious grey tones 
present the different scenes with wonderful distinctness, 
and the effect is picturesque in the extreme. 

The Henry K. Oliver house shows a very ancient 
wall covering in the parlour, representing Venetian 
scenes, and in another Salem dwelling, rolls of wonder- 
ful old French paper are preserved, which have never 
been used. But perhaps the most fanciful and romantic 
of all Salem papers is that selected by an old Salem 


merchant, and still seen on the walls of his beloved — 


residence, This man amassed a fortune when he reached 
middle age, and he invested a part of it in the erection 
of a mansion on Derby street, from the cupola of which 
he could watch his ships come in and anchor at Derby 
wharf. His parlour he had papered in a specially de- 
signed pattern, representing scenes from his own life, 
and the various panels tell a story as eventful as any 
that the masters of fiction have been able to conceive. 
First is shown his birthplace, a lowly thatched cottage 
in a little town over the seas, and then follows represen- 
tations of his adventures and struggles, ending in the 
culmination of his hopes, the final scenes showing his 
new mansion, his wharves, and his ships. 

Romance is rarely connected with wall paper, yet 
the old-time patterns are permeated with it. This is 
especially true of those shown in the Wheelwright house 
and in the Perry house, both of which are situated in 
Newburyport, in the old Lee mansion at Marblehead, 


and in the headquarters of the Colonial Dames of > 


Massachusetts. The last named refers to ‘‘ Dorothy Q’s”’ 
bridal paper, on which Cupids and Wenuses disport 
themselves as gaily as in 1775, and the crimsons and soft 
blues of the coloring have lost none of their freshness 
in the interim. 

The Lee mansion abounds in beautiful landscape 
papers, produced in tones of grey and brown, outlined 
in black, most of which are excellently preserved. In 
the large hall, shades of grey predominate. Landscapes, 
arranged like framed pictures, alternate with heraldic 
devices, the whole executed with great clearness of out- 
line. In other apartments castles with lawns and shrub- 
bery are represented, as well as rivers with sailboats 
upon their surface and figures upon their banks. All 
have a fitting Colonial setting, and are wholly in har- 
mony with the charm of this fine old home. 

The Wheelwright house shows a rare old paper 
showing Venetian scenery, and another which depicts a 
chariot race. The latter is particularly clear in outline, 
and decidedly amusing in character, showing that the 
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Ff rtistic 


artist responsible for it possessed temperament 
imagination 

The Perry house has on the drawing room walls a 
paper which is as rich in coloring as the day it was put 
on, and which illustrates the adventures of Telemachus, 


and 


as related in the sixth book of Fenelon’s narrative. 
Similar paper is to be found in the hall of Andrew 
Jackson’s old home, ‘‘The Hermitage’’ near Nashville, 
Tennessee. 
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Another interesting relic of old-time wall paper is 
a sample taken from the home of ‘‘Lord’’ Timothy Dex- 
ter, Newburyport’s most eccentric character, and now 
carefully preserved in the residence of Mr. Thomas 
Procter of Topsfield. 

These are but a few of the many finé old papers with 
which New England abounds, and a study of their char- 
acteristics, and an understanding of their purport, is a 
diversion that is well worth while.

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roche, holds the attention of the observer. 
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The appreciation of Art objects of Oriental origin 


_and design is an ever increasing one amongst American 
Collectors. 


Not the least sought after are the wonder- 
examples of hard stones which are found in so many 
varying colors and which have been so skilfully wrought 
by the artists of the Orient. 
It is seldom one has the opportunity to study at 
close range such superb types as are represented in a 


small collection from Gorer of London and exhibited by 


Dreicer & Company, The Colonnade, Magnolia, Mass- 
achusetts. Harmoniously arranged in a small virtrine 
may be found emerald green jades, blue agate, rose 
erystal, aventurine, sardonyx, crystal de roche, et 
cetera, carved and wrought in symbolic forms and de- 
signs. These pieces were the product of the Eighteenth 
Century and were made during the reign of Kein Lung 
(1736-1795) a great patron of ceramic and glyptiec art 
and under whom many of the greatest examples now in 
European and American collections were made. 
Interesting artistically and historically is a sweet- 
meat box of smoke colored jade, formerly in the collec- 
tion of the late Dowager Empress of (‘hina. It is carved 
in high relief with chrysanthemums and foliage. In 
the centre of the top is depicted the fabulous Feng- 
Huang or Ho Ho bird—the emblem of the Empress. The 
appearance in the sky of this remarkable bird was said 
to portend a long and prosperous reign. A rare and 
beautiful example of green feldspar, carved in the form 
of a carp riding upon the crest of a wave, excites one’s 
admiration. The artist’s inspiration was a happy one, 
as the formation and color of the feldspar suggests the 
translucency and depth of sea water. The carp is sym- 
bolic of power and is frequently depicted in Oriental 


A’ Buddha, carved from one piece of crystal de 
This piece 
is said to be unique. The dignity of line and the repose 
expressed _in the modeling of the face gives the sug- 
gestion of intense introspective thought. Around the 
throat and head-dress is a thin cirelet of beaten gold. 

A remarkable piece of red agate, cut in the form 
of a tree, copies nature so skilfully that one forgets the 
refractory material which the worker had to fashion,

earve and polish. The carving is bold, vigorous and 
full of spirit. Clinging to the branches of the tree are 
bats, symbols of immortality, while the tree trunk is the 
emblem of longevity. 

Altogether the collection numbers about twenty 
pieces, each individual example being a veritable art 
object and full of interest. 

The Chinese were masters of form and technique, 
added to which their poetic and imaginative natures 
gave them a power of expression of great breadth and 
value. Their mythology, religion and folklore were the 
source and inspiration of their efforts. We find con- 
stantly expressed in their art the thought uppermost 
in the minds of the people—the desire for long, happy 
and prosperous lives. 

Among hard stones, probably the most sought after 
and appreciated are the examples of brilliant emerald 
green jade which we find wrought in an infinite number 
of forms and objects. In reality, jade is the National 
emblem of good fortune and its possession is desired by 
all who believe in its power to ward off misfortune. 

That American Collectors have not been behind 
hand in their understanding and love of Glyptie Art 
of Oriental workmanship is evidenced by the extensive 
and beautiful collection made by the late Heber Bishop 
and presented to the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York. The student may spend many profitable 
hours there and with continually increasing enthusiasm 
and admiration for the beauty and charm expressed in 
these objects. Mr. T. B. Walker of Minneapolis bas 
also made a notable collection of hard stones which in 
many respects is said to surpass any other known col- 
lection. Mr. Walker has spent twenty-five years in 
collecting, studying and perfecting his knowledge of 
this engrossing subject. 

There are many other collections of note, but our 
space is too limited to mention them. 

In conclusion, the student and collector is referred 
to the latest and most extensive work on the subject, 
viz: ‘‘Old Chinese Porcelain & Hard Stones,’’ by J. F. 
Blacker & Edgar Gorer. Some two hundred and fifty- 
four recognized masterpieces of cermic and glyptic art 
are here illustrated in color with full descriptions. 


Many of the Oceanside’s patrons much prefer its 
charms in the early fall to those of summer.

In 
fact, many of them are sons and 
daughters of the Revolution, 
thorough Americans, and now Berea 
college is furnishing them with the 
advantages of more metropolitan 
places.

Art Exhibition 


We notice with pleasure an inter- 
esting exhibition of oil sketches and 
paintings at the Y. M. C. A. rooms 
in Gloucester, by Messrs. Perkins 
and Cleveland. Out of about fifty 
numbers a majority of those by Mr 
Perkins are of the coast marine sub- 
jects down on these shores and dis- 
tinctly showing his long familiarity 
with the forms and colors of the surf 
and rocks of this neighborhood. The 
harmony and technique in_ these 
sketches is remarkable, while the 
color is brilliant and clean. Compo- 
sition and line are also noticeably 
a part of the intention in each case, 
giving a balance and earrying out 
the principal idea, showing that 
study given to these questions has 
produced results. 

The landscape and especially the 
Bermuda sketches of Mr. Cleveland 
show fidelity to nature, good com- 
position and edlor. There are 
also several very interesting sket- 
ches from France and the southern 
part of Devonshire in the lot—the 
whole number shown covering some 
six years of Mr. Cleveland’s stay 
abroad while studying under differ- 
ent masters. The exhibition will be 
open all next week until August 17. 
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Many Fear Effect of New Wool Bill 

Manufacturers of woolen goods, 
growers of wool and tariff experts 
recently branched the La Follette 
woolen schedule as an ill-advised 
piece of legislation. They declared 
that it will throw the woolen indus- 
try into a virtual state of panic, will 
cause many mills to shut down and 
will eventually work to the injury 
of American labor, if it is enacted 
into law. 

The wool men agreed that the La 
Follette schedule is most objection- 
able. They pointed out that there 
has been too much tinkering with 
schedule K. The consensus of opin- 
ion was that this country ought to 
maintain its protective policy, thus 
insuring continued prosperity, with 
the mills in operation and with labor 
employed at good wages. 

Theodore Justice, an expert on 
tariff on wool and a wool merchant, 
declared that the La Follette bill is 
confessed by its author to have been 
hastily drawn, and that it is highly 
unsatisfactory to the trade. Mr. 
Justice, by the way, it spending the 
summer on the North Shore, at 
Rockport. 


G. E. WILLMONTON 
ATTORNEY AND 
COUNSELOR AT LAW 


“The La Follette bill was drawn 
in a hurry a year ago,’’ said Mr. 
Justice, “‘and La Follette apologized 
for it stating that it was hastily 
made with their blacksmith’s tools, 
as it were, which was a bald con- 
fession of its infirmities. I want to 
emphasize the importance of La Fol- 
lette’s admission that it was made 
with blacksmith’s tools. One might 
as well take a watch to a black- 
smith for repairs as to make a tariff 
bill hastily. 

‘““Tariff tinkering, in my judge- 
ment has increased the cost of food- 
stuffs in this country. That is one 
reason for the present high cost of 
living. 

‘‘In the administration of Grover 
Cleveland we had a tariff for rev- 
enue, but it did not produce rev- 
enue. As a consequence, Presi- 
dent Cleveland was compelled to 
issue $250,000,000 worth of bonds 
in time of peace. And that is a re- 
markable state of affairs, never be- 
fore experienced. 

‘‘Under the present tariff law 53 
per cent. of all our imports are al- 
ready free. They are mainly arti- 
cles we do not produce—coffee, tin, 
ete. They do not affect American 
labor. The other 47 per cent. of the 
imports are dutiable. They are 
things we do make at home; they 
are articles in which American 
labor is employed in the manufac. 
ture. 


‘““For a tariff for revenue they 
propose now to cut those things 
down, so that involved in this is the 
difference of labor cost of produc- 
tion, which will result in lessening 
the purchasing power of American 
labor. And by taxing the 53 per 
cent. of the products which are now 
free they will increase the cost of 
living, especially as to flesh food 
that is supplied by the sheep and 
mutton. 

“The tariff has increased wages 
35 per cent. (see July report of the 
Bureau of Commerce and Labor) 
since the Dingley tariff act was 
passed in 1907. It has lessened the 
cost of everything made in fac- 
tories, protected industries, every- 
thing from steel rails to clothing.

Summer Home in an Oak Tree 


One of he finest and most remark- 
able trees in Rhode Island is the 
mammoth oak on the estate of Wil- 
lam Barber in the town of Exeter. 
The tree is about eighteen feet in cir- 
cumference at the base and_ five 
great branches which leave the trunk 
about twelve feet above the ground 
form the support for a spacious plat- 
form which in times past was used 
by the owner of the farm as a sum- 
mer house. 

The lowest of these branches, 
which forms the principal support 
for the platform, leaves the trunk 
of the tree almost at right angles and 
the others from a symmetrical dome 
which provides a canopy over a 
dancing platform which has been 
built beneath the tree on the ground. 

The great oak formed an ideal re- 
treat for gatherings of relatives and 
friends of the owner. It is located 
not far from Beach pond, which a 
few years ago was a favorite retreat 
for a considerable number of sum- 
mer visiters.

Town of Manchester, Mass. 

Chapter two hundred and nine of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
eight is hereby amended by striking out 
section one and inserting in place there- 


of the following:—Section 1. It. shall 
be unlawful within any city, or within 
any town which accepts the provisions 
of this act, for any person to set a fire 
in the open air between the first day of 
March and the first day of December ex- 
cept by the written permission of the for- 
est warden; that debris from fields, gar- 
dens and orchards, or leaves and rubbish 
from yards may be burned on ploughed 
fields by the owners thereof, their agents 
or lessees; and provided, further, that 
persons above eghteen years of age may 
maintain a fire for a reasonable purpose 
upon sandy or barren land, if the fire is 
enclosed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case such 
fire shall be at least two hundred feet 
distant from any forest or sprout lands, 
and at least fifty feet distant from any 
building, and shall be properly attended 
until it is extinguished. The forest war- 
den shall cause public notice to be given 
of the provisions of this section, and shall 
enforce the same. Whoever violates the 
provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than one month, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.

Making Survey of Danvers River 
For Tide Gate Plans 


Agents of the State board of 
health are making a survey of North 
Danvers and Crane rivers for the 
purpose of learning what influence 
the building of tide gates across the 
mouths of these rivers will have up- 
on the streams themselves.

Rockport Summer Resident Retires 
From Business 

The New York Tribune recently 
said: ‘‘After being engaged in the 
wool business for 50 years, Theo- — 
dore Justice, senior partner of Jus- 
tice, Bateman & Co., retired from 
active service yesterday, and will 
leave the city today for Straits- 
mouth Inn, Rockport, Mass. Later 
he will tour Europe, and he will not 
again identify himself with the busi- 
ness establishment which he made 
a success. Mr. Justice has had ex- 
perience both as a wool grower and 
manufacturer; as a grower when a 
lad on the farm, and as a manufac- 
turer as president of some large 
woolen mills. His exit from business 
marks the outgoing of one of the 
most notable figures in the Phila- 
delphia trade. He has probably done 
more than any other man in .he 
country to secure protective tariff 


legislation. He has been a director | 


of the American Protective League 
and has done much in shaping pub- 
he opinion throughout the country 
in favor of developing home indus- 
tries.’’ 

To the Review man Mr. Justice 
said: ‘‘I assert, that there is nothing 
made in factories that is not cheaper 
now than in 1897, when the present 
Payne-Aldrich law was enacted, and 
wages are one-third higher now on 
the average than then. 

‘‘It has been said that since 1897 
the rich have been getting richer 
and the poor poorer. This is not at 
all true. I admit the rich have been 
getting somewhat richer, but the 
poor under the present tariff law 
have been getting rich faster than 
the capitalist class. I challenge any 
one to name one per cent. of the 
present millionaire class who were 
not at one time poor men. This ~ 
shows that the poor have been get- 
ting rich faster than the so-called 
poor. Then, take the deposits in the 
savings banks. There is nothing 
like these accumulations of the sav- 
ings of labor notwithstanding the 
higher standard of living here. Labor 
in the United States lives better 
than anywhere else in the world and 
saves more of its wage than the en- 
tire average wage earner abroad, all 
of which shows that while under 
the present tariff law the rich have 
become somewhat richer the poor 
have grown rich faster by far than 
any other class.’

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THE GARDEN FOUNTAIN 


By Mary Harrod Northend 


INCE it appeals not only to the eye, but also to 
the ear, the fountain is usually the chief at- 
traction of any garden. While the pergola, 
the garden seat, and the sundial are all pleas- 

ing to the eye, they serve no further purpose; a fountain 
is fully as beautiful to see, and possesses a further charm 
in the musical tinkle of its falling waters. Both sight 
and sound of water convey a delightful impression of 
coolness, upon a sultry day. 

What can give to a 
garden a more vivid 
touch of charm than a 
fountain or a_ small 
pool, which reflects up- 
on its quiet suriace the 
beauty of blue sky or 
snowy cloud, of sum- 
mer blossom or autumn 
leaf? Lowell’s _ poeti- 
eal deseription of a 
fountain, ‘‘leaping and 
flashing,’’ was true to 
nature In its con- 
stant eclange of form 
and color, it seems as 
truly a living thing as 
the setting of flowers 
wiieh enhance its 
beauty. It has all 
the changeful  iovli- 
ness that marks the 
floral treasures, but is 
less perishable and 
evanescent than they. 

Let us first consider 
the conventional treat- ENT 
ment necessary, where the water supply is limited, and 
the problem of its application becomes more difficult. 
Since some set form must now be chosen, it is one of 
paramount importance that the selection be properly 
made, as the choice of one too elaborate, too grotesque, 
or too ugly is sure to detract from the final effect. 

Other matters are to be considered. The  stereo- 
typed Italian fountain belongs in an Malian garden; or 
at least, it is out of place in any but a very formal gar- 
den or a park. In the same way, a Greek fountain 
would be unsuitable upon a rough hillside, where Na- 
ture has been merely supplemented by art, and where 
the watery element in the landscape ought consistent- 
ly to be confined to cascades, rustie bridges, and lily- 
ponds. All these considerations are simply matters of 
good taste. An artistic eye will perceive at once, with- 
out special training on the subject, that spouts and 
waterfalls belong to the rustic garden as truly as 
Italian statuary, oil jars, and ornamental urns, belong 
to the Italian garden. It will also be readily seen that 
a high, fine stream of water, and a cloud of spray is 
of great beauty when seen at the end of a vine-shaded 
pergola or a vista of trees; while low shrubs and flow- 
«ing plants about the fountains are more appropriate 
to a lower stream and a broader dome. 

Kspecially where the pool connected with the foun- 
tain is a large one, the effect of alternating shade and 
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sunshine upon the water will be found pleasing. Near- 
ness of trees has its drawbacks, however, as does every 
other good thing, by the law of compensation. The 
falling leaves mar the surface of the water an clog 
the outlet, making necessary the frequent cleaning of 
the basin, especially in autumn. . ; 

As the fountain is merely an accessory, and the 
beauty of the falling water constitutes the real charia 
of the affair, the conventional form may be as simple 

or as elaborate

winter, if you would guard against cracks and leaks. A 

simple concrete basin, for a spray fountain, costs about 
one hundred dollars. 

Tron, though not so artistic a material, is much 
cheaper and is more easily placed. Iron fountains are 
manufactured and kept in stock, and can be bought at 
prices varying from ten dollars to ten thousand. One 
quite fine enough for all ordinary purposes can be pro- 
cured for fifty dollars. Of course, stone fountains are 
much more expensive than iron or concrete. If stoue 
is used for both fountain and basin, the very simplest 
form would cost one hundred dollars, and there is no 
limit to how much a stone fountain can be made to cost. 

One of the prettiest treatments of this subject is the 
garden pond, treated in a natural manner. If your coun- 
try home is fortunate enough to have a brook upon the 
estate, this can easily be led, by a series of cascades, to 
this basin, properly situated, and the outflow ean be 
regulated by means of a pipe. Do not hesitate on ac- 
count of mosquitoes. They will not hatch in the run- 
ning water of the cascades; and if you put a few fish 
and frogs into your pool, they will take care of all the

to prevent their being 


wrigglers, before ever these little pests can turn into ~ 


mosquitoes. 
In the pool, much the prettiest formation for the 
edge is to let the grass grow quite down to the water’s 


edge, hiding the top of the artificial basin. The curb 
detracts considerably from the natural effect. The sides 
of the basin should slope, as before suggested, and the 
bottom should slant slightly toward the outlet, as it 
might sometimes be necessary to drain the water off 
entirely. If it is made as much as three feet deep, it 
can remain filled with water all winter, by covering it 
with boards and litter, as you would cover a tulip bed. 
Thus the fish can be left in the pool all winter. 

* The setting is nearly as important as the gem it- 
‘Self, since the one can go a long way toward spoiling 
the effect of the other. The little cascades can be trained 
over rockeries rich in ferns, and under little rustic 
bridges draped in clematis and Virginia creeper. We 
will suppose your pool to be about ten feet wide, and 
perhaps three times as_ long. 
Do not try to have deep hays 
and rocky promontories upon 
its shores, for its size will not 
permit of such treatment. It 
is far better to have a smoothly 
graded grassy edge. 

Aquatic, plants are beautiful, 
but let them not be overerowd- 
ed. You must have the native 
white water-lily, of course, as 
it thrives in just such a situa- 
tion; but it is better grown in 
tubs or boxes, as stated before. 
Boxes two feet square and a 
foot deep are large enough to 
work well, and as large as can 
be handled easily. Bullrushes 
and eat-tail flags as well as 
the finer-leaved Calamus or 
Sweet Flag, will be pretty in 
small quantities. 

On the edge of the pool, many 
dainty little bog-plants would 
thrive, if once set out,—such 
specimens as cranberry, pitcher 
_ plant, stone-crop, arethusa, sun- 
dew, and_pack-in-the-pulpit. 
These, also, will grow in your 
rockeries, among the _ ferns, 
where the cascades keep the 
- ground moist.

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Remember that as much care must be taken about 
arranging plants in the water as upon the land. The 
planting should be done with an eye to effect in the 
mass, and separate colors will look best if grouped by 
themselves. 

Your water plants love sunlight. No water lily 
that I know of will open until the sun strikes it. There- 
fore our pool should have an unobstructed outlook to- 
If the sun becomes too hot, the lilies 
close at noonday; therefore tall trees, standing toward 
the south and west, would keep the flowers in blossom 
for a longer time. 

Do not try to grow too large a plant, and be sure 
that all are surrounded by ample water surface. If the 
pool is surely large enough to give them a proper amount 
of space, you might try some 
of the rich tropical lilies, as 


the Zanzibar purple or the 
Australian blue, besides the 
Egyptian lotus. Water hya: 


cinths are a joy and a delight. 
They may not bloom quite go 
early as the native lily, but 
they keep at their task of blos- 
soming quite as persistently, 
alter they do begin; and the 
dainty lavendar blossoms are 
very nearly as perfect as any- 
thing in nature. They will 
grow pertectly in tubs set into 
shallow water, just sufficiently 
deep to cover the earth. Like 
the tropical lhhes, these plants 
would need to be lifted trom 
the water, during the winter 
season, while the white water 
hly can be left where it stood 
all summer. 

In case you wish to grow 
the Egyptian lotus, you must 
give it plenty of room, and it 
really ought to have the papy- 
rus as its proper companion 
in the water garden.

and undisturbed quietude. The ef- 
ficacy of the movement has _ been 
augumented by the lectures given to 
children at the schools, popular 
education through the press, the co- 
operation of tradesmen and the in- 
creasing warfare of the scrupulous 
householders of the Ward.

As the direct result of the So- 
ciety’s campaign for the betterment 
of sidewalk conditions, the three 
thousand dollars which appeared in 
the budget are being expended for 
sidewalks. Edged granite curbing 
is now being laid on Hale street from 
the corner of Haskell street. The 
sidewalk appropriation, at the sug- 
gestion of the Improvement Society, 
will be laid in one continuous 
stretch. The construction of side- 
walks under next year’s appropria- 
tion will begin at the termination of 
the construction work this year. The 
Improvement Society has done its 
work well and the whole North Shore 
is in debt to the persistent policy 
of this organization for community 
betterment.

The democratic nominee will be able 
to hold more old time democrats in 
line than Bryan was able to do.

There will be a slight 
loss due to the introduction of Pro- 
gressive Party candidates: But that 
party is not received in Massachu- 
setts, with any enthusiasm in the 
state as a whole. Roosevelt was not 
able to carry Massachusetts in his 
fight against Taft in the primaries. 
At the election in a three-sided fight 
he cannot win. New parties do not 
prosper in Massachusetts very well. 
Mr. Taft can poll a good vote and 
Massachusetts will be loyal to the 
conservative inheritances of genera- 
tions. The electoral votes of Massa- 
chusetts will be pledged to William 
Howard Taft. 


The Senatorship 


It ‘will be interesting to watch 
the contest for the United State 
Senate. If the direct vote of the peo- 
ple could determine the election Cur- 
tis Guild, Ambassador from the Unit- 
ed States to Russia, would be in a 
good way to succeed to the chair of 
Winthrop Murray Crane.

S Fire War: 
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den’s Notice 


° 


Chapter two hundred and nine of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
eight is hereby amended by striking out 
section one and inserting in place there- 
of the following:—Section 1. It shall 
be unlawful within any city, or within 
any town which accepts the provisions 
of this act, for any person to set a fire 
in the open air between the first’ day of 
March and the first day of December ex- 
cept by the written permission of the for- 
est warden; that debris from fields, gar- 
dens and orchards, or leaves and rubbish 
from yards may be burned on ploughed 
fields by the owners thereof, their agents 
or lessees; and provided, further, that 
persons above eghteen years of ‘age may 
maintain a fire for a reasonable purpose 
upon sandy or barren land, if the fire is 
enclosed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case such 
fire shall be at least two hundred feet 
distant from any forest or sprout lands, 
and at least fifty feet distant from any 
building, and shall be properly attended 
until it is extinguished. The forest war- 
dea shall cause public notice to be given 
of the provisions of this section, and shal! 
enforce the same. Whoever violates the 
provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than one month, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.

The suffragists scored a distinct 
hit at Manchester last Friday night 
when Miss Louie Stanwood and 
Former State Senator Roger Sher- 
man Hoar spoke at Manchester town 
hall to about 200 of the towns peo- 
ple and interested summer resi- 
dents. In fact, the majority pres- 
ent was made up of the fashionable 
summer cottagers along the shore. 
Miss Stanwood’s eloquent appeal 
for woman’s rights was received 
with enthusiasm and was warmly 
supported by Mr. Hoar, who dealt 
with the more technical and legal 
elements that enter into the con- 
flict. Mrs. Charles Cabot was also 
on the platform but did not speak. 

The afternoon following, Profes- 
sor Charles Zueblin, widely hnown 
as a speaker on economics and 
government, addressed a meeting 
at Beverly in the interests of the

The opinion was_ expressed 
that the board of town officers are 
not carrying out the wishes of the 


average voter of the town when 
they do things of this nature.

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HFruitinn in the Cwentieth Century of Andrem 
Nacksows Ideas of a Protective Cariff

The world-wide discussion of the problem of the 
higher cost of living has developed facts that, were he 
here now, would be both interesting and gratifying to 
General Andrew Jackson, who nearly one hundred years 
ago recommended the immediate enactment of such a 
protective tariff law as would benefit the whole country. 
He proposed to do this by drawing from the farm to the 
factory the: superabundant farm labor. in order to give 
‘‘a home market for more breadstuffs (to quote the Gen- 
eral in 1824) than all Europe now furnishes us.’’ The 
Payne-Aldrich tariff act, with the Dingley and McKin- 
ley acts that preceded it, embodying General Jackson’s 
views, have most effectually drawn the superabundant 
labor from the farm into the factory, so much so that 
the American farmer now finds a market at home for al- 
most 95 per cent. of his breadstuffs, the surplus, not 
much exceeding 5 per cent., being all that is now ex- 
ported. 

Farmers have improved their lands and buildings, 
have increased their stock of implements, and thousands 
of them within the past twenty years have paid off mort- 
gaces. Many of them have a surplus in the banks. The 
free use of automobiles is not at all unusual. As a class, 
they have reaped such rich reward under the protective 
tariff policy, put into operation by McKinley and Ding- 
ley and as urged by General Jackson, that there is to- 
day a public movement endeavoring to turn back the 
tide of labor to the farm which General Jackson in his 
time tried to turn away from it. 

In a letter to L. H. Colman of Virginia, dated Wash- 
ington City, April 26th, 1824, replying to a question as 
to his views of a protective tariff, General Jackson said 
in part: 

‘‘There is too much labor employed in agricul- 
ture. The channels of labor should be multiplied. 
Common sense at once points out the remedy. 
Drawn from agriculture the superabundant labor, 
employ it in mechanism and manufacture, thereby 
creating a home market for our bread-stuffs, dis- 
tributing labor to a most profitable account, and 
benefits to the country will result. Take from agri- 
culture 600,000 men, women and children, and you 
at once create a home market for more breadstuffs 
than all Europe now furnishes us.’’ 

This was General Jackson’s idea of diversifying in- 
dustries that in the twentieth century has reached its 
perfection, for labor now receives from 100 to 509 per 
cent. more pay than is received for similar service in 
Europe. 
the beneficient influence of our protective tariff cannot 
be bought today for fewer hours of service than any- 
where else on this globe. If labor would consent to 
live here in the same way as in Europe, it could do so 
for the same cost. Sixteen staple articles, in November 
1910, were found to be dearer in France than in the 
United States. Labor in the United States lives better 
than the so-called middle classes in Europe. <A work- 
ing man in the United States for the proceeds of one 
week’s labor can buy a fashionable eut, well tailored, 
all wool suit, which could not be bought for two weeks’ 


There is nothing that labor buys that under | 


labor in Great Britain, for three weeks’ labor in France 
or Germany, or for five weeks’ labor in Southern Europe. 

The protective tariff, that is now blamed for the 
higher cost of living, has more than worked out in this 
generation the blessings for the country that General 
Jackson’s foresight indicated nearly a century ago. It 
has not only made the home market the best in the world 
but it has cheapened to the consumer everything but 
food. The better prices for foodstuffs that General 
Jackson had in mind as so desirable have been achieved 
by the agriculturist. The General did not foresee that 
while a protective tariff would enlarge the market for 
agricultural products, it would within twenty years 
lower the cost of everything produced in factories, and 
at the same time increase the per hour wage almost 
40 per cent. (See the July Report of Commerce and 
Labor). 

While the higher cost of living is world-wide, it is 
only the American wage-earner who today is able to 
earn the wages necessary to maintain the higher stand- 
ard of living for labor, which exists nowhere outside of 
the United States. The average daily compensation 


here is from two to three times as great as that of our ~ 


severest European competitors. As an example, the 
average daily compensation of railway employees of all 
classes for the year 1910 in the United States was 
¢2.23 in the United Kingdom of Great Britain $1.05, and 
in Prussia 81 cents, showing that the pay in the United 
States was more than double that of Great Britain and 
almost three times that of Prussia; and the pay of rail- 
way employees is a fair sample of the average differ- 
ence in all other occupations. A recent report of the 
English Board of Trade on railway wages showed that 
the average weekly pay of engineers in the United 
Kingdom was $11.17, as against $25.80 in the United 
States. It is well within the truth to estimate in a broad 
and general way that while the cost of a much higher 
standard of living of the railway employee in the United 
States is not 50 per cent. higher than that of the cor- 
responding employee in Great Britain, his compensation 
averages more than twice as much. 

The protective tariff, as has been stated, has cheap- 
ened to the consumer everything made in factories (in 
the protected industries) that the consumer buys; as 
an illustration, steel rails, which in 1869 cost $160 per 
ton, now sell for $28 per ton, and the result has been 
that transportation in the United States costs 7 1-2 
mills per ton mile as against 3 cents in free trade Hng- 
land. It is really incredible that so great a decrease 
could have. oceurred.under the influence of a protective 
tariff. The same thing relates to books, tin plate and 
many other things. The United States is now not only 
supplying its entire wants, but exports tin plate, and 
it was only so late as in 1890 that Col. McClure, the 
brilliant advocate of ‘‘a tariff for revenue only,’’ in a 
public address at the Academy of Music in Philadelphia, 
waved a sheet of tin plate above his head and asserted 
that ‘‘this could never be produced profitably in the 
United States.”’ 

The charge that is being made that the tariff is 
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responsible for the higher cost of living will probably 
be believed by ignorant men, who know nothing of the 
subject now and in all probability never will until they 
have overthrown the system that has been so beneficent. 
There appears to be a deep popular desire to have the 
tariff reduced, in order that the consumer may not be 
taxed. This experiment was tried by the Wilson Tariff 
Act during Grover Cleveland’s second term. Under this 
low tariff, or tariff for revenue, thousands of men were 
thrown out of employment and their families were 
hungry. A free bread fund was collected by the New 
York World one year after the inauguration of a free 
trade president on a taric for revenue platform. Did 
the New York World or any other free trade organ ever 
find it necessary to collect funds to feed the hungry 
under the McKinley, the Dingley, or the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff acts, which embody the ideas earnestly supported 
by General Jackson, as shown in his letter of 1824? In 
this letter he further states: 

“‘Providence has filled our mountains and our 
plains with minerals, with lead, iron and copper, 
and given us a climate and soil for the growing of 
hemp and wool. These being the grand materizals 
of our national defense, they ought to have extend- 
ed to them adequate and fair protection, so that we 
may have within our own country a supply of those 
leading and important articles so essential to all.’’ 

General Jackson was not unmindful of the experi- 
ence of the patriots during the American Revolution. 
When Washington’s army was recruited, there was not 
a single wool manufacturing concern in the country. 
When General Washington assembled his army, there 
was not the slightest pretense made to uniform it. They 
eame to the flag with the homespun fabrics that were 
within their reach. After the campaign their clothing 
was absolutely worn out. At Valley Forge 4,000 pat- 
riots had actually to be relieved from duty because 
they were literally naked. The Revolution would have 
failed then and there for want of wool manufactories 
as a munition of war had it not been that John Adams 
and Benjamin Franklin obtained a loan from the King 
of France with which they purchased in Holland blan- 
kets and clothing for Washington’s army. It is with 
this experience in mind that General Jackson in the 
aforesaid letter to Mr. Colman said:

‘‘I am in favor of the tariff for preserving 
within ourselves the means of national defense and 
independence. Particularly in a state of war would 
I advocate supporting it. The experience of our 
late war ought to teach us a lesson never to be for- 
gotten. If our liberty and republican form of gov- 
ernment, procured for us by our Revolutionary 
fathers, are worth the blood and treasure at which 
they were obtained, it surely is our duty to protect 
and defend it. Can there be an American patriot, 
who saw the privations, dangers and difficulties ex- 
perienced for want of a proper means of defense, 
who would be willing again to hazard the safety 
of the country? I hope there is not, and if there is, 

I am gure he does not deserve to enjoy the blessing 
of freedom.”’ 

In view of the fact that during the last twelve 
years of the high duties of the war tariff, the wool clip 
of the United States increased 100 per cent., when that 
of Great Britain, with climatic conditions superior to 
ours and with free trade, decreased more than 19 per 
cent., and also in view of the fact that under the pres- 
ent tariff act, the number of sheep has increased 54 per 
cent. since the present protective duties upon wool were 
established in 1897, what would General Jackson, if 
here today, say to Mr. Underwood’s report No. 45 on his 
wool bill (H. R. 11019), saying: 

““The test of law and experience, by which 
every human project must stand, fully proves that 
protective duties on wool do not serve a useful pur- 
pose. The fact must be faced that 40 years of high 
protective duties have entirely failed to help the 
wool growing industry.’’ 

What must he have thought of the brazen false 
pretense of the Democratic platform, which says that 
under protective tariff the rich have been getting richer 
and the poor poorer? By every test that can be applied 
to verify this assertion, it is shown that the wealth of 
the American people since we have had a protective 
tariff law has increased more rapidly than that of any 
other nation in the world. The rich, it is true, have 
been getting somewhat richer, but the poor, under the 
present tariff law, have been getting rich faster than

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The Civic Possibilities of the School 
House. 

One of the most successful innova- 
tions for civic betterment in recent 
years has been the increased use of 
the school house equipment for civie 
purposes other than the instruction 
of children. In every community 
there is or ought to be a good school 
with its rooms and halls well heated 
and lighted. During two months of 
the year and practically every even- 
ing of the week these valuable 
plants are idle and give no returns 
to the community for the invest- 
ments therein. Now neighborhood 
clubs and eivie leagues have been 
springing up all over the country 
and the school house is being more 
and more recognized as a_ social 
center and a civie ageney for good. 

In Manchester and Beverly Farms 
this idea has been adopted and used 
with success. The Parent-Teachers’ 
Association in Manchester is but a 
suggestion of the possibilities which 
are open to a community and the 
good that can be done through the 
agencies already existing. In Bev- 
erly Farms, classes in calisthenics 
were held in the shool building un- 


f 

der the direction of an able instruc. 
tor. This was another step toward 
the ideal,—the use of the school 
building as a community social cen- 
ter. 

In the towns along the shore there 
is great need for wholesome diver- 
sions, entertainments, instruction 
lectures and concerts. Along the 
shore efforts have been made to 
meet this need in many ways. The 
churches and clubs have not been 
negligent, some efforts being puc- 
cessful and others pitiable failures. 
The intentions have been well 
formed but the originators have 
been unable to succeed because of 


‘the natural limitations of the scope 


and influence of the various organi- 
zations making the effort. Some of 
these enterprises have been success- 
ful as ‘‘paying enterprises,’’ in as 
much as they were confessedly in- 
tended as ‘‘money makers,’’ but 
even with success in this form they 
have been failures in the _ larger 
sense of satisfying the need of all 
of the community for healthful, 
stimulating diversions. Where in 
the community can this need be 
better satisfied than in the halls of 
the North Shore school houses. 

During this coming winter there 
ought to be organized in every 
town on the shore from Rockport to 
Beverly Farms a non-sectarian com- 
mittee, representing every interest 
in the towns, with the definite pur- 
pose of arranging a series of elevat- 
ing and instructive programs to 
be given as often as once a month 
in the hall of the local school houses. 
The movement should be backed by 
public spirited citizens and made a 
definite part of the community life. 
The equipment lies at hand in the 
school house. 

Many programs failed because this 
work has been limited to certain fac- 
tions of the community such as a 
church, or a club of any organiza- 
tion. In Middleboro, Mass., such a 
course is given on a large scale by 
a committee of representative citi- 
zens for the people. But the idea 
can be adapted on a smaller scale 
and the school house used to reach 
every element in the community life 
of the North Shore. The school 
committees of the various communi- 
ties if they are awake to the large 
possibilities of such a movement 
will or ought to grant the use of the 


school house hall once a month, with 
no charge for light or heat. The 
program committee in charge should 
recompense the janitor for any in- 
convenience caused him. In _ the 
event of several communities inaug- 
urating a movement of this sort, 
the programs could be repeated in 
the different villages with economic 
advantage. It does seem a_ pity 
that the towns of the shore cannot 
enjoy more advantages then they do, 
for their remoteness from such cen- 
ters as Selem and Beverly makes 
the attendance at evening programs, 
either because of expense in money, 
physical strength or time, almost 
prohibitive. 


The best testimony that cun be 
given to the greatness of General 
Booth is that after his death the 
work will continue, virtually along 
the lines planned by him. It is a 
gracious turn of events that he was 
permitted to live to see the enter- 
prise which so many scorned, dis- 
pised and maligned finally take its 
places as one of the effective social 
agencies of the times and accorded 
the honors which it has won so hard. 
The world is poorer for the passing 
of this great man but his works will 
live on. 


If it proves true that Yuan Shi 
Kai has plotted and taken the life 
of Sun Yat Sen, it will be a fatal 
move. No one event could more put 
back the progress of the Chinese 
republic; especially with the foreign 
nations from which it expects 
recognition. 


The efforts being made by the 
North Shore Babies’ Hospital to ob- 
tain funds for a Nurse’s Home and a 
-surgical ward are certain to be sue- 
cessful. It is a worthy enterprise 
and it will be sustained by the 
liberal purses of the North Shore. 


President William Howard Taft is 
safe and sane.

Motor Boat Muffling Association 
Getting After Law-Breakers. 
The gasoline power cruiser Kasagi 
has been turned over to the District 
Police of Massachusetts for their 
use in enforcing the motor boat 
muffling law. Officers Grady and 
Daly with an engineer will be on 
board of her prepared to enforce the 
law. She is a sixty-six foot launch 
fully equipped, carrying a flag of 
the Massachusetts District Police. 
She is fast enough to catch almost 
any boat in our waters. Her light 
draft, supplemented by that of her 
motor tender makes it possible for 
her to get into our shallowest har- 
bors, streams and rivers, therefore 
making it doubly sure that the law 

will be enforced at all points. 

Any complaints of boats that do 
not comply with the law may be 
sent to the Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation, Stoughton Bell, 60 State 
street, Boston, or to General J. H. 
Whitney, Chief of the Massachu- 
setts District Police, State House, 
Boston, by whom they will be tor- 
warded promptly to Officer Grady, 
the Captain of the Kasagi. 

The Kasagi under all reasonable 
conditions would have been in com- 
mission some two weeks ago had 
not the officers of the association 
encountered serious engine trouble 
after getting her into the water. 

Captain Hird, Harbor Master of 
Boston, has thus far secured sixteen 
convictions in addition to four de- 
fault warrants against those who 
have operated motor boats when 
not muffled in a reasonable manner. 
At first the court convicted the of- 
fenders and gave them time in 
which to equip their boat, but this 
seems to have had little effect, and 
the courts ate now imposing a cash 
fine.

No other public service is called upon to meet such ex- 
traordinary fluctuations of demand as is the telephone. 
‘‘rush hours’’ of trolley and steam roads represent, by com- 
parison, a demand that is steady and moderate.

some people must stand, or, if they insist upon having a seat, 
must wait for less crowded ears. 

In telephoning, however, the simile would be applied by

Fire Warden's Notice 


Chapter two hundred and nine of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
eight is hereby amended by striking out 
section one and inserting in place there- 
of the following:—Section 1. It shall 
be unlawful within any city, or within 
any town which accepts the provisions 
of this act, for any person to set a fire 
in the open air between the first day of 
March and the first day of December ex- 
cept by the written permission of the for- 
est warden; that debris from fields, gar- 
dens and orchards, or leaves and rubbish 
from yards may be burned on ploughed 
fields by the owners thereof, their agents 
or lessees; and provided, further, that 
persons above eghteen years of age may 
maintain a fire for a reasonable purpose 
upon sandy or barren land, if the fire is 
enclosed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case such 
fire shall be at least two hundred feet 
distant from any forest or sprout lands, 
and at least fifty feet distant from any 
bujlding, and shall be properly attended 
until it is extinguished. The forest war- 
den shall cause public notice to be given 
of the provisions of this section, and shall 
enforce the same. Whoever violates the 
provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than one month, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.

Eight star show events and three interesting 
gymkhana events are on the bill for the eighteenth an- 
nual Labor Day Horse-Show at the Myopia Hunt Club, 
Hamilton. Those in charge of the show have laid them- 
selves out to provide interesting events and to secure 
expert competition. They have succeeded splendidly 
in both and their reward will be an attendance of so- 
ciety from all along the Shore such as is seldom seen 
anywhere, even at Myopia. The show will be seld on the 
practice polo field and, between the several events, the 
Eighth Regiment Band will play. Entries close Monday 
with T. G. Frothingham, who may be addressed at the 
Myopia Club, South Hamilton, Mass. The entrance fee 
is $2 for gentlemen riders, except in the competition 
for the Master’s Cup. The committee reserves the right 
to decline any entry or to remove any animal from the 
show. Four ribbons are to be awarded in each class. 
The committee in charge of the show is composed of 
James W. Appleton, Chairman; Frederick J. Alley, El- 
lis L. Dresel, T. G. Frothingham and Quiney A. Shaw, 
2d.

Saddle Horses for Junior 
Riders. This class will be divided, if the Judges so de- 
cide. 3. The Abbott Cup. For best Green Hunter, 
owned by a member of, or a subscriber to, the Myopia 
Hunt Club. Conformation 50 per cent. Performance 
50 per cent. Horses to be eligible must not have been 
hunted with any established pack, or won a first prize 
in any Hunter or Jumping competition at any show. 
Local meets this year previous to this show will not be 
considered ‘‘hunting’’ within the meaning of the above. 
4. Polo Ponies. This class will be divided into Light 
Weight and Heavy Weight classes, if the Judge so de- 
cides. 5. Qualified Hunters, up to carrying 175 lbs. 
Performance 75 per cent. Conformation 25 per cent. 


No horse entered in this class can be entered in Class 6. 
6. Qualified Hunters, up to carrying 200 lbs. Perfor- 
mance 75 per cent. Conformation 25 per cent. No horse 
entered in this class can be entered in Class 5. 7. Sad- 
dle Horses. This class will be divided into classes for 
Park Hacks and Road Hacks, if the Judges so decide. 
8. Masters’ Challenge Cup. For the best Hunter owned 
by a member of, or a subscriber to, the Myopia Hunt 
Club. The Judges will carefully consider Performance, 
Conformation, and Manners. Horses must be 15 hands 
or over, but otherwise their weight carrying qualities 
will not be considered. Post entries. In the Gymkanna 
events, post entries will be accepted and entrance is 
free. Copper cups to winners. Class 1. Going to 
Jerusalem or musical stalls. Contestants to parade to 
musi¢e at a pace satisfactory to the Judges. When music 
ceases each contestant seeks a stall. Those failing drop 
out of contest. 2. Relay obstacle race (Ladies). Teams 
of three. Each member to ride successively over course. 
No Jumping. Contestants not required to change 
mounts. 3. Relay obstacle race (Men). Teams of three 
and one pony each.

BOSTON 


The advance in prices continued 
this week under the leadership of 
the copper and steel stocks. Crop 
reports continue favorable and 
many regions are already beyond 
any danger of possible damage. Of 
course frost may injure the corn 
crop in the northwest but this year 
has so far been phenomenally free 
from crop scares. Opinion varies as 
to which is of greater importance, 
the political uneertainties or the 
prosperity already assured to the 
country by bumper crops. in our 
opinion the prosperity is a certainty, 
and the dangers from political un- 
rest are only problematic. There- 
fore we still adhere to our previous- 
ly expressed views that the market 
will reach a much higher level be- 
fore winter. 

American Car & Foundry has ad- 
vanced somewhat this week but has 
not begun to discount the earnings 
that will come to it from the huge 
business already booked. In the 
last period of prosperity when its 
capacity was almost one third smal- 
ler its earnings were 22 per cent. 
clear on the common stock. 

The movement in coppers has 
gained momentum, and _ under the 
leadership of Anaconda and Amal- 
gamated most stocks have scored 
good advances. Calumet and Hecla 
increased its dividend besides pro-

the capitalist class. Only a very small percentage of 
the present millionaires were not at one time poor men. 

Tf the war tariff of 1867, which doubled the num- 
ber of our sheep between 1873 and 1884, had not been 
repealed, at the same rate of increase that took place 
under it long before the present time the United States 
would have produced its own entire wool supply. The 
Southern states alone are capable of supplying more 
wool than American machinery can use. Mr. Under- 
wood states that in view of the rapidly increasing popu- 
lation, if our people are to continue to use wool for 
clothing, a larger percentage of domestic consumption 
must be imported. Since 1894, according to the figures 
furnished in Mr. Underwood’s report, flocks in South 
America have barely held their own. European produc- 
.tion has decreased 7 per cent. Oceanica in the same 
period has decreased its sheep production 3 per cent. 
The United States under the protective tariff is the only 
country in the whole world that has increased the num- 
ber of sheep under adequate protection more rapidly 
than the increase in population. If we destroy the sheep 
industry of the United States, the first and only method 
for restoring it would be a bounty, which for that pur- 
pose in thirteen years would take out of the treasury of 
the United States $365,000,000., while the much abused 
Schedule K during that length of time has brought more 
than that amount of revenue into it. 

General Jackson doubtless would have been in en- 
tire agreement with the late President McKinley in his 
estimate of the value to the poor men of the United 
States of industries that have been built up and main- 
tained here by a protective tariff which without that aid 
could never have been established in the country at all. 
Some one said to him that Andrew Carnegie, who had

begun life as a poor man, was reported to be worth 
one hundred million dollars, which was too much money 
for any one ‘person to have. President McKinley 
promptly replied: 

‘‘Before you come to such a concluson, I would 

ask if you have ever estimated the amount of wages 
which Mr. Carnegie caused to be distributed to labor 
in America while he was accumulating this alleged 
one hundred million dollars. I am quite sure that 
while he was accumulating his fortune, he dis- 
tributed in wages fully ten times as much money 
as he saved. This would be one billion dollars. The 
value to the Nation of this distribution would be 
over ten times that amount, which you can easily 
comprehend. If you attempt to follow every dollar 
that is paid out in wages, as each dollar circulates 
from hand to hand, and see what is done with it, 
I am quite confident that every dollar paid out in 
wages will change hands on an average nearer 
twenty than ten times during the year; but to be 
within conservative bounds, I will assume that each 
dollar paid out in wages circulates on an average 
only ten times during the year.’’ 

You will thus see how wages employed in a new do- 
mestic industry, through the operations of only one such 
captain of industry as Mr. Carnegie, filtering out through 
the Nation in wages paid to labor enriches the whole 
country to the extent of ten billion dollars.

For this is the studio-workshop of Anna Coleman Ladd, the 
sculptress. All about, hanging on the walls, or standing or re- 
clining on huge pedestals are the works of her hand, small and 
great, some completed, some in the clay, some still rough in their 
beginning. One bold fact is noticeable about these works—Mrs. 
Ladd is not mererly an artist; she is a teacher. Her works are

ppowerful purpose. In some of them even a child may read « great 
»principle of life. For instance, who ever heard of a man in this 
eworld doing any great work without there being, behind «ll his 
saction, however far back it may be, a woman? Somewhere, in 
every great career there has been a woman—or, perhaps, women— 
rwho gave ‘the. hero his ideals, his, inspiration, ‘his incentive to ac- 
ition, or the love, sympathy and encouragement that nourished 
thim, and brought him up, alive, out of the valley of despair. In 
rone of her;works, Mrs. Ladd has;shown this most beautifully. It 
tis the figure of a man with a head and frame that suggests do- 
‘minion and an invincible spirit. The message is written there 
780 startlingly real that it is some seconds before the spectator 
‘ean leave it to glance at the pedestal and catch the true signifi- 
veance of the piece—for that on which the man rests, that which 
is raising him into his power and glory are the shoulders of three 
ywomen. And Mrs. Ladd’s wonderful art has gone still farther 
rand written on those woman-faces that which each gave +o the

man to make him what he is. Mrs. Ladd calls the piece ‘The 
Master’’—a name which at once expresses the thought and car- 
ries with it a bit of irony against the man who takes unto him- 
self all the glory for any good thing to which he has attained. 

The pictures shown herewith are some of the sculptress’ crna- 
mental pieces. They are all beautiful, but lack that earnestness 
of purpose that goes with Mrs. Ladd’s highest art. ‘‘Diana and 
Endymion’’, are two decorative panels in the house of J. Warren 
Merrill, of Manchester-by-the-Sea. They express a favorite le- 
gend of Greek mythology. In ‘‘The Sun-God’’, a bronze, Mrs. 
Ladd has expressed a pretty conception of Day overcoming Night. 
The composition of the god’s body is particularly good. ‘‘The 
Water-Sprites’’ is a: most unusual work. Here the composition 
of the bodies is wonderful. Mrs. Ladd achieved this splendid 
piece only by the use, as models, of two acrobats who, through 
days and days of strenuous labor, posed in this difficult feat, 
twenty seconds at a time, until the artist caught the full im- 
pression as she wished it.

WEEKLY MARKET LETTER 


W. C. Langley & Co. 

The market continued to show 
strength this week in the industrial 
and metal stocks, while the railroads 
only rallied very slightly. The rea- 
son for this is obvious. If you are 
doing business practically at cost you 
do not benefit much by an increase 
in the volume of your business, and 
many roads are actually in a con- 
dition owing to the rulings of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission where 
any reasonable profit is impossible 
and where a congestion of traffic 
would actually mean an operating 
loss. Sooner or later of course the 
burden of increased wages will have 
to be borne by the public, but it 
seems now as if the realization of 
this will not come until more re- 
ceiverships have pointed the lesson. 
Either an increase in freight rates 
or government ownership is the only 
pososible solution of the constantly 
increasing price of labor. 

On the other hand industrials are 
reaping a rich harvest. What with 
a capacity output and_ higher 
prices for their products the next 
few months will add materially to 
their resources. We prefer them to 
the railroads either for speculation 
or investment. Only it should be 
kept in mind that the tariff may in- 
terfere very seriously with the in- 
vestment value of some in case Wil- 
son : should be elected. 

The copper market holds strong 
and a renewal of the buying move- 
ment both for domestic consumption 
and for export has been noted. The 
trading in the stocks has broadened 
considerably with consequent bene- 
fit to prices. Calumet & Arizona 
continued its steady advance, and 
there has as yet been no evidence of 
any distribution. We believe this 
issue is going much higher and that 
it will yield very handsome divi- 
dends next year as a result of the 
conservative policy of the directors 
in paying for all improvements and 
property purchases out of income. 
On the general copper share market 
we are distinctly bullish but would 
sound a note of warning against 
shares that possess no intrinsic 
value. A poor mine or one lacking 
sufficient ore reserves remains a poor 
purchase no matter what the price 
of the metal. In the move now com- 
ing many such issues will be put up 

‘+t only for the purpose of landing 
them on the public under cover of 
the general advance. No stocks 
show greater profits than mining 
shares but none require greater dis- 
crimination by the purchaser.

The first named bill is over twenty 
pages long and embodies the ideas 
already outlined in the Transcript, 
expressed by Mr. Gardner in his 
minority report on the Steel investi- 
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gation. In order to further promote 
and facilitate discussion on this sub- 
ject, Mr. Gardner has caused to be 
printed in the Congressional Record 
the elaborate Federal corporation 
bill introduced into the House by 
Representative William R. Hearst, 
when a member of the Fifty-ninth 
Congress, as well as the measure 
providing for the formation of in- 
terstate corporations drawn up by 
Senator Clark of Wyoming, and the 
so-called Low bill, to amend the 
Sherman act, introduced some time 
ago by Representative W. P. Hep- 
co: a. 

It is understood that Mr. Gard- 
ner intends to send various public 
documents on the question of trust 
legislation to college professors, 
economists, and others during the 
interim before the next session be- 
gins with a view to obtain a concen- 
sus of expert opinion on the subject. 
—Boston Transcript. 

Mrs. Frances G. Vandergrift of 
Pittsburg, Pa., at present a guest at 
the Oceanside Hotel, Magnoiia, is 
the founder of the Social Center 
movement which was noticed in our 
last issue. It was she who made pos- 
sible the convention at Madison, 
Wis., last October which resulted in 
a national organization for social 
center work. From _ this, impetus 
was given to a movement, perhaps 
the most significant of the times, to 
open the school house, the property 
of all citizens, so that its usefulness 
might be extended to a fraction of 
the population for a few hours a 
say, to all who wish to use ator 
practically all working hours. Of 
this movement Jane Addams has said 
that she hopes to live to see the day 
when all social settlements will be- 
come social centers. This is because 
the underlying idea is in no sense 
charitable, as the movement is or- 
ganized and controlled by the peo- 
ple themselves. 


The proposed civic courses of en- 
tertainments planned for the school 
houses of the Shore should be sus- 
tained by every one.* If the present 
plans are executed Manchester and 
Beverly Farms should have a good 
public spirited series of community 
lectures and entertainments.

Fire Warden's Notice 


‘As 


— 


Town of Manchester, Mass. 
Chapter two hundred and nine of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
eight is hereby amended by striking out 
section one and inserting in place there- 
of the following:—Section 1. It shall 
be unlawful within any city, or within 
any town which accepts the provisions 
of this act, for any person to set a fire 
in the open air between the first day of 
March and the first day of December ex- 
cept by the written permission of the for- 
est warden; that debris from fields, gar- 
dens and orchards, or leaves and rubbish 
from yards may be burned on ploughed 
fields by the owners thereof, their agents 
or lessees; and provided, further, that 
persons above eghteen years of age may 
maintain a fire for a reasonable purpose 
upon sandy or barren land, if the fire is 
enclosed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case such 
fire shall be at least two hundred feet 
distant from any forest or sprout lands, 
and at least fifty feet distant from any 
building, and shall be properly attended 
until it is extinguished. The forest war- 
den shall cause public notice to be given 
of the provisions of this section, and shall 
enforce the same. Whoever violates the 
provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than one month, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.

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TO FORM TAFT CLUB 


Many Local Republicans Will At- 
tend Meeting Friday Evening 
For This Purpose 
Preliminary steps toward the or- 
ganization of a Taft Republican club 
in Manchester were taken at a meet- 
ing held last Monday evening. There 
was a goodly sized audience who 
heard enthusiastic remarks by John 
Hays Hammond, P. M. Longan and 

Mr. Helms. 

The meeting was called to order 
by Chairman Patrick H. Boyle of 
the Republican town committee, who 
introduced Dr. Morton Prince of 
Boston. Mr. Hammond followed 
and then Mr. Longan spoke. 

Mr. Longan stated that the pur- 
pose of the meeting was to arouse 
enthusiasm in the Republican ranks, 
in which there was admittedly a 
great deal of unrest. Although at 
the present time the party was hope- 
lessly divided, he claimed that there 
was no reason for pessimism, as the 
third party movement was not, in 
his judgment, as dangerous as it 
was generally believed to be. The 
old party will not pass out; it is an 
asset, and has lived and been suc- 
cessful. It is true, he admitted, that 
there have been abuses in the party 
and that there has been an effort on 
the part of many to get power and 
control, but in a large measure this 
has been the fault of the people 
themselves, who have been governed 
as well as they wanted to be gov- 
erned. If the people sit idly by, 
taking no interest in affairs it is their 
own fault the speaker maintained, 
and not the party’s, whose principles 
mean as much today as they did 
at its birth. ‘‘The only reason for 
the third party is the overwhelming 
desire of Theodore Roosevelt to gain 
control of the country.’’ The speak- 
er dwelt at some length upon the 
‘stolen delegates’’ controversy, and 
maintained that if there were stolen 
delegates on the Taft side, there was 
a ‘‘damnable attempt on the Roose- 
velt side’’ to steal them. He claimed 
there was nothing to justify the con- 
vention contests. 

President Taft has served the na- 
tion in a different way than the 
average president, by devoting his 
entire time to the business of govern- 
ment, and not to playing politics as 
many other presidents have. ‘“‘If we 
prefer a president who is to be presi- 
dent for all the people we will all 
do something for the Republican 
nominee. If we feel that the na- 
tion’s good will be better conserved 
by playing politics it is our 
lookout.’’ The issue must be faced 
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by organization. Mr. Longan as- 
serted that there was not much 
hope today for the third party, that 
it was flittering away, and that it 
would be disposed of before long, 
allowing the Republicans to enter 
into discussions of the tariff, and 
other matters with the Democrats; 
the Bull Moose having no program 
of vital interest. He claimed that 
the ills of the party should be 
handled internally, and that those 
who were fault finders at the cstab- 
lished order of things should work 
within the ranks of the party to 
correct mistakes or imaging evils. 

Mr. Helms, an organizer of the 
Taft clubs, was the next speaker, 
and expressed himself as pleased 
to find so large an audience and so 
much interest. One of the distress- 
ing things in political life, he said, 
was the fact that we were too busy 
making money to consider politics. 
There were too few young men in- 
terested, the principal reason for 
this fact being that there was not 
the old-fashioned line of discussion 
and elub work that existed years 
ago. Two of the most important 
subjects today are the constitution 
and the tariff; still the average man 
is not at all interested in these 


things which vitally concern him. 


A club, such as it was proposed 
to organize here, where such ques- 
tions could be discussed, would 
mean, he continued, the revival of 
the spirit which existed in 1896, and 
would bring the young men into 
polities. 

The platform of the Republcan 
party, said Mr. Helms, was the most 
progressive of the three, and it was 
also practical and could be worked 
out. 

The speaker dwelt upon the vreat 
qualities of President Taft, his ex- 
cellent record favoring labor legis- 
lation, of his great courage, shown 
particularly in his favoring of 
Massachusetts industries; of his 
patience in dealing with the Mexi- 
ean situation, and of his impartial-

ity in the prosecution of the trusts, 
according to the law. He hoped for 
the formation of a large elub in 
town where all matters of polities 
could be freely discussed in man-to- 
man fashion, which could mean but 
one thing—enthusiasm ; and enthus- 
iasm in Massachusetts was absolute- 
ly necessary. 

Mr. Hammond was 
speaker. He said he hoped that 
Manchester Republicans . would 
stand together in the Republican 
party, and not be led away by news- 
paper talk. Roosevelt was a Re- 
publican up to a few short months 
ago, and always took great pride 
in exploiting its past history,’ its 
present great principles and its 
great men. Why, he asked, had 
Roosevelt not discovered before a 
few short weeks ago that the Re- 
composed of 
corruptionists and thieves. He ap- 
pealed to those present to support 
the party in the present crisis. Mr.

Hammond said that in his opinion ~ 


the great issue as the campaign pro- 
gressed would be ‘‘protection.’’ He 
hoped Manchester would organize a 
Republican club and he assured those 
present that in case a club was or- 
ganized he would have some of the 
best known men in the party visit 
the club oceasionally and give talks. 
It is not unlikely that Pres. 'laft,. 
himself, will drop in on the members 
at some meeting before he leaves 
here.
